BERLIN, April 4.—Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg, who ever sinee he returned 
to Germany ‘at the head of his army 
has carefully avoided politics, speaking 
only in an effort to bring together Ger- 
mans of all parties and preaching 
‘brothers’ love instead of hatred,’’ de- 
cided today it was his duty to abandon 
his retreat and to become the leader 
of his nation on the road back to peace 

. and normalcy.~ After a dramatic confer- 
ence with young, active politicians, he 
finally heeded their call and offered 
himself to the German nation as the 
new President. 

This was announced today in a ‘secret 
meeting of election chiefs of the Nee 
alist parties, which in the previous elec- 
tions stood behind Dr. Karl Jarres. 
Jarres himself was the chief negotiator 
in the conferences with Hindenburg. 

Hindenburg demands that his nomina- 
tion be supported unanimously by all 
parties which stood behind Jarres. His 
friends, to protect the Field Marshal, 
demanded that the Nationalist bloc ob- 
tain the collaboration of the Bavarian 
People’s Party. The German People’s 
Party, the Nationalists and the indus- 
trialists unanimously pledged their word 

’. to Hindenburg. 


Jarres to Appeal to pe rorente. 


Jarres proceeded td” Puniéh tonight to 
confer with leaders of the ‘Bavarian 
People’s Party. If they promise to 
stand behind Hindenburg, the Nation- 
alists will immediately proclaim Hinden- 
burg their candidate. —

So far as can be learned, what the 
Government will propose is something 
like this: On the acquired wealth of 
the country there will be laid an impost 
of 10 per cent:, which the Government 
will try to call by some other\mame than 
a capital levy. This impost would be 
payable over ten years; >it would be 
turned. over to the Government in the 
form of mortgages to be paid off over 


quicker peyment; . These mortgages 
would be hypothecated by the -Govern- 
ment to the Bank of France to be used 
by the bank as cover for the issue of 
additiofal bank notes to the amibunt of 
8,000,000,000 francs or some other sum 
which may of may not ,be fixéd om 
nitely. 

The Government estimates that capital 
wealth which may. be thus levied upon 
is a. thousand bil i 3. . Others 
place the amount at half that sum. Thé 
Government is quite sure the yield will 
be enough to meet the present pressing 
needs of the bank and Treasury and 
also place the Government in a position 
for considering meeting obligations 
abroad. 

Opposition May Force an Election. | 

To say this proposal meets strong op- 
position is putting it mildly. The project 
carries great political significance be-

Attacks on Constitution Are Methods

CHICAGO, April 4:—In an address to- 
night before members of the Izaak Wal- 
ton League of America, Senator Borah 
of Idaho said this country must turn 
its eyes to recovering the rights of the 
people, which were being lost through 
encroachments of Washington and the 
tendency to centralization in’ govern- 
ment. 

He called attention to domestic condi- 
tiorfs, which demand ‘‘a consecration of 
heart and mind second only to that 
which built the Republic itself,’’ and 
said the part America shall play in in- 
ternational affairs was a matter of 
debate and determinable by the future 
alone. : 

“I do not think it any part of our 
duty, either to ourselves or to humanity 
in general, to discriminate against our 
own citizens or to impair our own insti- 
tutions under the delusion that we are 
by so doing serving'the cause of peace,” 
he said. 

‘*The mén who organized this Repub- 
lic, who have built her a nation of com- 
manding influence and power, were in- 
tense nationalists.

Bavarian Pretender Is Reconciled |

BERLIN, April 4.—Differences which | 
have kept the monarchists of North and | 
South Germany at loggerheads since the 
armistice and which at one time nearly | 
resulted in the establishment of a: South ! 
German Catholic kingdom have been | 
patched up. Both sides have united | 
behind the eldest son of the former 
Crown Prince, the 17-year-old Wilhelm 
Friedrich, who is at present in. Spain 
with his mother, the Crown Princess 
Cecilie. 

Crown Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria 
has in effect renounced the claim he 
or his followers might have made to the 
Imperial German throne. Following 
closely upon the statemént made by the 
Crown Prince to a friend at his home 
in Oelsa last Sunday morming, Crown 
Prince Rupprecht’s declaration clears up 
a phase of the-—mopgarchist situation 
which had been difficult to understand. 

When the agreement was reached is not 


known, but it certainly preceded or was 
coincident with the exc ange of letters 
between Crown Prince Rupprecht and 
ex-Kaiser Wilhelm two months ago. 
Rupprecht had a conference with the 
Crown Prince in October or December of 
last yéar at which the agreement was 
probabiy reached. 

In the correspondence between Prince 
Rupprecht_and the ex-Kaiser the latter 
declared he had no objectién to Prince 
Rupprecht’s candidacy for Regent of 
Germany should opportunity offer. 

“Were all Germany Catholic, I could 
be Kaiser tamorrow,’’ Prince Rupprecht 
declared to an interviewer. ‘‘But North

Prince Rupprecht was found by an 
interviewer on the estates of Herr 
Rosenheim near Munich. He will cele- 
brate his fifty-firth birthday May 19, 
though he looks much older. 

During conversations he revealed him- 
self a disappointed. man, broken in 
health, who does not expect to live 
many years. Prince Rupprecht is a 
different man from the Prince who led 
German Armies*on the western front.

“These things will interest us in the 
future, but, nevertheless, there are 
things of supreme and imminent con- 
cern at home, work that should no 
longer be postponed.

; that the Hiskimos were for- 
mériy an inland people forced to the 
coasts by Indians, a library of 
2, Eskimo folk tales and songs and 
imo literature relating to Norsemen 
settled on the western coast of 
eenland between 900 and 1580 A. D. 
are among the thimgs brought back by 
Kaud Rasmussen, the Danish explorer, 
now at the. Hotel Pennsylvania, 
from his three-and-a-half-year expedi- 
tidn to the Arctic. 4 
Rasmussen and members of his ex- 
pedition investigated ancient and modern 
Eskimo sites from Greenland to Siberia 
and collected more. than 20,000 Eskimo 
implements, which, with the corrobora- 
tion of folk tales, carry the BHskimos 
back to an early homeland itn the in- 
terior of Canada and trace their migra- 
tions to the regions which they now 


‘. octupy. 


The implements tell the tale because 
they were originally smaller and lighter, 
for use in killing fish in the lakes, and 
their development into larger and 
larger sizes for seal, walrus = even 
whale has been put eee detail 
by the Rasmussen expedition. Their 
folklore describes their former home in 
the land of the “big lakes’’ and their 
fights with the Ind be pe study of 

erent sites and the vi us d 
of adaptation of inland ‘equipmen to 
ic coast life gives remarkable 
ture of the Eskimo history. according 
_the explorer. 


Migration Not Recent. 


Tt was impossible, according to the ex- 
plorer, to tell when they inhabited the 
“big lake” country or to fix dates on 
their migrations. He said that, talking 
the Eskimo language, he could make 
himself understood without difficulty by 
Eskimos from Greenland to Alaska. The 
inference that the migrations had been 
recent because the dialects had not de- 
parted greatly from the original lan- 
guage would be erroneous, according to 


the scientist. The Eskimo memory, the 
almost total absence, of contact with 
foreigners from whom to borrow words, 
the same general habits of life and the 
game general environment from Green- 
land to Siberia would preserve their 
language through a great period of time, 
according to the explorer. 

ussen is the first scientific man 
since Stefansson to work in the region 
of the so-called “blond Eskimos.” He 
said that he agreed in the main with the 
description of them by Stefaggson in his 
scientific publications on the subject 
and that he was an admirer of Stefans- 
son’s work. 

“There are Eskimos with reddish hair 
and reddish mustaches and sometimes 
with blue eyes,”’ he said, ‘‘but their com- 
plexions are rather dark. Theyyare far 
from being blonds. The Eskimos in their 
folk tales tell of defeating Indians in 
battle and taking their women. I have 
not seen any Indian girls living with 
Eskimos, but I have been told of such 


instances.” 

It has been suggested that the so- 
called ‘“‘blond Eskimos” might be des- 
-eendants of Norsemen who went far be- 
yond Greenland, nage! ge Arctic wa- 
ters and reached a F msgs as far west 
as Victorialand and the country around 
(Coronation Gulf. Another theory was 
‘that they might be descendants of mem- 
bers of Sir John Franklin’s party, which 
was lost in 1845. Rasmussen believes 
that he has disprooft of both of these 
hypotheses. 


Doubts Norse Migration. 


The Eskimo tradition, which, accord- 
ing to Rasmussen, is as reliable as a 
coritemporary document, accounts fully 
for the Franklin party. Sir John Frank- 
_lin’s men, according. to Rasmussen, left 
no half-breed children. 

o, Mr. smussen believes he has 
evidence that the Norsemen did not 
emigrate westward from Greenland into 
Arctic regions. In the first place the 
manner in which the Norsemen died 
out after clinging eight or nine cen- 
turies to their settlements on the west 
coast of Greenland, is explained by the 
folk-tales of the Eskimos who now live 
in that region and by the Norse remains. 

The traditions of the Eskimos living 
in Greenland between Godthaab and 
Julianehaab give a colorful picture of 
what occurred, according to the ex- 
plorer. They tell in detail of the ap- 
pearance, the dress and the way of life 
of the Norsemen, and of the constant 
conflict with the Eskimos which aided 
in wiping out the white men. The 
Norsemen went to the southern part of 
Greenland ahead of the Eskimos. They 
moved northward, established settlement 
after settlement, and apparently en- 
joyed considerable pros erity. Later the 

skimos emigrated o> reenland in ths 
north and gradually moved south. The 
oe races met and made war on each 
other. 

The fact that the Eskimos won the 
war of extermination in the end was 
probably not so much due to their own 
prowess as to the fact that the de- 
scendants of the Norsemen had degen- 
erated physically from the early stock. 


Offers Physical Explanatien. 


“The physical degeneracy of the 
Norsemen has been investigated by Dr. 
Norlund, who claims it was due to In- 
breeding and the lack of new blood,” 
said Rasmussen. ‘He studied theskele- 
tons in the burial sites along the west 
coast of Greenland and found that a 
great many of them suffered from de- 
formities, Curvature of the spine, for 
instance, was a common affliction. In 
the later burial places it was found that 
the skeletons of, many women suffered 
from such deformities as would have 
made child-bearing impossible. This has 
explained a great puzzle, because there 
Was an abundance of food to sustain 
life. I do not believe that this deteri- 
oration was due to climate or diet. In 
all probability it’ was due to the fact 
that all the dwellers along this goast 
- were descendants of relatively few fam- 
ilies, and it has been demonstrated that 
where any defects exist in the stock 
they are increased and aggravated by 

“Sverdrop, the Norwegian, found what 
close inbreeding for a long pc 3 
he considered as possible evidence that 
the Norsemen had reached Jones Sound 
in the route from Greenland to the 
Arctic. On one of the shores of Jones 
Sound he found stones arranged so that 
they appeared to be 5 artificial nest.

+ WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., April 4.— 
Dr. Harry A. Garfield, President of 
Williams College and Chairman of. the 
Institute of Politics, announced today 
that the Carnegie Corporation had made 
@ grant in financial support of the 
institute. He pointed out that by this 
action the Carnegie Corporation joins 
the General Education Board and Ber- 
mard M. Baruch, whose financia} sup- 
‘port will continue, and Williams Col- 
lege, which places its buildings and 
Srounds at the disposal of the institute. 

It is understood that the expenses of 
the institute are between $45,000 and 
$50,090 a year. Of this amount, about 
$85,000 is received from contributors, 
“While the rest comes from fees, room 
rent, &c., paid by those who attend 
the annual four weeks” course in world 
affairs here every Summcr. 

The fifth annual session will be held 
this year from July 23 to August 22. 
When the institute was established in 
1921, Mr. Baruch gave the money to get 
it started, and also guaranteed to de- 
fray’ its expenses for the first three 
Years. Last year the General Education 
“Board made a grant to cover a five- 
year period. The Carnegie Corporation’s 
grant is for the coming session and for 
the remaining three sessions of the five- 
year period. Mr. Baruch, who has con- 
tinued his support since the end of the 
original three-year period, will contrib- 
ute during the four years to come. No 
decision has been made as. to how the 
institute will be financed after the five- 
year period ends. . 

Associated with Dr. Garfield in the 
Management of the institute this Sum- 
mer will be Dr. Walter W. McLaren, 
‘Executive Secretary, and Willard E. 
Hoyt, Treasurer. There will be a com- 
mittee on arrangements, consisting of 
Aey, Henry M. Wriston and Andrew Ten 
Byck, who is to act in a consulting ca- 
Pacity.

PRINCETON, N. J., April 4.—Senator 
Borah’s attitude on the World Court is 
unsound, in the opinion of Dr. Philip 
Marshall Brown, Professor of Interna- 
tional Law at Princeton, who believes 
that it is typical of misconceptions 
widely prevalent in the United States. 
Focussing of public attention on the sub- 
ject by the Idaho Senator affords an 
opportunity to clear up some of these 
misconceptions, in Dr. Brown’s opinion. 
He presents the view that much of the 
opinion on the court that has been 
formed errs either because its opponents 
exaggeyate its possibilities for harm or 
because its supporters have unfounded 
confidence in its potentiality as a 
panacea, 2 Ed 

In reality; he maintains, both oppo- 
hents and supporters assign the court 
@ more important réle in international 
affairs than it can be expected to fulfill 
as at present constituted, and its essen- 
tial value is.merely that of ‘‘a hopeful 
step in advance in the direction of inter- 
national justice.’’ 

“T am a great admirer of Senator 
Borah’s judgment, his sound American- 
ism and his rugged independence,”’ said 
Professor Brown in an interview today. 
*‘F consider him a most useful man to 
be in Washington, particularly as Chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. - 
| “But I believe his attitude on the 
World Court as just expressed to be 
unsound and based on a misunderstand- 
ing of the situation. 

“Senator Borah’s objections to the 
World Court, as I understand them 
from his: recent utterances, are in gen- 
eral; first, that you ‘cannot have a 
court until there is a code of interna- 
tional law, and, second; that you cannot 
expect much of the court until the na- 
tions are prepared to keep their -en- 
gagements regarding existing .arrange- 
ments in international affairs. 

International Law Made Slowly. 


“Of the first objection, we may say 
that if it is valid then the.perfection of 
guch a court must bé. delayed for a 
wholly) indefinite time:. International 
law is built up bit. by bit ‘over a long 
stretch of years, tinder'a process similar 
te that which hds given us the common 
law. It is too Much to expect that at 
any given momént the nations -may sit 
down and evolve a complete body -of 
law. to govern all situations. . That is 
| obviously outside the realm’ of © possi- 
| bility. 
| “‘Nations are far from ready to agree 
to a system of law by statute in analogy 
to the acts of Congress or other leg- 
islation by statute. An international 
system cannot legislate in such a man- 
ner, for it has not the necessary checks 
and controls. The conception of a world 
ruled by statute law would be abhor- 
rént to: international society. 

*‘What can be expected is that such a 
court, consisting of a permanent panel 
of judges, will assist ‘most effectively 
| in giving coherence to the principles of 
/intcrnational law already recognized in 
usage and to crystallize those principles 
in application to law. No other agency 
could operate so significantly in build- 
ing up an. orderly international juris- 
prudence, the ‘code’ whose absence Sen- 
ator Borah laments. Indeed that func- 
tion would be the primary function of 
the World Court, and its secondary func- 
tion would be to enable the’ nations: to 
adapt their conduct to this body of 
law as it was enunciated and interpreted 
from time to time -by the Court. 

“With regard to his second objection, 
the general disinclination of nations to 
respect existing arrangements, it‘ seems 
to me the Senator is confusing two very 
distinct matters. ‘ 

Can’t Alter the Status Quo. 

‘The World Court has nothing what- 
ever to do with existing political ar- 
| rangements and js not responsible for 
the status quo. It has no power to 
alter the status quo. It may be called 
upon to express opinions in _ political 
disputes, as will later be shown, but 
they are only opinions, and the action 
and responsibility rest on the individual 
nations. Ex@remists who favored the 
Gerieva Protocol, which happily has no 
s-ehance now of being adopted, would 
have. engaged the Court somewhat 
deeply in questions of a political nature, 
but as the Court now exists its object 
is simply to endeavor to reach its 
| decisions with “a due regard for legal 
| principles. 

“This brings me, however, to another 
consideration, namely, that those most 
strenuously in favor of the Court com- 
mit the great error of attributing to ft 
a much more ‘important réle than it 
seems destined to fulfill, at least as 
at. present constituted. 

‘It is spoken of in accordance with 
its title as an International Court of 
Justice, in the belief that its function is 
restricted to questions of a-purely legal 
character. This is unfortunately far 
from being true, for by its own statutes 
and by the Covenant of the League 
of Nations the Court’ is constrained to 
judge all cases subrnitted to it by the 
parties to action without any distinc- 
tion ‘between questions. ‘of legal char- 
acter and questions of political char- 


acter. : 
“The latter alternative will be es-

Out of Camp’ Revived;. 


Tank Corps Rids Itself of Trespasser 





An unusual..method. of dealing with 
trespassers on the military reservation 
at Miller Field, Staten Island, has been 
adopted by Colonel; Chauncey Hum- 
phreys, the Commanding Officer who 
has been considerably worried of late 
by the frequency with which bootleggers 
attempted to sell liquor to men of the 
First Division Tank Company and fhe 
First Division Ordnance Company, sta- 
tioned at the field. 

Colonel Humphreys revived last week 
the ancient custom of ‘‘drumming a man 
out of camp.’’ Years ago when a sol- 
dier was dishonorably, discharged he 
was ‘‘drummed out of the regiment.”’ 
The regiment was paraded in full dress 
and the offender placed in the middle 
of a hollow square. <A sergeant then 
cut the buttons and shoulder straps off 
his blouse and he was escorted off the 
reservation while the band played a 
funeral dirge. 

Notwithstanding numerous signs read- 


ing “No Admittance,”, padlocked gates 
and a barbed wire fence, a young civil- 
jan from Midland Beach, who had been 
warned on previous occasions, was 
caught on the reservation: He was 
taken to’ post headquarters and when 
questioned was unable: to give a satis- 
factory account of himself. 

Colonel Humphreys then decided to 
drum him out. of camp instead of turn- 
ing him over to the police for prosecu- 
tion as a trespasser, 

A detachment of -men from the Tank 
Company. was. equipped with sticks and 
covers of garbage cans and pails and 
the offender placed at the head. The 
order to march cagne and while the sol- 
diers of the escort played a tattoo on 
their cans, the rest of the men in camp 
lined the ‘company street and cheered 
derisively. The trespasser. was then 
marched to the camp entrance and fold 
to stay. outside the gates in future. +

Thereupon his HNghts were turned off.

Mme. La Brun Presents a Notable 
Collection to Princeton.

PRINCETON, N. J., April 4.—Several 
hundred volumes. of the. works of 
Montaigne have recently been given to 
the. Princeton _ University library by 
Mme. Pierre La. Brun. The gift, which 
was made ‘in the name of Pierre La 
Brun, architect of New York, also in- 
cluded a notable collection of Rabelais’s 
works and commentaries on his writ- 





ings. 

Professor Louis Cons of the university 
Faculty said in commenting on the gift, 
‘the Princeton University library now 
possesses ane of the four or five leading 
collections of Montaigne’s works in the 
world. This collection is one: of the 
two complete ones in the United States 
and is without doubt one of the richest 
and . most significant collections of 
Mintaigniana extant.’’ 

All of the known editions of the great 
author’s works published before his 
death in 1592 are represented in this 
collection.

Traffic, Zoriing, Developing Areas 
and Distributing People and In-_ 
dustry to Be Discussed. 


Four great problems confronting large 
cities in all countries, will ‘be discussed 
at the International City and Regional 
Planning Conference, to be held here 
from April 20 to 25, according to an an- 
nouncement of Flavel Shurtleff, its or- 
ganizing sccretary. These will be traf- 
fic, the development of new areas, better 
distribution of people and industry, and 
zoning. 

The conference, which will be attended 
by delegates from all parts of the United 
States and from foreign countries, will 
be opened by Governor Smith, who will 
make an address of welzome. 

The first day will be devoted to a ‘lis- 
cussion of traffic. Police ‘‘’onimissicner 
Richard E. Enright will iescribe traffic 
conditions here. According to Mr. Shurt- 
leff’s announcement there are ‘366,000 
motor vehicles in New York City, and 
experts estimate that by the year 1960 
there will be 2,100,000 motor vehicles in 
this city alone, more than five times as 
great as the present vehicular load. The 
conference will seek a permanent solu- 
tion for such problems as this.

CONDUCTOR’S RIGHTS TOLD 


Decision States That He Cannot 
Charge Patron With a Crime Ex- 
cept on Probable Cause.

How far a conductor may go in put- 
ting a passenger off a train in a dispute 
over fare, and under what conditions 
ejectment is permissible, is described in 
a decision just handed down ‘by ‘the 
State Court of Appeals. The decision 
was in an action instituted by Joseph 
Hyman.of 512 West 162d Street, through 
his counsel, Benjamin. Davidson and 
Benjamin S. Kirsh: The complaint 
charged malicious prosecution on -the 
part of the New York Central Railroad 
Company. : i 

Mr. Hyman, on May 9, 1921, was a 
passenger en route from Buffalo to To- 
ledo, Ohio. Mr. Hyman, it is alleged, 
surrendered his* through ticket before 
the train arrived at Cleveland, where 
there was a change of crew3, including 
a new conductor. Mr, Hymaf explained 
to this conductor that his ticket had not 
been returned to him and, to prove that

Argument in Arrest. 


But this did not satisty the conductor, 
and there was an argument,.qwhich ended 
when the conductor called in a railroad 
detective. and threatened Mr. Hyman 
with arrest unless he paid the, fate de- 
manded. Mr. Hyman continuéd re- 
fuse a second payment, and when. the 
train reached ‘Toledo he was arrested on 
complaint of the conductor. It-is alleged

versed the Appellate Division and has 
sent the case back for another trial. 
Because the reversal. by the Appellate 
Division was on.the law and the facts, 
the higher court could not Restore the 
verdict... Part of the opinion by the 
Court of. Appeals defining the scope of 
a se sngenate authority to eject a pas- 
senger s: 

, en a pessengec fails ‘to pay his 
fare, or show his ticket, or agree 2 with 
other reasonable rules and tions 
of the railroad company, it has been 
held by this Court that he can be asked 
to leave the train and, under reasonable 
conditions, be. put off the train if 
he refuses to leave peaceably. If a 
wrong be done him he can sue for dam- 
ages. To charge a passenger, however, 
with the commission of a crime, which 
means the willful act of riding on a 
train intentionally without a ticket, is 
another matter. 

Probable Cause Must Be Shown. 

“To: justify such conduct, it must ap- 
pear that the conductor had probable 
cause to believe the passenger guilty of 
the crime. He may have believed him 
guilty, and yet not ‘have had probable 
cause for the belief. Probable cause 
consists of such facts and circumstances 
as would have led a reasonably prudent 
man in like circumstances to have be- 
Heved the plaintiff iity of an intent 
to violate the law. ether under the 
circumstances of this case as we have 
detailed them, probable cause existed, 
was, we think; a question for the jury, 
and should have been left to them. 

“Since the cause of .action for false 
arrest was not pressed upon the trial, 
it is bceone mon punt | to. consider whether 
the defendant: might not be held liable 
for array the plaintiff without a 
watrant, {f the plaintiff was in fact in- 
nocent, whether there was probable 
cause or not, since otherwise a = mis- 
demeanor would not have been commit- 
ted in the defendant's presence. We 
leave that question open.’

court of arbitration. If it were strictly 
a court of justice, it would have very 
little to do and be reduced to an in- 
significant réle, because questions that 
cause friction, distrust and war between 
nations are almost invariably of a non- 
legal nature, 

“It is for this reason that nations are 
unwilling to submit to compulsory juris- 
diction of this court. They cannot with 
safety entrust national destinies in a 
blind way to the arbitrary decision of 
any tribunal. 

“The World Court therefore will have 
only such prestige and dutiés as 4 
be voluntarily conferred upon it by 
various nations. As a matter of fact. 
the chances are that many nations will 
we ied to and will continue to settle 
heir differences either by diplomacy 
and conciliation or by reference to a 
special arbitral tribunal constituted for 
each emergency by common agreement 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
convention of. 1907 for the peaceful set- 
tlement of international disputes. .-

Psychological Plan Tried Out in 
Plymouth, Mass., With 
Great Success. 





YOUNGSTERS RANK HIGH 





Under-Age Children Are Surpassing 
Older Ones—Thinks Plan May 
} Be Widely Adopted. 





Special to The New York Times. 

PLYMOUTH, Mass., April 4,—Horace 
¥. Turner, Superintendent of the Ply- 
mouth schools, is preparing for publica- 
tion a report that is expected to arouse 
Much interest among spectators. It 
deals with the results of experiments 
and studies conducted here during the 


last six months on admitting under-age 
children to the public schools by means 
of psychological tests. The success of 
the expcriment has been so marked that 
Plymouth teachers concerned in it ven- 
ture the prediction that psychological 
tests will eventually be substituted in 
New York and other legge cities for the 
sreaeet system of excluding children 
rom the public schools until they attain 
e@ certain specified age. 

“How intelligent is your child?’ and 
not “How old is your child?’ may be 
the question asked by school heads in a 
not far distant future when parents 
wring their offspring to school for the 
first time. Merely because a child hap- 
pens to be a few days or a few months 


- younger than the rigid age limit set for 


entering school the youngster should not 
be barred, the Superintendent of Schools 
in Massachusetts’s oldest town believes 
he has satisfactorily demonstrated. 

The astounding fact of the Plymouth 
experiment is that of the —— under 
the regular legal school years 
and 8 months who were a initted ie the 
schools last September on passing oa 
required mental tests nearly 85 
cent. are now graded in the upper half 
of their classes, and 25 per cent. are 
among the most brilliant pupils in their 
grades. in other words, the under-age 
children admitted individual psycho- 
logical examination are surpassing their 
elder schoolmates who began their edu- 
cation at the age period between 5 
years 8 months and 6 years 7 months; 

Superintendent Turner and the teachers 
here who have been making the special 
study are now considering whether the 
minimum age limit should be abolished 
and children everywhere admitted to the 
public schools just as soon as they are 
able to pass certain psychological tests 
that will indicate sufficient intellectual 
development to do the first-grade work. 

There was considerable opposition here 
when the experiment was proposed last 
year by Superintendent Turner. But the 
success it has shown has brought some 
of the original opponents to become firm 
pote 4 tere of the plan. The State Su- 
perintendent of Schools is much jinter- 
ested and the Plymouth idea seemis cer- 
tain to spread. Mr. Turner made the 
following statement to the representative 
of THE New YorK TIMEs: 

"We feel that sufficient time has 
elapsed for us to reach a conclusion in 
regard to the standing of the pupils who 
were admitted to school last September 
by means of psychological.test. This 
conclusion will be embodied in our an- 
mual report, which will be distributed 
in the near future. 

“Each year applications come to the 
School Department for admission to the 
first grade of children whose ages do 
fot meet the requirements of the estab- 

hed age line of 5 years and 8 months. 

Their parents are' convinced that these 
children are as well qualified to do 
school work as those who have reached 
the necessary crenmogsca) age. 

“During the first week in September, 
1924, a plan of admission was put into 
operation which was intended to meet 
the situation in a manner best suited to 
the interests of each child. A notice in 
the a brought the matter to the at- 
tention ,of parents. Appointments for 
examination were made through this of- 
fice. The Standard Rivision of the 
Binet-Simon Individual Test was given 
by an expert psychologist to those chil- 
dren whose ages were just under the 
required 5 years and 8 months. Of this 
number those were admitted to the first 
grade who showed an ability to do school 
who were up to the age requirement. 

“Of forty-five children brought in by 
parents for examination, seventeen gave 
evidence of a mental age of 5 years and 
work equivalent to that of the children 
8 months or,over. Sixteen of these en- 
tered school.

and Sung Dynasties—Jades Offered 
as Suitable Easter Gifts.

The exceptional collection of Chinese 
antiques made by Lee Van Ching of 
Shanghai, China, now on exhibition at 
the Anderson Galleries, is to be dis- 
persed at three sales on Tuesday after 
noon’ and Wednesday afternoon and eve- 
ning of this week. 

She Chinese paintings of the Ching, 
Ming, Yuan and Sung dynasties are 
beautif and ‘well ‘preserved, as are also 
the ‘Chinese .prints, kakemonos and 
makemonos. The prints are of the. 
K’ang-hsi period, and there are also two 
K’ang-hsi paintings, one a bamboo 
grove, the other a mountain scene. 
There is a large range of subjects in 
these paintings, many being portraits of 
mandarins, rulers and ladies of rank, as 
well as landscapes, birds and flowers. 
In tone they vary from bits of brilliance 
to soft meHow browns. ‘ 

A ‘novel ttouch to the potted jade 
plants are the green jade grasshoppers 
perched o nsome of the hydrangeas and 
other large-flowered plants. These, and 
the jade boughs with flowers, are being 
offered at a suitable time for Easter 
gifts. Cherry trees with carnelian fruit, 
hawthorne blossoms of pink coral, 
peonies of white jade and rose quartz 
with dark green jade leaves are in 
Cloisonné pots on teakwood stands. 

The most unusual features of the col- 
lection’ are two large albums, one a 
Kasu with choice specimens of old 
Ch’ien-lung brocades on one continuous 
folding page; the other a Ming with 
paintings in colors off the sixteen dis- 
ciples ‘of ouanne, also arranged on a 
long folding leaf. 

One of the finest pieces in the collec- 
tion is a Ch’itn-lung imperial jade 
koro, more than 10 inches high, with 
the original cover and wood stand. One 
side of the koro is of finest fei’tsui 
jade or jewel quality in deep green and 
the rest of the finely carved body is of 
so-called camphor jade of almost trans- 
parent quality. Its three supporting 
feet are shaped as animal heads and 
feet, and it has large animal-head 
handles: The cover has five loose rings 
suspended from it and its top is carved 
with animals in fei’tsui jade. 

An imperial sweetmeat dish, carved 
from one piece of dull grayish green 
jade, 15 by 18 inches across, has a 
group of eight wild geese on their nests 
forming its cover. From the Imperial 
Summer Palace collection there are 
three imperial Ch’ien-lung pieces form- 
ing a tempie set—an incense burner, 
flower vase and incense box, all 
mounted on teakwood stands matching 
the design on the jades. The koro is 
jade, with or dragon side handles in 
pierced work with loose rings. Its 
cover has carved coiled lizards form- 
ing a knob. The flower vase, in three 
parts, has a carved bird top, and the 
round incense box shows carved coiled 
a ae and loose rings. 

pair of spinach-green jade panels, 
17 Pnckes tall, are in the form of fire- 
screens and are carved in landscapes 
with figures, and Chinese characters in 
gold adorn the backs. Their stands have 
floral and Buddhistic emblems inlaid on 
blue enamel. This, too, is Ch’ien-lung. 

Several rare malachite pieces include a 
Ch’ien-lung vase nearly a foot tall, with 
ts original, cover and wooden stand. 
It is decorated with birds and flowers 
carved in openwork showing the grain 
of the malachite.

THE GOLD TELEGRAM. 

Not’ many important -politica] or per- 
gonal disclosures are to be found in‘ the 
two volumes of the letters of THEODORE 
Roosevelt and HENRY CaBoT LopcE, just 
published. Occasionally there is a rev- 
elation of a state of mind which is at 
least amusing. In the early months of 
1904 the President and Senator LopcE 
freely. discussed with each other the 
probable nominee of the Democrats that 
year. For a long time Mr. RooseveLT 
had it in his head that Grover CLEVE- 
LAND would be named again, and would 
prove a dreaded opponent. But Lopez, 
whose political judgment was usually 
better than that of his correspondent, 
did not believe that this could. occur. 








| Finally, when the indications became 


clear that Judge PARKER would be nomi- 
nated for the Presidency at St. Leuis, 
both agreed that he would be an easy 
man to beat. “We shall do him up 
early, I believe,” wrote Senator LODGE. 
But then came the famous gold telegram 


well as the Senator was much upset by 
it. LopGz wrote on July 12: 


When I read that’ at Brran’s bidding 
they had left out the gold plank, I felt 
that we had simply a walkover. But 
PARKER’s telegram altered things. Whether 
it was SHEEHAN or BELMONT or his own 
act, there is no disguising the fact that 
it will help him very much. That he 
is for the gold standard is nothing. 
Every one believed that. But by his 
telegram at that juncture he has con- 
verted himself from a nobody into a 
somebody, and we have more, therefore, 
to reckon with. The-telegram could not 
under existing conditions have taken the 
nomination from him, but it gave the 
impression of great courage, although he 
risked nothing. 


Even more significant was the reply 
of President ROOSEVELT two days later. 


I agree absolutely with what you say 
about ParKer and the effect of his act 
when the convention was about to ad- 
journ. It was a bold and skillful move. 
To say that he had any principles on the 
subject of gold is of course nonsense; 
for if so he would have inserted the gold 
plank in the New York Democratic plat- 
form. But then he was hunting fer 
delegates and was exceedingly careful to 
offend’ no one. Now he played a per- 
fectly safe but spectacular game and has 
_ attracted the good-will of many decent 
people, and of course the hysterical adu- 
lation of the large neurotic class typified 
by The Evening Post. He has become a 
very formidable candidate and opponent; 
for instead of being a colorless man of no 
convictions, he now stands forth to the~- 
average man—and this at an astonishingly 
small cost—as one having convictions 
compared to which he treats self-interest 
as of no account. He has, as you say, 
become a somebody instead of a nobody. 
I think that this act gave him all 
CLEVELAND’s strength without any of 
CLEVELAND’s weakness, and made him, 
on the whole, the most formidable man 
the Democrats could have nominated. 
What the outcome will be I have not the 
slightest idea. 


Here were private views which those 
who held them took precious good care 
at the time not to make public. The 
official Republican talk continued to be 
all about Judge PARKER’s weakness and 
insincerity. But the letters of Lopcz 
and RoOosEvELT show how impossible it 
is for even political opponents not to 
have an instinctive admiration for a

AMERICA’S BILLIONS ABROAD. 


President CooLmGn’s somewhat enig- 
matic words, to the effect that foreign 
loans which might serve warlike pur- 
poses would not have the approval of the 
Administration, call to mind the fact 
that the public is as yet but dimly aware 
of the total amount of foreign financing 
undertaken by American bankers and in- 
vestors since the armistice. A recent 
table published “by the Farmers Loan 
and Trust Company ‘shows that during 
the five years 1919-1924 a grand total 
of nearly $4,500,000,000 was advanced to 
_Europe, South America and the Far 
East. Of this sum about $3,300,000,000 
was in new financing, the balance being 
for refunding. Of the new financing 
$2,250,000,000 went for Government and 
municipal obligations. The rest was for 
corporate enterprises. Canada received 
the largest share of this, followed closely 
by Latin America, the respective grand 
totals being $927,000,000 and $744,000,- 
000, Europe took a little more than 
$1,000,000,000 in Government funds and 
$273,000,000 in corporate financing. 

. A recent estimate indicates that about 
$1,600,000,000 is the total, of the sums 
which the world wishes to borrow from 
us this year, Nearly one-half is asked 


_by European Governments and cities, 


and another 10 per cent. by other Gov- 
ernments. The remainder is for com- 


, mercial enterprises, including banks, rail- 


ways, hydroelectric development and 
other similar works.

These are formidable sums. Inciden-" 
tally ‘they give a significant answer to 
the cry so often heard from Europe 
about ‘America’s selfish unwillingness to 
help. A good. part of them were ad- 
vanced before Americans had much un- 
derstanding in foreign investments. In 
this respect the English and other Euro- 
péans have had an advantage over us, 
despite the experience of the French with 
the securities of Russia and Turkey, of 
which they held large quantities. 

The high rates of interest which pre- 
vail for most of the foreign securities 
floated in this country are partly a rec- 
ognition of the-credit risks involved, 
Much of the. money has gone for con- 
structive purposes. Even the enormous 
gums advanced to Governments and mu- 
nicipalities have heen of help in repairing 
devastated finances. One trouble is, 
however, that the opinion still prevails 
in parts of Europe that the American 
people should and will continue to supply 
funds indefinitely. None of these ad- 
vances, of course, cothe from the Amer 
ican Government. -The State Depart- 
ment has not even an indirect contro] 
over sums lent. It announced, however, 
shortly after the armistice, that it would 
like to be kept informed of contemplated 
advances by private banks to European 
Governments, so that in the event that it 
knew of special reasons why such ad- 
vances might become endangered. or 
might themselves complicate relations 
with the borrowing Governments the de- 
partment could so inform the lenders. It 
is under this practice—it cannot be 
called a power or even a right—that the 
President recently issued his warning 
against loans to nations contemplating 
enlarged armaments. The answer is, of 
course, that American investors are no 
more anxious than is the Government to 
lend money. which will encourage the 
forces of war. 








LAMB OF INDIA HOUSE. 


The centenary of CHARLES LAMB’s re- 
tirement from India House was cele- 
brated in England. Tributes came from 
many who had derived inspiration from 
his prose, his tender verse, and his crit- 
icisms of the Elizabethan dramatists. 
There was 2 dinner in Inner Temple 
Hall, not far from LAMB’s birthplace in 
Crown Office Row. AUGUSTINE BIRRELL, 
who has said that Elia’s letters “ reveal 
“all the heroism of the man and all the 
“cunning of the author,” was the toast- 
master. Lams’s letters, which TALFOURD 
and AINGER edited, are among the most 
delightful in English literature. They 
are introspective and candid. * 

Who can read the letter to Worps- 
WORTH upon the delights of London and 
not question the wisdom of the poet’s 
spending so much of his life among the 
Cumberland hills: 


I have passed all my days in Lendon 
until I have formed as many intense and 
local attachments as any of you moun- 
taineers can have done with dead nature. 
The lighted shops of the Strand and of 
Fleet Street; the innumerable trades, 
tradesmen and -customers, coaches, wag- 
ons, playhouses; all the bustle and wick- 
edness round about Covent Garden; the- 
very women of the town; the watchmen, 
drunken scenes, rattles; life awake, if 
you awake, at all hours of the night; the 


_ crowds, the very dirt and mud, the sun 


shining upon houses and pavements, the 
print shops, the old book stalls, parsons | 
cheapening books, coffee houses, steams 
of soups from kitchens, the pantomimes— 
London itself a pantomime and masquer- 
ade—all these things work themselves into 
my mind, and feed me, without a power 
of satiating me. 


Dr. JoHnson would have shouted 
“Amen!” After all, Lams was not such 
a city man as the post-tapping doctor. 
Elia did make excursions into the coun; 
try, where he loafed and invited his 
soul: to Hertfordshire, to the Isle of 
Wight, to Keswick to visit CoLeRmes, 
Did he not idle and muse at “ Button 
Snap,” the Cherry Green cottage that 
was left to him by will? “I am in love,” 
he vowed, “with this green earth, the 
“ face of town and country, the unspeak- 
“able rural solitudes and the sweet se- 
“ curity of streets.” But not long could 
he resist the fascinations of London. In 
pensioned ease he sought the country for 
months at a time, walking many miles, 
smoking the clay pipe he could not for- 
swear, meditating, versifying, finding 
company in his dog. His most endear- 
ing essays, fanciful like “Dream Chil- 
dren,” whimsically reminiscent like 
“ Blackesmoor ‘in H—shire,” were writ- 
ten in “ the unspeakable rural: solitudes,” 
when he had become “The Superannuated 
Man.” The town called to him and he 
responded, but it was for the sake of 
the sister, to whom he devoted his life 


under circimstances of heroism that can | 


have had few parallels, that he lived so. 
much in the pure air of the country. 
CARLYLE alone saw in the Lamgs “a 
very sorry pair of phenomena.” The 
brother he assailed in one of the coarsest 
diatribes ever printed. Others knew 
Lams only to love him, despite his frail- 
ties. Even that fierce recluse, WALTER 
SavAGE LANDOR, wrote these lines after 
receiving a visit from him: 
Cordial old man! What youth was in 
thy years, .what wisdom in thy levity, 


what truth in every utterance of that 
purest ‘soul ! , 


CoLteRmGce paid this tribute: “ His 
“genius ‘is talent, and his talent is 
“ genius, and his heart is as whole and 
“one as his head.” WorpsworTH: “Oh, 
he was good, if e’er a good man lived.” 
Hazutt, the splenetic, was fond of 
Lams: “ There is a primitive simplicity 
“and self-denial about his manners and 
“a Quakerism in his personal appear- 
“ance which is, however, relieved by a 
“fine Titian head, full of dumb elo- 
Hazuit painted that: head

MALTHUS CROSS-EXAMINED. 


A “neo-Malthusian” conferérice has 
just concluded its sessions in New York. 
It is difficult to escape the impression 
that the members are fervently advo- 
cating something that is rapidly ¢oming 
to pass. Political revolutions usually 
triumph, over a system that is tottering 
from ‘inner decay. Social institutions 
are “overthrown” just when they are 
about ready to die. , WILLIAM@JAMES was 
inclined to believe that we are afraid 
because we run away and art happy 
beeause we laugh, instead of the other 
way about. This hypothesis would fit 
the birth-control movement. Fewer chil- 
dren are being urged because in every: 
civilized country fewer children are being 
born. — 

MALtuHus, with his celebrated formula 
about the geometrical increase of popu- 
lation and the arithmetical increase of 
food, is severely taken to task by Pro- 
fessor MARK’ JEFFERSON in the April 
mumber of The Geographical Review. 
He denies both the geometry and the 
arithmetic. Next to the universality of 
the growth of population he finds the 
most striking tendency to be g slowing 
down of the rate of growth in the larger 
countries. In the United States between 
1800 and 1820 the annual increase in 
‘population was 4.08 per cent. Between 
1900 and 1910 it was 2.10 per cent., and 
that included immigration. In the United 
Kingdom the annual rate during this 
same period has fallen from 1.56 to .91. 
In Germany the rate rose from 1.15 in 
1820 to 1.56 in 1895-1900, but had de- 


| climed to 1.41 per cent. in 1906-10. Mat- 


THUS predicted a doubling of the popu- 
lation of the United States every twenty- 
five years. This held true up to 1890. 
But we are now thirty-four years away 
from 1890 and still 18,000,000 short of 
another doubling. The United States 
census for 1860 estimated our 1900 popu- 
lation at 100,000,000. Actually it was 
77,000,000. Finland has doubled her pop- 
ulation successively in 49, 58 and 62 
years; England in 45 and 55 years; Ar- 
gentifia in 21 and 21; but the present’ 
growth indicates a doubling in 50 years. 
Ma.Tuus predicted for England of 1898 
a population of 112,000,000. Actually 
England and Wales in that year had 
$2,000,090 people. - ‘s 
Overestimating the growth of popula- 
tion, MattHus greatly underestimated 
the growth of food, according to Pro- 
fessor JEFFERSON. The Englishman of 
1798 could not foresee the Conquest of 
the world» by steam and the opening up 
of vast new food areas. Ironically 
enough, the check to population which 
he foresaw as supplied by hunger is 
really being supplied by abundance, by 
an increased standard of living. Those 


4 classes to whom the day’s food is a 


standing problem are increasing much 
more rapidly than those which take no 
concern for tomorrow’s bread. “ The 
“falling off comes almost exclusively 
“from those to whom hunger is un- 
“known. It is a- complete reversal of 
“ Ma.LTHus’s doctrine.” 


It is all the more odd that the birth- 
control .advocates should have chosen to 
call themselves neo-Malthusians when 
we recall that their interests are not 
MALTHUS’s interests. He was concerned 
with a quantitative problem: the num- 
ber of people the world could sustain 
without relief from war and plague. 
Birth control thinks qualitatively. It is 
concerned primarily with the’ physical 
and spiritual effects upon the individual 
motlter of. what is described as excessive 
child-bearing. If MaLTHUs had been as- 
sured that there would always be enough 
food in the warld, his problem would. not 
have arigen. From the birth-control 
point of ‘view the large family is just as 
undesirable in food-glutted New Zealand 

as in a semi-starved Russia. 








A MARROWY PROFESSOR. 


Once in a while a peculiarly vigorous 
temperament makes -a Professor stand 
out from the multitudinous. shadowy 
figures of the chair. JOHN STUART 
BLACKIE, MAHAFFY, GILDERSLEEVE were 
salient specimens, in their so different 
ways, of this rare bird. One wonders 
how many professors, merely dull, oblig- 
atory “Old” So-and-So to their young 
savages, were full of vivid originalities, 
fancies, humors, that lived obscurely in 
them, died with them, were never known 
save to a few intimate associates.

‘In the Virginia moun- 
tains he complains of the dearth of 
snakes. “ Mountains without rattlers are 
eggs without salt.” His eggs never 
lacked salt. He carried it with him. 








THE BIRDS OF SPITZBERGEN. 


When Captain AMUNDSEN reaches 
Spitzbergen “in the vast. silences hear 
the Pole” to launch his flying boats 
upon their polar flight, he will find 
many winged creatures there before his 
planes begin to mount upon this jour- 
ney. What the bird life is in this remote 
region is described in the current num- 
ber of The Nineteenth Century by a 
Scotchman who finds this Arctic archi- 
pelago not so dreary and frigid as is 
usually imagined, for in the Summer one 
can “bask in pleasant sunshine. on 
“warm dry hillsides and gaze across a 
“ magnificent panorama of sea, hill and 
“valley with soft tints upon the hills 
“and a multitude of flowers blossoming 
“around/ one.” The birds which he 
mentions are nearly ail Summer board- 
ers: the quaint little auks’ that seem 
en in perpetual contest as to which 
can whistle the loudest, what time they 
are not carrying food for their chicks 
in their cheeks; the ynending procession 
of guillemots flying in from the “ misty 
spaces ” of the Greenland Sea, sometimes 
obliged to rise in the mist curtain where, 
though invisible, their “clamor in the 
clouds” is heard; the .skua sailing 
leisurely at great height or descending 
like a thunderbolt upen its guillemot 
prey; the * graceful fulmar petrels” of 
tireless wing returning from the fishing 
grounds to their families upon some 
dizzy ledge far up a glacier-filled glen, 
free from the attacks of the Arctic fox; 
the ptarmigan, a Winter visitor making 
subways in the snow; the “glaucous 
gull,” the “ivory gull” delightful in its 
plumage of “unrelieved white”; the 
Arctic tern, the purple sandpipers, the 
turnstones, the  phalaropes (a ‘small 
ornithological family in which the male 
bird attends to the incubation), the terns 
riding fresh and salt water alike with 
buoyancy; not to ‘mention. several 
varieties of geese (though not one has 


the geese that. once inhabited 
the eider ducks. 

What a fluttering excitement among 
the birds of Spitzbergen there wil] be 
when the two giant birds of AMUNDSEN 
rise and, like the fulmar petréls which 
the Scotchman bird-lover describes, find 
their bearings in the trackless wastes of 
the Greenland ocean, and steer their un- 
erring way through the mist curtain 
a landing place on an invisible and re- 
mote coast such as the dove that brought 
back the. olive leaf to the Ark found 
in its flight over the waters. :

“JUS ET NORMA LOQUENDL” 


To the Bditor of the New York Times: 

Mr. French in his letter to you complains 
that the English language is changing, as it 
certainly is; and degenerating, as many 
think it is in this last decade since the rise 
of a generation which has read ungram-._ 
matical headlines since its early childhood 
and therefore takes their syntax as part of 





its mother tongue. But then he weakens his 


case by going into particulars. 

Hig first item is “‘All are not” for ‘‘Not 
all are.’ But he will find ‘All that glisters 
is not gold’’ in Shakespeare, and Shake- 
speare especially states that it was already 
an old saying when he wrote it down. How, 
then,-can this be one of the corruptions of 
our time? 

His next is the split infinitive, whose an- 
tiquity I am not prepared to prove, but I 
believe there are those whe will, 

His third and last, is ‘‘one of the most 
distinguished,” with the plural superlative: 
It is obvious that the question is on the 
Plurality of the superlative, and if you ac- 
cept this plurality as good-the whole com- 
plaint collapses. If, for ,instance, it is right 
to distinguish certain books from all others 
as the best sellers, then if there are six of 
them these are the six best sellers, and one 
ef them is one of the best sellers. Mr. French 
faces this squarely, declares that a super 
lative can only be singular and demands 
that for the plural we should use.the com 
parative form. 2 

The oldest piece of literature with which I 
have a bowing, acquaintance in a language 
that possesses a distinct superlative is the 
Iliad. I remember that the Iliad says that 
the horses of Achilles were ‘the best in the 
Greek army, Speaking of the Iliad, I re-

member that Thucydides, figuring out from 


the Iliad the numbers of the Greek army at 
Troy, mentiong the largest ships and the 
smallest ships.

H. Harris, who was President of Buck- 
nell University from 1889 to 1919, and 
since then had been Professor of Psy- 
chology there, died here today in his 
seventy-eighth year.

ucknell in 1869, and later reeeived the

Dr. Harris was born at Indiana, Pa., 
in 1847, and after passing through the 
local public schools entered Mechanics- 
burg Academy, where his course was in- 
terrupted by the Civil War. He served 
for eighteen months as a Union soldier, 
seeing plenty of fighting in the cam- 
Ralgns about Richmond and Lynchburg, 


After the war he resumed his educa- 
tion and in 1869 received a degree from 
Bucknell, and in the same year estab- 
lished at ”¥actoryville, Pa., the Keystone 
Academy. He continued as Principal of 
this institution for twenty years, until 
elected to the Presidency of his alma 
mater, Bucknell University, in 1889, 

where he remained for thirty years.

ty gave him the honorary degree of

TELLS REDUCTION METHOD 


Dividends in Cash but Not in Stock 
Taxable—Gain or Loss on 
Sales Defined. 


In a statement explaining differences 
between the State and Federal income 
tax: laws, Deputy Commissioner Thomas 
M. Lynch pointed out yesterday that all 
school teachers and all other employes 
of the State of New York, and persons 


working in city, town and village of-|° 


fices were required to send in State in- 
come tax returns, whether they had 
made Federal returns or not. This in- 
cludes the teaching stAffs of the State 


4 Normal Colleges and of preparatory 


and private schools and academies. 

As under:the Federal law, sirgle per- 
sons must file a return on net: income 
of $1,000 or more and married persons 
are required to file returns when their 
net income is $2,500 or more. Regard- 
ing the income tax cut put through by 
Governor Smith, Mr. Lynch said: 

‘"The bill this year does exactly the 
same thing that the amendment of last 
year did. If John Jones’ tax was %4 
he.tears up his previously prepared 
check for that amount and writes an- 
other one for $3. 

Simple Reduction Process. 
“This process of reducing the tax on 


its face is very simple. It may be iIn- 
teresting to know, however, that even 


_though the bureau sent out detailed in- 


structions last year from every radio 
broadcasting station in the State, and 
also had the hearty support of the 
public press in printing these explana- 
tions, over 80,000 taxpayers did not 
take advantage of the bill. In _ these 
cases the bureau was obliged to refund 
over $700,000. 

“Some of these persons who failed to 
take the reduction in. thelr 1923  re- 
turns may not yet have received: their 
refund checks. Nowhere in oe law is 
there authority one oe incéme 
tax bureau can set up this unpaid claim 
as a credit against the 1924 returns of 
these taxpayers. ere. are not many 
in this class, but to the few the admo- 
nition is sounded not to credit this 
amount ainst their 1924 tax. The 
bureau , ba quickly reach these ..re- 
turns aid. then mail out the necessary 
checks. 

“One of the earliest items met on thé 
State income tax return. is. that mf 
the inclusion of dividends. Unlike th 
Federal blank, these dividends, ween 


‘}once incorporated in income, are not 


thereafter deductible. In other words, 
dividends are subject to the State in- 
come tax law. We now refer to cash 
dividends and not true stock dividends. 


Steck Dividends Euling. 


“Another distinction in this class of 
income is the absence of any limitation 
in the State law whereby taxpayers may 
exclude from income any part of divi- 
dends paid from surplus set up prior to 
the incidence date of the State law. 
There is a provision to this effect in 
the Federal law, recognizing in that 
case the accumulation of surplus by the 
distributing corporation prior to March 
1, 1913. 

“When the expression ‘stock divi- 
dends’ is used it does not mean a case 
where a corporation employs its avail- 
able surplus to purchase previously 
issued stock and then distributes this 
stock to its shareholders. The buréau 
has held that the distribution under such 
circumstances is tantamount to a dis- 
tribution of cash and the shareholders 
are accordingly required to include such 
sum as taxable income. 

“One of the most marked features in 
which the new 1924 Federal revenue act 
‘differs from the existing provisions of 
the New York )State income tax law’ is 
in the computation of gain or loss on 
sale of property. Taxpayers who have 
occasion to fill in the blanks in the State 
returns, showing the sale of stocks, 
bonds or real property, should remember 
that the State law is the same ag it 
has been for the past few years. This 
is particularly true where the property 
i» uestion was purchased prior to Jan. 

919. In all cases under the.State 
aoe where a loss is sought to be set up 
the taxpayer must claim only the differ- 
ence between the selling price and the 
lesser of the cost or the Jan. 1, 1919, 
value. Where gain is computed the rule 
is that the income is limited to the ex- 
cess between the selling price and the 
higher cost of Jan. 1, 1919, value. It

On «the grain markets the movement 
Was very similar. They opened lower, 
with corn at the low price of the year 
and 46% cents a bushel below the high 
price of February; but subsequent pur- 
chases; quite possibly ‘‘covering of bear 
accounts,’’ caused advances of 6 cents’ 
in. wheat and 4% cents in corn. This 
would be described as.a vigorous ad- 
vance in an ordinary market. but the 
extraordinary -manner in which prices 
have swung about during the last. three 
months have made old-time comparisons 
meaningless. 

Probably it will” be auveed that the 
culmination of the spectacular decline 
in both grain market and stock market 
has occurred at a time when nothing 
is visible in the general situation to 
give a new basis for expectations, either 
favorable or unfavorable. Yet the posi- 
tion of the markets themselves would 
seem to. differ from that of all previous 
downward reactions of the kind if there 
had not been accumulated a widely 
extended: speculative account for the 
decline, which must be protected by 
large-scale purchases unless th® general 
outlook were to become progressively 
worse—something which has certainly 
not yet happened. 

The franc was strongly sup ed yes- 
terday, but the purchasers did not fol- 
low the market up and it ended at prac- 
tically the closing price of Friday. The 
‘day-to-day news regarding the French 
Government's purposes has been entirely 
confusing; nobody has at the week-end 
any clear idea‘ of what is contemplated, 
and even the Freneh Chamber has con- |' 
sented not to ask questions.

Who was to blame for that day's 
anonymous declaration . that a five-bil- 
lion increase in the lawful margi. 
currency issues would be partly designed 
“to relieve the embarrassment of ‘the 
Treasury” ‘will perhaps never be known. 
The reception of that suggestion by the 
public and the press is.not likely to. en; 
courage the claiming’ of its authorahtp 
by anybody.

They are now engaged in deal- 
ing with facts, not theories, and with 
the actual situation instead of an 
imaginary one.

At present what 
Kind of buying there is in 
Buying That the primary mar- 
Is in Vogue. kets reflects this 
attitude. There are 
Many small orders for quite a wide 
range of merchandise. Most of the 
goods are wanted for quick delivery. 
There is little anticipation because, in 
most lines, buyers are convinced that 
they will not be prejudiced by delay. 
In other words, they believe that the 
future trend of prices is more likely 
to be downward than up as.a general 
rule, although there may be excep- 
tions in special instances. Retailers 
as well as jobbers are inclined to this 
view, and both classes are averse to 
tying up their capital or borrowing 
money ‘any more than is absolutely 
necessary. A little more latitude ap- 
pears only in the case of quick-mov- 
ing goods with a style appeal. The 
need of caution appears to be empha- 
sized” by the record of business ré- 
verses, which continues to be large 
and imposing. Last month, for in- 
stance, the failures reported by Dun’s 
agency were 1,859 in number, some- 
what larger than in the correspond- 
ing. month in 1924 as well as greater 
than in February.-For, the first. quar- 
ter of this year the number of fail- 
ures was 5.6 per cent, above that for 
the similar period last year and, with 
the exception of 1922 and 1915, ex- 
ceeded all previous records for the 
first three months. A bright spot just 
now is in the seasonal buying at retail, 
which has been holding up- well and 
which promises to do even better in 
this pre-Easter week. Upon the re-

Reports have 
been recently 
published of 
the operations 
of some of the 
big department stores for the year 
1924. These showed, as a rule, a 
larger volume of sales on a monetary 
basis but a somewhat lower amount 
of profit. To what this is to be at- 
tributed it is rather difficult to say. 
Probably there is more than one cause 
for it. The first thing that. would 
eccur to most persons in considering 
the matter would be that, perhaps, 
the cost of doing business had in- 
creased so as to cut down the usual 
margin of profit. This may have been 
the case to some extent and in certain 
instances. The demand by the public 
for greater service seems insistent, 
and acceding to it means added ex- 
pense to the stores. But increased 
patronage appears to follow every 
new convenience or privilege offered, 
and s0 justifies the extension of them. 
There is still, however, a disposition 
by the public to take these things for 
granted and as not warranting any 
extra charge, the customers resenting 
any effort to raise prices. The piece- 
meal buying policy on the part of the 
stores, too, although it has something 
to commend it, has not been condu- 
cive to economy, and this may help 
account for the lessened profits. Then, 


too, -reduction sales made necessary 
by swift style changes may have been 
a factor in the same direction. Retail 
mark-up has been based on experi- 
ences in turnover, selling expense and 
the like. Should results this year fol- 
low in the line of last year’s, it may 
even be found necessary to change 
the mark-up percentage of the slower 
moving goods if this should be found 
at fault. :

This 
has been the knitting together 6f the 
far-flung members of. the British Em- 
pire by a system of tariff preferences 
among themselves and with the moth- 
er country. There have been difficul- 
ties\in the way. One of these grew 
out o®the fact that the United King- 
dom came as near to free trade as it. 
was possible to go and, therefore, 
could not offer the reciprocity which a 
stariff-governed country could. An- 
other was in the character of the im- 
ports to Great Britain. A large per- 
centage of such imports consists of 
foodstuffs which come not only from 
British Dominions and possessions but, 
also from other countries such as this 
and Argentina. A preference in im- 
ports of foodstuffs could only be had 
®y putting a tariff on such as came 
into the mother country from other 
than British territory. This is some- 


would add to the cost of bread and 
_meat in Great Britain, which, the peo- 
ple there would openly rebel at, Pref- 
erences by the Dominions was some- 
what easier. All they had-to do was 
to decree a lower rate of duty on goods 
from Great Britain and. among them- 
selves. This they have done, but not 
always to their satisfaction. Austra- 
lia and Canada have found it necessary 
to modify the measures originally 
adopted by them. Now South Africa, 
which has been giving a 3 per cent.

Much of the dis- 
cussion as well as 
speculation in the 
Cotton Exchanges 
during the past 
week centred about the drought in 
Western Texas. But the price changes 
kept within quite a narrow range. With 
planting in progress, the outlook. for 
the new crop becomes more and more 
the dominating factoy. .Not much is 
said about the boll weevil, perhaps be- 
cause no one knows how much of a 
part the bug will play; but the gen- 
eral impression persists that it will not 
be very great. Sales of fertilizer‘are 
said to have a’ gratifying increase. 
Cotton mills have not beer doing as 
well as hoped for, and goods have be- 
gun to pile up in some of them because 
of a lessened demand. There has been 
some curtailment of production to meet 
this condition, just,as has been the) 
case in Great Britain. Trading in gray 
goods was quite limited during the past 
week, with a marked softening of 
prices for séme constructions. The 
buying appears still to beedhly for im-| 
mediate needs. Pretty much the same 
is the ‘case as regards finished fabrics, 
which are being ordered sparingly, 
with novelties having the best of the 
call. Buyers are apparéntly not appre- 


hensive af any lack of supplies when 
they are needed, nor are they con- 
cerned about possible advances of 
price. Most sellers also are not trying 
to push their goods, considering this to 
be useless. In knit underwear a filling- 
in business is going on for both light 
and heavy weights. Knit outerwear 
still remains rather inactive.

Situation in 
Cotton and 
Cotton Goods. 


There are two 
sets of opinions in 
the wool trade at 
-present. One of 
them is that 
prices have about touched bottom and 
the other is that still lower levels must 
be reached -to encourage trading in a 
large way. - Judging merely from the 
course of transactions, the weight of 
opinion appears to be with the last 
named. There seems to be no one har- 
boring the thought of an advance, it 
being conceded that the conditions in 
the manufacturing and sale of woolens. 
we against this. Sales in this.country 
are halting, although there is a fair 
amount of wool being imported. For 
the week ended, March 28 the imports 
were about 7,500,000 pounds; about 
one-quarter of which was carpet wool. 
Consumption in domestic mills in Feb- 
ruary from such manufacturers as re- 
port to the Department of Commerce 
amounted to 46,415,269 pounds, grease 
equivalent, as against 50,632,884 
pounds in February, 1924. It was the 
lowest consumption since last October. 
The goods market remains slow and 
hesitant for both men’s and women’s 
fabrics, and the season for each prom- 
ises to be long drawn out. . Not much 
headway is reported in the move for 
brighter colored. garb for men, al- 
though much ingenuity is expended. in 
pushing it. The garment. trade~ is 
puzzled over the question of the kind 
of fabrics that will-be popular for Fall 
and: is in no hurry to come to a deci- 
sion in the matter. There is a great 
variety in. the offerings to choose 
from, and it may take a month or ‘so 
longer before the trend is shown in the.

How One of the “Go-Getting” 


Salesmen May Overreach Him- 
self by His Methods.

In the course of niy duties, interview- 


ing salesmen as purchasing agent of a 
noted concern, I have often been puz- 
zled as to the reason why I buy from 
some, all things being equal, and not 
from others. 

Is ‘it because one has more knowledge 
of his line, or is it because he impresses 
me more favorably? Truth to tell, it 
seems to be neither one nor the other, 
for I have many times purchased from 
men who clearly demonstrated that they 
knew very little about the goods they 
sold, and by. a like token [have given 
orders. to men who did not impress.me 
in the -slightest. : t ( 

Sympathy also does not enter into the 
scheme, for I have become:so0 “hard 
boiled’ that I am ‘not easy to impress. 
Thus, personal féelings do not figure 
at all. Then why is it, if ten men call 
and quote prices, state terms and deliv- 
ery, that one of the ten-will get the 
business and the other nine be given the 
“‘gate’’? And mind you, price, terms 
and. all othér elements are the* same. 
Perhaps it-is time then to state that in 
the course of my many years’ experi- 
. A.,”” I have discovered that 

goods I require and 
distike to be “sold” by some high-pow- 
ered salesman of the ‘‘go-getter’’ type. ~ 

Here is how it works out. We send 
out’ a letter to ten concerns stating: 
“On May 10 we will receive quotations’ 
on ‘so-and-so,’ Please have your repre- 
sentative call and see our: purchasing 
ie” Capea the hours of 9 and il 


This letter perhaps falls into the hands 
of the sales manager, who presses a 
button and sends for Jones, the cham- 
pion ‘‘go-getter,’’ to whom the “S. M.” 
says: : 


“Jones, go over and see this ‘bird’ and 
remember he is a tough nut to erack, 
so you must be on your toes and don’t 
forget, we want the order, but be care- 
ful not to cut prices or terms.’”. Jones 
takes a deep breath and perhaps says, 
“Watch me.”’ Then he starts the fire- 
works in his own way by calling a little 
ahead of the appointed time, thinking 
to beat the other fellow,. which in truth 
he does not, for five of the ten men 
have the same idea and he meets them 
seated in the reception room. Or per- 
haps he will call at the stated time and 
find all ten waiting. 

In due time I see the man. 'Fhen the 
fun_ begins, for hé tries his hardest to 
“sell’’ me and will not allow me to 
‘“buy’’ from him. By this I mean he 
unloads his set speeches, tells me what 
I “ought’’ to do and what “‘he’’ would 
do if in my place. . Also calls my at- 
tention to what Smith, Brown and Jones 
bought and how inferior is the. line of 
competitors. All this has, the 
opposite effect of what he thinks, for 
what I “‘ought’’ to I consider no con- 
cern of. his, and at ‘‘he’’ would do 
means. nothing in my life, as.does the 
policy of the firms he mentioned, for, 
truth to tell, I think little of their 
Judgment. : 


Then.-when he attempts.to ‘‘knock’’ 
other lines he treads on my toes, for I 
have bought from all of the mentioned 
firms at one time or another. 

It seems like a false move on the part 
of a salesman to unload a line of sales 
talk when it is not required. ‘Thus, in 
my case, I asked, ‘‘Have you ‘so-and- 
so’ in stock for ‘spot’ delivery?’ 

The answer to the above should be as 
one would expect, either ‘‘yes’’ of ‘‘no,’’ 
but the go-getter is loaded and primed 
for a sales argument (so-called on his 
part), and what I get is, ‘“‘Why, that 
number? hy don’t you spend a little 
more and buy this model?’ All which 
was as plain as day that he did not 
have what I wanted and was trying to 
“‘sell’”’ me what he had by the use of 
bad tactics and poor reasoning. 

Now it so happened I knew what I 
wanted; so the sales patter did not gain 
the man’s point, but lost the sale. Thus, 
had he begn content to say, ‘‘Yes, we 
can deliver what you ask for at once,’’ 
my order would have followed or, had 
he said ‘‘no,’’ he would have stood in 
a position to sell me again. In another 
case, soon as the next man was ushered 
into my office, yes, before I had time 
to say “‘Good morning!’’ he started off 
with, ‘‘See here, Mr.’ Jones, I know you 
have been using Blank’s goods for -a 
long time, but that’s where you make a 
‘mistake and lose money. Now, see 
here,’’ he continued, as he poked -a 
sample under my nose, ‘“‘this is the line 
for you.’’ Now, tell me, how could any 
one buy from a man dike this? “Yet 
many a misguided chap does likewise 
or so near to the same that sales are 
lost and customers offended. 

In my position, and I feel I am not 
alone, the salesman who can make quick 
and accurate replies to my inquiries, and 
refrain from trying to insist I do what 
he wants me to, has a far better chance 
to sell and, what is more, makes him- 
self liked more than the chap who uses 
‘“‘dynamite;’’ red fire ‘‘pep’ and who 

as a ‘“‘go-getter’’—only to find he 


that 
Only yesterday a man called on me 
and said, ‘‘Now you are in for a great 
treat. I am going to show you my pho- 
tos of our new models.”’ 
“‘But,’’ I said, ‘“‘I don’t want to look 
. for I am not in the market.” 
This would cause most any sane think- 
ing man to desist, but he was of that 
type who _ loves to be called a ‘‘go- 
getter.” Thus, he replied, with a show 
of spirit, *‘But I insist you look. Why, 
man, I’ve come 500 miles from our home 
office to show you and you won't spare 
me five minutes to look, and don’t for- 
get, my dear sir, my time is as val-’ 
uable as_yours.”’ 
Perhaps it was. So, not to lose my 
patience with this chap, I closed the in- 
terview by leaving him seated in my of- 
fice while I went to lunch. It’s all very 
well to pose as a ‘“‘go-getter’” and a 
fs boy,’ but, for heaven’s sake, have 
a heart for the r buyer who must 
meet this type all day long and don’t 
treat him too roughly. That is, if you 


want to sell, and, after all, that’s-what 
counts. ; 


MACHINE TOOL SHIPMENTS. 


Larger Amounts of Them Sent

according to Maxwell Copelof, President 
of the Merchants’ Ladies’ Garment Asso- 
ciation, t3 e 

\“Baster is no longer the line of de- 
marcation between good and ‘bad busi- 
ness in ready-to-wear,”' said Mr. Cope- 
lof yesterday. “There still remains the 
natural desire among women to be well 
attired for that occasion, but, with the 
constant showings of new merchandise 
from week to*week throughout. a_sea- 
son, only the’ non-progressive retailers 
and wholesalers of garments figure their 
profitable seasonal run. is through be- 
cause Easter is reached on the calendar. 

“As a matter .of fact, both the whole- 
salers in this market and retail stores 
everywhere have been playing a very 
conservative business game, and as a 
result Easter will be reached this year 
with’ relatively: little overproduction of 
garments. Spring wholesale selling 
season started rather slowly back in 
January, but gathered great’ momentum 
in. February: and was close to record- 
breaking in March. Nearly all. sellers 
in the market. have been hard put to 
make deliveries on time. ‘Stocks in the 
market are rather limited as a result. 

“It now mes @ matter of 
business on the-part of the wholesalers 
to watch their producs#ion very’ carefully 
and not to glut the market ‘with ‘mer- 
chandise. for late consumption. If the 
wholesalers would only -consider, they 
would see that they are doing the re- 
tailers no favor by bringing into being 
heavy stocks at this late date and there- 
by undermining the merchandise that is 
now in the stores. Of course, it is neces- 
sary to prepare for a reasonable amount 
of after-Easter business, but no good 
can possibly accrue to any one by adopt- 
ing a reckless cutting-un policy at this 
period of the season merely because 
sales up to now have been very satis- 
factory. 

“Silk coats have proved very popular 
items during the past several weeks and 
a goodly portion of the after-Kaster 
business, no doubt, will be ‘centred 
around such merchandise. Such gar- 
ments are adaptable to warmer weather 
than most of the cloth cOats, and it is 
gece that the seasonal demand may 

e sustained somewhat longer ‘ than 
usual this year through the popularity 
of silk coats.”’ 


FEDERAL ARBITRATION LAW, 


It Serves to Round Out the Remedy 
in Interstate Cases. 


As applied to the usual silk transac- 
tion the new Federal Arbitration law 
contains three essential provisions, ac- 
cording to Walter Gordon Merritt, ad- 
visory counsel of the Silk Association of 
America. A shipment in interstate com- 
Merce must be involved, at least $3,000 
be af issue and there. must be a differ- 
ence. of State citizenship between the 
plaintiff and the defendant. 

“For practical purposes,’’ Mr. -Merritt 
says, “this rounds out pretty well the 
remedy of arbitration for those who live 
in New York State. If interstate com- 
meree is not involved, it is usually prac- 
ticable to make service on the opposing 

ty in this State and secure relief 

n the New York courts,_regardless’ of 
the amount of the controversy. If the 
opposing party does not live in the State 
of New York, so that personal service 
of legal pers cannot be made upon 
him, it will usually mean that there is 
an interstate commerce transaction and 
diversity of citizenship. 
full jurisdiction in all cases where the 
amount in question exceeds $3,000. 

“Th isone further qualification in 
the Federal law. The Federal Court to 
which appeal is madé.-will not compel 
arbitration outside of that Federal dis- 
trict. If, for example. it were necessary 
for a New York corporation to start suit 
in the Federal Court in Seattle in order 
to obtain service on the: opposing party, 
that Federal Court would not require the 
defendant to arbitrate in New York. 

“For is reason, 4t._ is desirable that 
arbitration rules should be sufficiently 
flexible to permit arbitration in any 
Federal district where relief is sought, 
so that the Court taking jurisdiction can 
order arbitration within its district.’’

As a result, 
our credit losses have been substantia 
reduced, amounting to ‘less than one 
quarter of one per cent. of our sales. 
‘“‘Bankruptcy. in: the clothing ‘rade 
used to be a very profitable enterprise. 
The procedure followed was that, when 
a firm lost part of its capital, it would 
go into the market and,. upon the 
strength of a-false financial statement 
tal: to’ be at least twice 
real was, obtain a large 
amount of credit. n the firm would 
have a friendly attorney petition it into 
bankruptcy. A settlement with creditors 
would be made on the basis of 25 cents 
on the dollar and the firm: would fre- 
quently start in business again with 
more capital than it originally had... °- 
“We never check a firm unless it sup~ 
plies us with a clear-cut statement of 
financial condition. “This statement’ is 
made on a special form which has been 
approved by the-Aseistant ‘District. At- 
torney,,; It is a very simple form and 
gives complete information.. Statements 
are required to be filed once a year by 
all of our customers. Where we believe 
careful watching is necessary we require 
semi-annual statements. 
‘> "To filea false statement is a criminal 
offense, and our method is to fmpress 


-on the submitters of the statement that 
we regard one issued. to us as absolutely 


true. Should anything happén to a firm, 
we stress the fact that we expect upon 
ear eg their. books to have the state- 
ment check up exactly. If it does not, 
the firm - must * wea ihe penalty for 
such an act. e majority of our 
creditors appreciaté the action we-will 
take after bankruptcy. The résult is 
that in numerous cases we receive our 
money before a petition Is filed, 

“‘When bills become past due, within a 
period of ninety days. we invoke the law 
on the New York State statute books, 
which enables us to send a ten-day letter 
demanding access to the books of the de- 
linquent firm. It is surpr‘sing how lit- 
tle is known of ‘this law and its value in 
actual practice. Before sending the let- 
ter we make a. verbal Fequer’ for the 

s.. If our request 
is denied we inform the-firm that a de- 
tective agency will watch the premises 
until our ten-day réquest expires. 

“Should the delinquent fail-to turn the 
books over for. examination in ten days 
they admit the statement is false and 
the case is turned over to the District 
Attorney. The ten-day letter, as;I have 
intimated, is one of the strongest weap- 
ons in combating cases of this character, 

“Our general policy on settlements 
where statements are false has been to 
upset any settlement» that .a bankrupt 
seeks, to make th his creditors. In a 
ew cases, wh creditors «have been 
heavily involved and it would mean too 
severe hardship on them to lose the 
settlement that a bankrupt has offered, 
we have allowed our claims to be bought 
by a disinterested party for 100 cents 
on the dollar. Our reason for doing this 
is to live up to ouor policy of noto. allow- 
ing @& composition settlement ‘to go 
through as long as we are creditors. - 

“This is a most vital aspect of our 
policy, A short time ago we had the 
case of-a bankrupt who failed several 
years ago.. We secured an indictment 
for concealment of assets on the day 
before the statute of limitations would 
have eliminated any chance of action 
against him. Incidentally, we conducted 
our investigation in this case alone.

‘Should cool weather continue for a 
few weeks,’’ Mr, Mosessohn said er- 
day, “unjustified returns will - re- 
corded in every nook and corner of the 
industry. We are going to try to stop 
this, quickly, and one of our moves is to 
have spécial men comb the membership, 
running into several hundred of. the lead: 
ing manufacturers, for the purpose of 
obtaining from them daily all the avail- 
able data in ard. to unjustified re- 
turns. Any retaller who is found to be 
exercising. his -prerogative beyond ‘the 
limit of reason or ethics will be 
plined. .Merchandise shipped to him in 
good talth and in accordance with the 
terms of the order, will not be accepted 
by the members of the association if we 
can_ prevent it.

As time goes on it is becoming more

OSE. who in 1904-05 knew the per- 

sonality of Theodore Roosevelt—and 

there were millions who had a fairly 

aceurate perception of it—expected 

that personality to be in evidence in 
such a critical stage of world relations as 
the one which developed the Russo-Japanese 
War. It was in distinct evidence. There 
was the obvious expression of the restless 
and dominating Roosevelt, bringing together 
Russia and Japan at the opportune time to 
make a. peace which would remove the im- 
minent danger to other powers, and virtually 
acting as a mediator in regard to arms. 
Then there was the shadowy part of his role, 
for scarcely any curious observer doubted 
that many things came in and went out of 
Washington in those two years which 
Roosevelt, with the caution that seemed to 
be an almost contradictory part of him when 
he was engaged in his greatest undertakings, 
would prefer to entrust to the archives 
rather than the public. It is this latter 
aspect which is the main theme of the abun- 
dance of new data presented in Mr. Den- 
nett’s hook. 

The author’s most. striking emphasis is 
upon Roosevelt’s localization of the conflict, 
but not localization in the way made clear at 
first, by. an invitation to the warring powers 
to preserve the integrity of China and con- 
fine their struggle to military operations be- 
tween themselves. This might have been re- 
garded merely as a gesture, but Roosevelt 
was not a man of gestures. Mr. Dennett 
offers evidence of an important link in the 
chain, uncovered in his fruitful search of 
original records, when he prints this letter 
from Roosevelt to his friend and confidant, 
@ecil Spring-Rice, written July 24, 1905: 

As soon as this war broke out, I notified 

Germany and France in the most polite 

and discreet fashion that in event of a 

combination

her in 1894 I should promptly side ‘with 

Japan and proceed to whatever length 

was necessary on her behalf. 1, of course, 

knew that your.Government wotld act in 

the same way, and I thought it best that I 

should have no consultation with your 

people before announcing my own purpose. 

This was by no means all. Roosevelt had 
sympathized‘ strongly with Japan from the 
first, as his correspondence shows, and he 
went so far as to take measures which, Mr. 
Dennett says, virtually made the United 
States a member of the Algio-Japanese alli- 
ance. The author gives the text of an 
“agreed memerandum’’ of a diplomatic “con- 
versation” held July 29, 1905, by Count Kat- 
sura, Japanese Premier and Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, with ‘a personal representative 
of President Roosevelt, not a member of the 
Department of State.”” This memorandum 
has been found by Mr. Dennett in the Roose- 
velt papers, already known as a treasure 
house of historical material. Its principal 
points were: 

Japan [Katsura said] had no aggressive 
designs on the Philippines. 

She had a strong desire for an agree- 
ment with Great Britain and the United

This compilation of essays is con- 
fined to authors of twentieth century | 
Engiand, nearly all of whom are 
alive and writing. The compiler has 
apparently concentrated on’ names 
rather than on the more difficult 
task of collecting a few of the best 
examples of modern prose. Thirty- 
three authors are represented in 
this book which slips easily into the 
pocket—thirty-three authors in 414 
pages, an average of about thirteen | 
pages to an author. The book thus 
comes down to minute samples of 
the work of the best-known English 
prose writers of the time. 

This method of compitation pro- 
duces a ruthless leveling; authors of 
whole shelves of volumes ‘get no 
more space than journalistic writers 
or .occasional essayists. Novelists 


worthy are represented as well as 
the literary, critics like Edmund 
Gésse and George Saintsbury. The 
scholars have William Paton Ker 
and the late Sir Walter Raleigh, and 
the playwrights Somerset Maugham. 
Alice Meynell is the only woman to 
win a place. But it is all In mintia- 
ture; no more than the smallest 
taste is to be had here of the work 
of any writer. 

Some of these short papers are 
well known as models of their kind.

people find so much that is dull 
in a world which can supply, 
by a single messenger, four 
novels of crime and mystery 
from as many different publishers, 
totaling five bruital murders, or one 
and a quarter murders per publisher. 
After two prolonged and fascinated 
evenings in an armchair it is my 
privilege to report. In the ascend- 
ing order of merit last week’s treas- 

ure-trove would run as follows: 
Williams, “‘Mystery in 
Red” (Penn Publishing Company). 
This is a good yarn, but the title is 
a misnomer. It is not a tale of mys- 
tery but of adventure on and around 
the Isle of Nantucket, involving at 
least three heroes, two heroines— 
one of the heroes is beyond the mar- 
rying age—and a bootlegging fleet 
whose efficiency in thc matter of 
surface ships and aircraft would 
seem to be far superior to what one 
reads in the papers about the United 
States Navy. Mr. Williams has 
been peculiariy happy with his her- 
eines, one of whom is a Boston flap- 
per and the other an American-born 
Italian Countess and neither of 
whom is irritating; quite the con- 

trary. . 

Gordon H. Gerould’s “‘A Midsum- 
mer Mystery’’ (Appleton) begins 
very auspiciously with the body of a 
United States Senator found decently 
laid out on the dining room table of 
his unoccupied Washington _resi- 
dence with a stiletto in his back. 
Possibly it is the influence of the 
United States Senate that accounts 
for the rather slow pace of the story. 
A second peculiarly atrocious murder 
half way through the book helps 
some. But the narrative really picks 
up when the reader’s suspicion is 
mobilized with great adroitness in 
the direction of a young and pieas- 
ing real-estate agent. As a citizen 
I am pleased that such suspicions 
should turn out to be unfounded 
and that the young realtor should 
be spared for an honorable and use- 
ful career in his chosen field.

Since then there 
has been no one to challenge him 
seriously. Excellent single novels 
and stories have been written, de- 
serving to be compared with Conan 
Doyle—at his average. Ten years 
before Sherlock we had our own 
‘“*Leavenworth Case."’ Gaston Le- 
roux's ‘“‘Mystery of the Yellow 
Room’’ easily earns a place in the 
permanent literature of crime and 
ratiocination. It is an extraordinary 
book. Carolyn Wells's ““‘The Curved 
Blades’’ has probably not been sur- 
passed by any American writer after 
Anna Katherine Green. But the 
titan detective has failed to appear. 

Not for want of trying. We have 
a little army of crime hunters dem- 
inating entire series of volumes and 
with ambitions to be a figure. But, 
eddly enough, the writer that has 
come nearest to succeeding is. the 
man who cannot be suspected of 
trying very hard, namely G. K. 
Chesterton. His Father Brown and 
his Horne of ‘““‘The Man Who Knew 
Too Much"’ move through engross- 
ing adventures, but they are ‘not 
Sherlock Holmes because, like every- 
body else in Chesterton's every book, 
they are really Chesterton. Another 
way would be to say that there is 
too much character in them to make 





a good detective character. Pileas- 
ingly successful in this respect has 
been our own Melville Davisson Post 
with his Uncle Abner, though he, 
teo suffers from excessive theory. 
On a lower level there has been a 
vast t of ing ity expended 
in the attempt to create a pictur- 
esque detective individuality. Nearly 
all the professions have been mobil- 
ized.

NTEREST in everything that 

concerns Henry Beyle has 

rather expanded than 

in the first.quarter of this cen- 

tury. He stands in a curious 

relation to the eighteenth century, 
which, in Carlyle’s words, decided it 
could not do better than blow its 
brains out with a French Revolution, 
and romantic nineteenth century. 
Beyle’s remark that he would be ap- 
preciated about 1880, or fifty years 
after he spoke, is certainly one of 
the most remarkable propliecies ever 
uttered and in more ways than one 
typical of the man. 

The interest in Beyle has naturally 
centred in France and has not been 
altogether an exportable interest. 
For English readers Stendhal is a 
name associated with two novels, 
“Le Rouge et le Noir’ and “Le 
Chartreuse de Parme,”’ and these 
books are, indeed, the works upon 
which Beyle’s fame must rest at 
last. But late nineteenth century 
realists like Zola and twentieth cen- 
tury writers of the psychological- 
analytical school like Paul Bourget 
have found so much in these novels 


ever wrote or had written about him. 
“The Life of Henri Brulard,’” which 
is Beyle’s autobiography of his boy- 
manhood, is the most 
valuable collection of documents for 
the understanding of this strange 
character. Read in connection with 
the “Journal” and Souvenirs 
d’Egotisme,” it gives a complete 
portrait of the man. 
One need not be onfe of the ‘‘happy 
few,”” as the Stendhalists are fond 


in writing, and particularly novel- 





writing, as an art. Any one whose 
business or amusement it is to ana- 
lyze character and to present that 
analysis to the minds of others, will

by every book of verse which has 
appeared, but, as previous reviews 
have testified, there has been much 
excellent poetry; and the average is 
well maintained in the present addi- 
tions to the list, four volumes of 
verse, two by English poets and two 
by Americans. The poets are John 
Drinkwater, with a modest sheaf 
hearing the title ‘“‘New Poems"; Ed- 
win Muir, with ‘‘First Poems’'; Cale 
Young Rice, who gives to his lucu- 
brations the sardonic heading “Bitter 
Brew,” and Robert Gilbert Welsh, 
late dramatic critic of The New York 
Evening Mail, whose scattered verses 
Charles Hanson Towne has collected 
and edited, selecting the title of one 
of the poems, “Azrael,” for the book. 

Of all the poets writing today 
John Drinkwater is, with the single 
exception of A. E. Housman (who, 
if we are to believe him, no longer 
most careful. Mr. 
Drinkwater may lack something in 
imagination, but for this he atones 
(as far as at t is possible) 
with the exquisite finish he imparts 
to his lines. He also is chary of 
output, the result being the. case of 
“New Poema’’ a small volume of no 
small worth. 

Mr. Drinkwater, if classification is 
sought, while coming under the 
broad heading “lyrical,”’ is thought- 
ful rather than emotional. Perhaps, 
on the whole, he seems moved rather 
by a desire to write poetry than by 
poetic compulsion. But the same 
might be said of a great many poets 
whose work has not failed to endure. 
Assuredly it was true of most of the 
earlier sonneteers; it was true of the 
Cavalier poets. More than one in 
John Drinkwater’s “New Poems” is 
suggestive of the Cavaliers, of Love- 
lace and of Suckling, with something 
of their grace and liking for a pol- 
ished line, and with perhaps rather 
deeper implication. Take his little 
poem ‘‘Condition”’;

Drinkwater is not a great poet, 
any more than his plays have proved 
him possessed of the qualities which 
go to make up a great dramatist. 
But he has a firm grasp on the 
fundamentais of artistic presenta- 
tion. And just as he hasan unerring 
eye for the dramatic, so, likewise, 
he has an unerring instinct for the 
poetical. In cruder language, he is 
a good showman. And when, as in 
“New Poems,” he is engaged chiefly 
in exhibiting butterflies he mounts 
his specimens with such delicate dex- 
terity there is not lost any of the 
iridescence from the wings. 

There is much in the fewer than 
feurscere pages of Edwin Muir's 
“First Poems” to suggest that here 
is a writer of ‘unusual promise. As 
would be anticipated, Muir’s range 
is. not great, either as to subject 
matter or form. But he has a sturdy 
way of looking out upon life, and-an 
alert mind, free alike both of senti- 
mentalism and decadency. A picture 
on the jacket suggests a young man 
given to outdoor life. And in Muir’s 
poetry, none of which is, fortunate- 
ly, devoted to that worship of nature 
which is so frequently affected 

(especially by those poets who stay 
inside their city apartments), there 
is such clarity of purpose that his 
lines give the impression of one 
whose mind has been informed and 
enlarged by contact with nature, by 
a truly Wordsworthian love of na- 
ture. Indeed, there is a marked 
Wordsworth totch to more than one 
poem; but there is little, if any imi- 
tation. This, “Remembrance,” is 
poetry of a very high order:

The comparison 
is unjust and misleading. Mr. San- 
ford lays no claim to exhaustive 
knowledge. He is often unduly spec- 
ulative; at times, as it seems, he is 
lacking in human comprehension. 
But in the main he is sane, right- 
thinking and profound. And he has 
the range of a set of scientific and 
philosophic concepts undreamed of 
by Spencer. No better means is at 
hand of initiating the thoughtful 
business man into the nobler and 
more intelligent conception of his 
calling—or almost any of us, for the 
matter of that. As for the greater 
task essayed, ‘‘The Business 
Life’ is a finely stimulating begin- 
ning, and leaves one with the con- 
viction that it must some day be ac- 
complished. 

In spite of Sp , the nineteenth 
century purchased the intensity of 
its scientific spirit at the expensé of 
an outlook that was often painfully 
narrow‘and fragmentary; nor have 
we who are its heirs taken naturally 
to the synoptic vision.

ELF-PITY and mockery are the

The novel is, 
in effect, a chronological progression 
of episodes viewed through the eyes 
of the central character, Kenneth 
Farr. Mr. Smits poses in Kenneth 
a questioning of those antithetical 
values which may be roughly sum- 
marized as ‘“‘the home and. the 
church’’ and ‘‘the saloon.’’ That 
disparity between an external code 
of conventional exactions with its re- 
ward of respectability and the easy 
tolerance and well-being of ‘‘rich ma- 
terial living” (in Theodore Dreiser's 
phrase) is boldly staged within 
Kenneth himself, so that he can 
never be the one thing or the other. 
His Calvinism rises up to embitter 
and thwart the expression of his 
crude, furtive impulses toward 
beauty and a more ample mode of 
life, yet he may not cease to fight 
against gentility. He emerges in

Several critica pronounce it too reti- 
cent. Mr. Mair remarks that the 
omission of any reference to a num- 
ber of people who played a well- 
known and extremely interesting 
part in King Edward’s long career 
as l’rince of Wales gives the book a 
certain feeling of unreality which it 
would be affectation to ignore. . 
According to Truth, it lacks the 
vital atmosphere which can only be 
supplied by close contact with the 
original. Curiously enough, the two 
reviewers who more than any others 
have had such contact differ rad- 
ically in their conclusions. Writing 
in The Manchester Guardian on 
March 3, J. E. C. Bodley complained 
of the excess of matter relating to 
political history with which King Ed- 
ward had nothing to do.

the year 1925, and when one ob- 
serves Charles VI. of France and his 
family at the card table, one is -wit- 
nessing at the same time a card 
game by any modern family in Man- 
hattan or the Bronx. 

But skillfully as Mr. Baring has 
written these plays, he has not writ- 
ten them quite so skilifully as one 
might desire. Perhaps. because the

OCR DEBT AND DUTY TO THE 
FARMER. By Henry C. Wallace.

ROBABLY none of his prede- 
cessors in office had to deal 
with problems at once so seri- 
ous and pressing as those 
which confronted the late Mr. 

Wallace as Secretary of Agriculture. 
When he entered Mr. Harding’s Cab- 
inet in March, 1921, the country 
was experiencing the most severe 
agricultural depression in its history. 
The war years, it is true, had placed 
€xceptional burdens and responsibili- 
ties upon the Department of Agri- 
culture, but its chief concern during 
that time had been the stimulation of 
production, « program “which, while 
ii demanded the most energetic and 
vigorous prosecution, was relatively 
simple of execution. “Mr. Wallace 
inherited the consequences of that 
program and of the abnormal condi- 
tions under which it was carried out. 
in the years since 1921 the depres- 
sien hus slowly lifted, but that is not 
te sav that the American farmer can 
tace the future with’ confidence. It 
wus Mr. Wallace's belief that the 
root causes of the farmer's difficult 
situation are still inadequately rec- 
ognized, and that there is no guar- 
antee for the continued soundness of 
the country’s agricultural condition 
unless by means of further remedial 
measures and a changed attitude on 
the part of commercial and industriai 
groups, whose interest it is to keer. 
food prices down, agriculture is ad- 
mitted to a larger share in the in- 
come of the nation. He further be- 
lieved that unless the farmer can 
face the future with confidence, the 
country as a whole cannot. In sup- 
port of that contention and in order 
to make clear the situation which has 
come about, he wrote this book. 
Nobody who wishes to understand 
that situation can afford to pass 
it by. 

it might not be amiss, before tak- 
ing up Mr. Waliace’s diagnosis and 
prescription, to- point out s>vecifical- 
ly, as he does, the major importance 
which still belongs to agriculture 
among American industries. Farm- 
ers and their families constitute 
nearly one-third of the country’s 
population. The value of farm prop- 
erty, according to the census of 1920, 
was almost $78,000,000.000, or $33,- 
1990,000,000 more than was invested 
in all the manufacturing properties 
of the United States. 

But there is always to be consid- 


. ered besides the outstanding position 


of agriculture as an industry, the 
fact that other industrial development 
is. dependent upon agriculture, and 
the importance which belongs to the 
jarms as the feeders of new blood to 
the cities. One cannot, therefore, 
dismiss as rhetoric those familiar de- 
xeriptions of the farmer as the back- 
bone of the nation. 

Now what happened to the farmer 
in 1920, and why did Mr. Wallace 
regard the future of American agri- 
culture with misgivings? In May, 
1920, the prices of farm preducts 
were 133 per cent. above pre-war 
levels. A year later they had 
dropped to 10 per cent. above. This 
decline in prices was accompanied 
by>a great increase in the mortgage 


‘ debt of farmers. From an average 


of $1,715 per farmer in 1910, that 


debt rose to an average of $3,356 in 
~ 3920, although there had been no in- 


crease in the averagé size of farms. 
Before the war, bankruptcy cases 
*nmong farmers averaged 827 annual- 
ly. During the four years ended 
June 30, 11724, the average rose to 
+578. In fifteen Middle Western 
States 8% per cent.

farmers lost their property between 
January, 1920, and March, 1923; 
14% per cent. more were insolvent 
and held their farms only through 
the leniency of creditors. Among 
tenant farmers the situation was 
even worse. Many of these farms 
were acquired by absentee owners— 
loan companies, banks, business men 
and retired farmers. There was a 
great acceleration in the drift from 
the farms to the cities; in 1922 their 
population was reduced by 1,120,000. 
No more significant feature of the 
depression can be found than the 
fact that at its height farm papers 
carried almost no advertising. The 
buying capacity of the farmer had 
been wiped out. 

That is only the baldest summary 
of the recent agricultural depression. 
Mr. Wallace's book sets forth very 
clearly the causes which produced it, 
and these, too, must be briefly out- 
lined. There had been, in the first 
Place, the overproduction of food- 
stuffs in wartime. The farmer had 
been urged to get the most out of 
every available acre. For a time 
after the war the buying power of 
Europe was artificially bolstered up 
by loans and the inflation of cur- 
rency, but when the crash came our 
large surpluses had to meet the sup- 
plies which had piled up in Australia 
and the Argentine and the reduced 
buying power of European countries. 
Prices tumbled. But one cannot ac- 
count for the depression merely by 
pointing to overproduction. While 
the prices of food products dropped, 
those of farm iand, labor, imple- 
ments and. supplies stayed high. In 
the corn belt, for instance, the value 
of an acre of corn in 1921 was 20 
per cent. below the pre-war valuoc, 
but the cost of farm labor was 34 per 
cent. higher; of land, 117 per cent. 
higher; of implements, from 66 to 92 
per cent. higher. Freight rates had 
increased 60 per cent. The great ex- 
tension of credit had encouraged 
many farmers to overreach them-

They were confronted, too, 
by the campaign to decrease the cost 
of living. “The State and local taxes 
paid by them increased 146 per cent. 
between 1914 and 1923, while the 
zZross value of farm products had de- 
clined 57 per cent. within the same 
period.

for the price of 1% bushels of Kan- 
sas wheat, in 1923 cost him 177 
bushels, while the coal miner, let us 
say, for the wage he received in 1913 
for mining a ton of coal could buy 
1.1 bushels of corn in Iowa, and in 
1923 could buy 2.5 bushels. 

Mr. Wallace estimated that after 
paying all operating expenses and 
allowing themselves the current 
farm-hand- wage, farmers 
nothing on their investment during 
the two years of the depression and 
slightly less than 1% per cent. in 
1922 and 1923 


The farmer [he says] is clearly 
not receiving his fair share of the 
national income. This is plain for_ 
the years of the depression. It is 
not so well known that it was true 
also before the war. With an in- 
vestment of over one-fourth of the 
total capital of the- nation and a 
labor force employed equal to al- 
most one-third of all people gain- 
fully employed, agriculture, ac- 
cording to recent estimates, re- 
ceived in 1909 only 18 per cent. of 
the national income. 

Mr. Wallace felt that the remedial 
measures passed in recent sessions of 
Congress have been helpful, but are 
not sufficient to protect the future of 
agriculture. The act legalizing co- 
operative associations, the Packers 
and Stock Yards act,. the Future 
Trading act, the Agriculture Credits 
act of 1923, the amendment to the 
Federal Reserve act providing for 
farmer representation on the Federal 
Reserve Board, the Federal Ware- 
house act of 1916, which did not 
really begin to function until 1921, 
are all characterized as valuable, but

He believed that the correction 
must be made by some such means 
as those provided in the McNary- 
Haugen bill which was defeated in 
the last Congress. This bill gave 
authority -to Government agencies to 
remove from the domestic market 
and sell in world markets the sur- 
plus of those crops of which we pro- 
ducé an exportable surplus. Natur- 
ally, the prices obtained abroad 
would be lower than the fair-price 
ratio designed for that part of the 
crops consumed at home. The dif- 
ference would be charged against the 
producers. 

Of course, the problem of the farm- 
er’s market for his surplus will be- 
fore long solve itself. Mr. Wallace 
estimated that within fifteen years 
“our population should have grown 
large enough to consume most of 
what we produce,’’ and that the time 
is not far distant when we shall con- 
sume it all. What he feared were 
the conditions arising in the years 
between.

vival through increased European 
markets. These, plainly, are not to 
be looked for. Not only is competi- 
tion growing stronger, but the policy 
of European countries is to build up 
their own agriculture. Their con- 
sumption, moreover, has been re-

There remain several means “by 
which the American farmer can help 
himself and is already doing so. 
adjustments: and diversification he 
is already trying. Since 1919 the 
wheat area has been cut by 22.- 
000,000 acres, or 29 per cent. of its 
total, and the rye acreage by one- 
third, while between 1920 and 1923 
the production of creamery butter in 
the Dakotas and Montana doubled. 
But the farmer cannot regulate his 
production as~ other industries are 
regulated, not even individually, for 
there are always present the un- 
known quantities of weather condi- 
tions, pests and plant diseases. And 
there is a limit to what can be ac- 
complished by diversification. In 
the wheat belt, for instance, climatic 
conditions limit the crops that may 
be grown at a profit. Not all small- 
grain farmers have the knowledge or 
experience necessary for hog-raising 
or dairying. The farmer can do more 
to reduce his operating costs, and he 
can bring the cooperative idea to 
greater development. 

There seems little doubt that the 
farmer is being disproportionately 
taxed. His chief tax burden is that 
placed on his land, and economists 
like Professor Seligman have pointed 
out how far personal property is 
from sharing its fair part of Govern- 
ment revenue. The farmer is not 
usually an owner of stocks and 
bonds. His capital goes back into his 
farm. The tax on his land, more- 
over, is based on its selling value—in 
effect, on its speculative value. Mr. 
Wallace has suggested the method

Is the enthusiasm for motion 
pictures an artificial thing created 
by the promoters. or is the suc- 
cess of the promoters due to the 
fact that there are conditions in 
modern life which favor the suc- 
cess of motion pictures? A most 
cursory consideration of the. sub-~ 
ject must reveal the answer. Mo- 
tion pictures were no doubt heav- 
ily advertised, but their success 
has been primarily due to the fact 
that they’ provided in an easily 
available way for the recreational 
needs of modern life. Years ago 
1 made a sketch in oiis of one of - 
New York's east side Nickelo- 
deons, showing it at night with its 
two electric arcs shining like nage bo 


other figures were entering the 
lobby into the land of enchant- 
ment to which the ticket chopper 
held the key. Those first “‘movie 
fans” were ‘the vanguard of an 
army. of hundreds of millions re- 
cruited from every walk of life, 
who were one day to find relaxa- 
tion and adventure in the movie 
theatre.

It is in the nature of this high- 
speed system that millions of the 
city workers, caught in the grind 
and the routine of their daily 
tasks, overwrought by. the whirl 
of business deals, inhibiting the 
natural play of mind, muscle, 
mood, should seek escape in some 
medium of swift experience which 
brings visions of financial suc- 
cess, of free, unrestrained joy, of 
the thrills and dangers of outdoor 
adventures. It is also in the na- 
ture of our industrial order to 
stimulaté in our rural population 
a desire for the luxuries, the 
pleasures, real or imaginary, to 
be found fn the big city. Puinting. 
sculpture, architecture, the old 
arts of the spoken drama, the 
opera, music, each had once 
served some age or people as & 
prime means for vicarious expe- 
rience and release for dreams and 
‘ongings. But these at their best 
can be found only in a few fa- 
vored centres. Their polished per- 
fection can reach only a very lim- 
ited number. On the other, hand, 
the simpler community dances and 
festivals have disappeared with 
the constant mixing and shifting 
of the present-day town and vil- 
lage population.

“Ma” Ferguson Has an Effective Aid in “Jim;” They Divide the Work, Keep the 
Legislature in Line and Win Praise Even From Their Political Foes

HEN the jJawmakers in

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AGAIN QUEEN VICTORIA BECOMES AN ISSUE 


Proposal to Remove Her Statue From Princes’ Chamber i in House of Lords Arouses 
Hot Resentment on the Part. of the Many Supporters of Victorianism 


The Good Old Queen, Wielding Her Black Fan as of Old, Startles Their Lordships and Chides Lytton Strachey.

VEN the English language has 
its limits; ahd one hardly 
knows in what. terms it 
should be announced that 
there has been an attempt 

by certain impious persons, most of 
them peers of the realm, to remove 
from the inner sanctuary of the 
House of Lords no jess sacred a 
landmark of history than Gibson’s 
marble statue of Queen Victoria.

When King George was 
consulted he inadvertently acquiesced 
In the deportation of his grand- 
mother. The superstitious will have 
noted that he caught a cold in the 
head. Lord Curzon’s argument was 
perhaps plausible rather than gal- 
lant. He said that Gibson intended 
his statue to be not so much a por- 
trait of the Queen as an adornment 
of the Palace: The idea that Vic- 
toria, in her youth, could not adorn 
a palace is unkind. That she was 
a chubby little girl with cheeks as 


managed to introduce a good deal of 
royalty. Gibeon’s statue was at least 
ae true te fits ne the pestege atampes 
wf the period. 

And suppose that there be Zieg-

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HONOR FOR THE MOTHER POE NEVER KNEW 
Monuinent at Grave of Elizabeth 


Arnold, Actress, to Bear 
Poet's Filial Tribute 


Edgar A. Poe, in Maturity. 


By CARTER IRVING 


N the top of Church Hill, over- 
looking the City of Richmond 
and the wide curve of the 
river which bears the name 

of James I. of England, stands 
among the ancient gravestones of 
its churchyard a very plain old 
wooden white painted house of 
worship, It is called St. John's. 
There the representatives of the peo- 
ple of Virginia met after the royal 
Governor, Lord Dunmore, had made 
Williamsburg too hot for them, and 
there Patrick Henry spoke the words 
“Give me liberty or give me death.’” 
One of the graves in that old church- 
yard is the grave of the mother of 
Edgar Allan Poe, and above that 
grave, out of all the graves in that 
God’s acre of moldering headstones, 
is soon to be erected a monument 
to commemorate a woman to whom 
America and the world owes a great 
poet and a magic teller of tales. 

In his life and in his death Poe 
was a tragic figure; in her untimely 
death tragedy attended upon his 
mother, who in her life had worn 
the magk of comedy. Elizabeth Ar- 
nold. with whom Poe's father had 
eloped when he was a law student 
of 18, was-an English actress, de- 
scribed in all the contemporary ac- 
counts as young and beautiful. Be- 
fore she came to America, in the last 
decade of the eighteenth century, it 
seems she had won favor as a singer 
at Covent Garden. She was playing 
at the Richmond Theatre when on 
Dec. 8, 1811, she fell a victim to 
pneumonia and was buried among 
strangers in that old churchyard. 

In The Richmond Inquirer of Dec. 
10 you may read: 

‘‘Died on Sunday last Mrs. Poe, 
one of the actresses now playing on 
the Richmond boards. By the death 
of this lady the stage has been de- 
prived of one-of its brightest orna- 
ments, and to say the least of her, 
she was an interesting actress and 
never failed to catch the applause 
and command the admiration of the 
beholder.’’ 


Father Died Soon Afterward 


A few days later died David Poe, 
the tather; and the second son of 
Elizabeth and David, then tess than 
Ahree years old, was adopted by John 
Alian, the .wealthy Richmond mer- 
chant to whom the poet owed the 
education as the son of a rich man's 
house which many have counted as 
not the teast contribution t d en- 
couraging his wayward tendencies. 
So it came about that Edgar Allan 
Poe, who was born in Boston and 
came on his father’s side of an Irish 
family, settled in Baltimore, spent 
his early boyhood and a part of his 
young manhood in Virginia. 

However, it is not Poe that we are 
celebrating, but Poe’s mother, in her 
grave, until now so casually marked, 
beside the wall of that old wooden 
church whose rafters had echoed

stories of the lives 
of strolling players 
as they wandered 
about our Atlantic 
States in the years 
that ushered in the 
nineteenth century 
can only be picked 
up, a hit here and 
a Ait there, from 
the newspapers 
which record their 
appearances, now 
in one city, now in 
another, all 


There is one rec- 
ord which indicates 
that Miss Arnold 
first appeared in 
America as Rosetta in ‘‘Love in a 
Village,”’ and it seems clear that her 
first fame was won as a singer, 
though she captured favor later in 
comedy parts. J. H. Whitty of Rich- 
mond, an editor of Poe and a collec- 
tor of Poe material, notes that con- 
temporary recognition of her vocal 
reputation is implied in the fact that 
Carr’s ‘‘Musical Repository’’ for 
1800 published among the. song hits 
of the day, ‘“‘Tink a Tink” and 
“Chica Cho” “as sung by Miss Ar- 
nold” in ‘‘Blue Beard."’ 

In the late 1790s a man named 
Solee, who came from France, was 
manager of a company of actors who 
appeared in Charleston, Philadelphia 
and Boston and intermediate places. 
In the year 1797 Solee took over 
from Hodgkinson the John Street 
Theatre in New York for two 
months, beginning in August, and in 
the company was Elizabeth Arnold. 
On Aug. 18 she played Maria in 
“The Spoiled Child,"" which leads 
Joseph Ireland in his ‘‘Record of the 
New York Stage”’ to note that ‘‘she 
was young and beautiful and became 
a very pleast di and 
songstress.’’ In the next few years 
she played up and down the coast in 
the provincial capitals, for the the- 
atre was not concentrated in New 
York as it is now, and probably it 
was in Baltimore that the young 
law student, David Poe, met her, 
fell in love with her and ran away 
‘with her. 

At that time she was described as 
the widow of C. D. Hopkins, Hopkins 
having been probably an English 
actor who made his first appearance 
in this country in 1799. However 
that may be, the father of the 18- 
year-old bridegroom was one who, 
though born in Ireland, had been 
reared in the Presbyterian faith. 
The elder David Poe, originally a 
wheelwright by trade, then enjoyed 








the title of General in right of ser- 
vice as Deputy Assistant Quarter- 
master General in the Continental 
Army. He had been favored with 
the personal friendship of Lafayette, 
but he did not hold with actors or 
Play acting, or with having his fam- 
ily marry with actresses, He cast 
off the son who had run away with 
Elizabeth, and young David aban- 
doned the law for his wife’s profes- 
sion. He went on the stage. 

That was unfortunate, for David 
Poe 24 does not seem to have been 
much of an actor. The record says 
that his first appearance in New 
York was with his wife at Vauxhall 
Gardens, a pretentious Summer the- 
atre which was opened in 1806 in the 
Bowery where that old Dutch high- 
way now joins Third Avenue. His 
débutant role was Frank in ‘‘For- 
tune’s Frolic.’"” *‘The gentieman,”’ 
Ireland says cruelly, ‘‘was literally 
nothing,’’ but Mrs. Poe “‘became a 
favorite with the audiences."’ 

The next recorded appearance of 
the pair in New York was Sept. 6, 
1800, when the New York Theatre 
reopened with the tragedy of ‘‘Castle 
Spectre,"’ in which David Poe played 
Hassan and Elizabeth Poe Angela. 
The “after-piece, the comic dessert 
served after the strong meat of trag- 
edy after the custom of the times, 
was called ‘“The Romp,’’ and in that 
Mrs. Poe appeared ag Priscilla Tom- 
boy. The comment at this point is 
that ‘‘Mr. Poe soon sunk into insig- 
nificance, but his wife proved 
leasing and ac actress.’’

Among the offerings in which Eliz- 
abeth Arnold Poe appeared in the 
course of this season were ‘'Princess 
ér No Princess,” a comedy, the rus- 
tic opera ‘‘Rosina,’’ in which she had 
the title part, and ‘‘The Exile of 
Siberia,’’ which enjoyed great suc- 
cess, and in which she played Cath- 
erine. 
seen were ‘‘Free Knights’’ and ‘“The 
Caravan.’’ In the company also was 
the veteran Mrs. Oldmixon, whose 
reputation as an actress and singer 
continued to be very high though 
she had not to recommend her the 
youth and beauty which are so uni- 
versally acknowledged in Mrs. Poe. 

In 1810, during a period in which 
David Poe had disappeared, Eliza- 
beth Arnold Poe was playing in Nor- 
folk and Charieston, in both of which 
Places the press was kind to her. 
The part of Angela in ‘‘Castle 
Spectre” seems to have been one of 
those she played in Richmond in that 
last engagement. 

This was the mother to whom, on 
Jan. 19, 1808, during a theatrical 
engagement in Boston, a son was 
born who, for all the misfortune that

doubt that mother. 
with her “cdunte- 
mance of much 
simplicity,” had 
plenty of hard 
times as she fol- 
lowed her wander- 
ing life from thea- 
tre to theatre in a 
new country. 

For she had three 
children tagging

Edgar, .and a 
daughter younger—and~ her 
band _ who, _ professionally, ‘was 
literally nothing,"’ was likewise, 
as one of the biographers puts 
it, ‘ta hard drinker.” Yet this son 
of an Irish wheelwright, who had 
risen to the title of General, was 
the father of the man who wrote 
“The Raven’’—and got $10 for it.

They are taken from a tribute tu his 
mother, which, appeared in ‘‘The 
Broadway Jourhal,” July 19, 1845, 
something like four years before his 
own lamentable death. 

These are the words: 

“The actor of talent is poor at 
heart indeed, if he do not look with 
contempt upon the mediocrity of 
even a king. The writer of this is 
himself the son of an actress—has 
invariably made it his boast—and no 
earl was ever prouder of his earldom 
than he of the descent from a woman 
who, although well born, hesitated 
not to consecrate to the drama her 
brief career of genius and of 
beauty."" 

It is comfortable to know that the 
monument is the result of the joint 
efforts and joint contributions of the 
Raven Society, official._nurse of the 
Poe tradition at the University of 
Virginia, which was the poet’s alma 
mater, and ‘the Actors’ Equity As- 
sociation here in New York.

the entrance of the building, which 
dates back to 1741. Pilgrims who 
come-to feel the presence of the 
spirits of the Revolutionary worthies 
who haunt the place, will still find 
also in that monument what they 
found before in the grass-grown 
grave among the other grass-grown 
graves—a reminder of the gentle 
ghost of a woman, young and beau- 
tiful, “with a countenance of much 
simplicity,’ who there also may re- 
visit the glimpses of the moon. 

It was her son who wandered by 
night disconsolate among the graves 
of that same city in his first passion 





of boyish grief. The sepulchre he 
haunted then was that of an older 
woman—the mother of a playmate— 
who had used kind words and gentle 
ways with the strangé young crea- 
ture who, among so many prosaic 
folk, was painfully growing up into 
a poet. Out of the inspiration that 
Helen Stannard gave that boy came 
into being some of the best known 
of Poe’s earlier poems, like the 
lines, written.when he was 14, be- 
ginning:

Like those Nicean barks of yore

The weary, way-worn wanderer 

bore ; 

To his cwn native shore. 


Poe’s Old Garden Preserved 


Richmond has many memories of 
Poe and another memorial to him in 
the Poe shrine and garden, copied 
after an old garden behind one of 
the houses in Linden Row, Franklin 
Street, where Poe lived and worked 
for a while. That square of homes 
of red brick Georgian type behind 
their stone terrace was the loveliest 
relic of the old Virginia city as it 
was before the war. It is now being 
torn down bit by bit; but the garden 
embalmed by Poe in his writing has 
been, if not preserved in fact, at 
least reproduced in similitude. 

All that, too, is the work of the 
poet’s admirers. Yet it seems that 
around no shrine or other commem- 
orative tribute could the spirit of Poe 
‘g0 consistently be imagined as lin- 
gering as around the grave of his 
young mother. 

The man’s life has been made into 
a legend that will always hold within 
its weird design something of the 
grinning grotesquery put into it by 
Griswold, his first unkind biog- 
rapher. The world knows now: that 
Poe was not the thing Griswold 
painted. But, outside his work, what 
is most keenly remembered about 
him is his relation to three women— 
his child wife, his first cousin, Vir-' 
ginia Clemm, married to him when 
she was less than 18 years old; his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Clemm, . who 
was also his aunt, and who, as N. P. 
Willis says, did not spare even to 
‘beg for him; and this young English

Ancient History Was Made Near 
Mesopotamian Wells That 
Worry Modern Statesmen 


By MARGUERITE E.HARRISON 
INCE statesmen began to remap 
the world in terms of oil de- 
\ ) posits, the name Mosul has 
figured largely in diplomatic 
and news dispatches. The far-away 
reader. of - first-page cables pic- 
tures the Mosul oil district in Meso- 
potamia as dotted with - derricks, 
~ pumps, pipe lines, refineries, among 
which move a vast army of work- 
men. Actually, a casual visitor to 
the Mosul oil fields would have great 
difficulty in ‘locating them at alt 
The oi] is still below ground, and it 
is still a subject of ‘diplomatic con- 
troversy. It is perfectly possible that 
he might pass through the whole of 
the oli region without being aware 
of the fact. The only wells at pres- 
ent in operation are those at Qui- 
yara, midway between Sherqat and 
the city of Mosul—formerly the seat 
of the Governor of the vilayet. 

The wells actually bored are seven 
in number. The deepest extends to 
the depth of only 142 feet and three 
of them are equipped with hand 
pumps, none of which was working 
when I was there last year. ~ 


Eight Arab Workmen 


There isa small refinery with a 
single vat about 12 feet square, 
operated by an antiquated engine; 
which is supplied by eight Arabs 
who spend their time wading into 
a small pool formed by the seepage 
from the wells, dipping the crude oil 
into empty. gasoline cans and pour- 
ing it into the vat. When they are 
working at top speed each man dips 
about thirty-two cans an hour and 
the oil from the Quiyara refinery is 
sufficient to supply the squadron of 
urmored cars maintained by the Brit- 
ish at Mosul. a 

Yet, despite the paucity of its 
present yield, the Mosul oil field re- 
mains the centre of an international 
dispute. For of all: the problems 
ereated by the partition of the 
Ottoman Empire, there are few 
that have aroused more interest 
than the unsolved boundary dis- 
pute between Turkey and Great 
Britain over the vilayet of Mo- 
sul, formerly a Turkish province 
and part of Mesopotamia—now the 
Kingdom of Iraq, for which the Brit- 
ish hold a mandate from the League 
of Nations. After protracted and un- 
successfil negotiations between the 
two parties, the matter has been re- 
ferred to a commission appointed by 
the League, and its decision may 
soon be expected. 

It is not the mere adjustment of a 
boundary line that has made the set~-

He will give you 
a real British breakfast—oatmeal, 
strong green tea and bacon and 
eggs—and then, if you like, he will 
show you the wells and introduce 
you to Pasha, the foreman of the 
crew of eight swarthy Arabs who are 
responsible for the entire production 
of the Mosul oil fields. 

The vilayet of Mosul, roughly 
speaking, includes the valley of the 
Tigris River, from the point where 
it, emerges from the mountainous 
districts of Turkish Kurdistan to 
within approximately eighty miles 
of Bagdad. 
Mesopotamia where there is any 
considerable rainfall, or where crops 
can be grown without irrigation. 

Mosul, the capital city, with a 
population of 90,000, contains about 
30,000 Turks.

An arrangement 
was made by which the Turkish 
Petroleum Company received the 
right to construct a pipe line through” 
the French mandatory area of Syria 
to a Mediterranean port. ~ 
Under the Anglo-French conven- 
tion, signed some months later, the 
Mosul area was temporarily included 
in the British mandate for Mesopo- 
tamia, pending the'settlement of the 
boundary line, which was placed in. 
the hands of a joint commission on 
which the French and British Gov- 
ernments each had a representative 
as well as the countries immedi- 
ately concerned, Turkey and Iraq. 
In the event of the commission fail- 
ing to reach a decision the matter 
was to be referred to a commission 
appointed by the League of Na- 
tions and it is in the hands of this 
commission that the fate of Mosul 
and its oil fields rests today.

ITH a ceremonial gesture 
the Theatre Guild tomor- 
row assumes the crown of 


: earned success by opening 

a new playhouse which is the con- 
crete expression of the Guild's pride 
in a service ‘to the arts-of the theatre 
extending now over six years. With 
the same gesture is proclaimed, with 
accompanying hoarse thunder of Ro- 
man trumpets, the accession of Ber- 
nard Shaw to the ranks of the 
classics. Less than fifteen years ago 
the New. Theatre, waved airily into 
existence with a wand of gold, swung 
open the doors of a gilded palace in 
Central. Park West and made its con- 
fident bow to a public to which it 
brought magnificent promises. Then 
the stage was set for Shakespeare’s 
“Antony and Cleopatra.” Now, with 
a solidly built up past to give sub- 
stance to bright expectations of the 
future, the Guild rings up the cur- 
tain of its new home. And that cur- 
tain riges.on ‘“‘Caesar-and Cieo- 
patra,” the play in which the author 
‘of “Saint Joan’’ boldly challenged 
Shakespeare himself and matched 
him Caesar for Caesar. ‘Better than 
Shakespeare,’’ he said in his preface. 
What the Guild is doing, there- 
fore, constitutes not only a milepost 
of. that organization’s progress but 
4 measure of how far the world has 
moved since the ambitious failure of 
which the handsome Renaissance 
pile in Central Park West serves as 
a constant reminder.

HE famous’ Leaning Tower, or 

as the Italians call it, ‘“‘Cam- 

panile pendante,”’ of Pisa, is 

-mot falling down. All Italy 
awoke recently to vague rumors 
that the most famous tower of 
the Middle Ages was getting ready 
to’ join the Hanging Gardens of 
Nebuchadnezzar, the Colossus of 
Rhodes, the Temple at Thebes and 
other wonders that survive only in 
story or at best in ruins. Especially 
was old Pisa greatly concerned, for 
the Leaning Tower is the city’s 
greatest asset. It brings more 


people and more money into Pisa 


than any other one thing. It marks 
it with a distinction that other cities 
have not. 


Since this marvelous tower has|}- 


been standing in its oblique position 
for some seven hundred years and 
cannot stand forever it is natural 
that there should be whispered from 
century to century, or even from 
decade to decade, rumors that it is 
rapidly appro&ching its end. Such 
rumors frightened Italy in 1838 and 
many opinions were expressed by 
experts, but the tower ignored them 
all and went right on leaning with- 
out falling. Measurements have 
proved that since the examination 
in 1919 the Leaning Tower has in- 
creased its position out of the per- 
pendicular by five millimeters, or 
approximately one-fifth of an inch. 
Inasmuch as it leans nearly four- 
teen feet this additional one-fifth 
of an inch is not a very serious 
symptom. 


Should Last Many Centuries 


Yet it must be rememberéd that 
the centre of gravity must remain 
within the tower or it will certainly 
fall. It can still continue to ‘“‘lean’’ 
at the rate of one-fifth of an inch 
in seven years and be with us for 
many centuries. 

During the centuries the tower has 
not only increased its slant out of 
the perpendicular, but has actually 
sunk about seven feet below its 
original level. This is due to the na- 
ture of the ground upon which it 
was built. The ancient builders 
were well aware of the softness and 
instability of this ground and sought 
to offset it by driving immense piles 
deep into the earth to make a firmer 
foundation. Yet the tower began 
to lean before it had reached a 
height of forty feet. Builder after 
builder tried to correct this by mak- 
ing the pillars of the upper stories 
longer on one side than the other. 
Iiut the tower continued to lean, be- 
cause the foundations continued to 
sink, and because this sinking was 
greater on one side than on the 
other. 

The opinions expressed by various 
‘*experts’’ down the arches of the 
years are interesting more because 
of their variance than for any other 
reason. The learned John Evelyn, 
an Englishman who investigated the 
tower in 1644, writes: ‘It stands 
alone, singularly remarkable for this, 
that the beholder would expect it to 
fall, being built exceedingly de- 
cliningly, by a rare address of the 
architect; that and how it is sup- 
ported from falling I think would 
Puzzle a good geometrician.’’ 

A learned Frenchman gives the 
queerest version of why it leans. 
This authority states that the archi- 
tect was a hunchback and made the 
tower lean in erder that it might 
resemble himself. Still ahfother au- 
thor—Tronci, an Italian—states that 
it was purposely made to lean as a 
symbol of the declining republic, 
whose glories’ were coming to an 
end. 

The origin of this magnificent 
tower goes back to the days when 
Venice and Pisa were rival naval 
powers in the Mediterranean. Venice 
had raised a splendid campanile ad- 
jJacent to St. Mark’s Cathedral and 
Pisa did not propose to be outdone. 
Not many years ago the campanite of 
St. Mark’s quietly lay down during 
the night and today a red brick shaft 
rises where it stood. 

The first stone for the Pisa campa-

THE LORE OF THE STEEL RAZOR 


SK a dozen barbers why a razor 
is stropped and why a face is 
lathered before shaving and 

likely a dozen different answers will 
be given. 

Supposedly, stropping sharpens a 
razor. Yet some wielders of razor 
and shears say that rubbing a razor 
blade back and forth on a smooth 
strip of leather would not sharpen a 
razor in a year; that if the instru- 
ment is really dull it must be honed. 
Nevertheless, those who hold to this 
theory strop their razors just the 
same. Their explanation is that the 
stropping straightens the §steel’s 
edge, bent from pressing against a 
succession of beards. 

Others hold that the edge of a razor 
is really a saw with infinitesimal 
teeth. Shaving, they say, bends the 
teeth out of place. To get the teeth 





back in line, then, a razor is drawn 
across the strop. This notion seems 
pure imagination to other barbers, 
who say that a razor’s edge is so 
fine that when a strop takes off a 
trillionth part it is sharp once more. 
Anyway, all agree that something is 
done to the razor by the strop, 
though what happens is a mystery 
that each barber explains in his own 
way and after his own lights. 

There is a greater difference of 
opinion in barber shops over reasons 
for lather on the face before shaving. 
One barber says he uses lather to 
soften the skin; another asserts that 
the soap contains ingredients that 
soften the beard and make it-easy to 
cut, A third terms these reasons 
absurd, and says that soap merely 
holds water on the face and keeps 
the beard moist. Repeat all this to a 





fourth barber and he asserts that 
‘what really softens the beard is the 
rubbing with the hand. 

~ But the argument doesn’t end with 
this. Another barber, who says he 
knows what he is talking about, an- 
nounces that the only way to soften 
a beard is with heat, hence the use 
of warm water on the shaving brush. 
All the foregoing theories are stuff 
and nonsense to another journeyman 
barber. He holds that the most sat- 
isfactory shave is to lather the face 
with ice-cold water and soap 
then shave quickly. Hot water, 
says, makes the hair lie down, 
grain in a field which cannot be 
with a scythe unless it stands 
straight. This artist has failed, 
however, to accomplish a general ac-

roughest notes sung into the dome 
come back to you strained and puri- 
fied. I listened to an old guide sing 
into the white dome. His voice 
seemed cracked and harsh; yet his 
tune returned with all ‘harshness 
gone from it. Caruso came to the 
Baptistery at Pisa, not once but 
often, and stood under the dome 
singing into it. A second’s silence 
and then the matchless tenor heard 
his own voice with more than its 
usual purity and tone, 

The fourth building in the group 
is the Campo Santo, where most of 
Pisa’s great and ‘near-great lie 
buried. It -is not only a cemetery, 
but a museum with many relics of 
the past. My old guide walked up 
to a legendary beast cast in bronze— 
which he called an ippogriffo—and 
touched it reverently, crossing him- 
self. I asked him the reason. He 
replied: ‘‘This ippogriffo Was cap- 
tured from the Saracens in the days 
of Pisa's naval power. It is good 
luck. -During the war I had four 
sons at the front. For them and 
their safety I came here every day 
and touched this ippogriffo. Two of 
my sons were wounded but they al! 
returned to me. I attribute such 
wonderful good fortune te the luck 
that comes from touching this 
beast.’’ 

When one gets out of a cab or 
rickety street car’ in the face of the 
Leaning Tower one-doubts his own 
eyes. It seems to bend so very far 
forward, It seems to be bowing to 
you and you in turn feel a desire to 
return such a dignified salutation. 
The stone spiral steps that lead to 
the top have been worn by the tread 
of twenty generations of climbers. 
The great bells, which are now to be 
removed because the whole tower 
vibrates when they are rung, have 
summoned Pisans to prayer since 
the days when the harbor boasted

HOOK and ladder roaring up 
the avenue, its siren moan- 
img and its bell clanging, is 
to seme people just 2 

noisy fire truck. To others it brings 
a mental image and an almost ir- 
resistible impulse: The picture—a 
smoke-choked street, a building on 
fire from cellar to roof, an uprush 
of the elemental, the unrestrained, 
and the grim, slashing struggle of 
men and swift water to subdue it. 
The urge—to ‘‘be in on” this fight, 
to share, somehow or other, a rich 
and vivid experience in a drab and 
hioodless world. 


The first sort of people are—well, 
just ordinary people. The others 
are ‘‘buffs.'" The ordinary person 
says, ‘*Probably another false 
alarm.’’ The buff says, ‘‘It may be 
‘a fifth’ in the making." The com- 
men run of people seldom, if ever, 
see a big fire fought; the buffs rarely 
miss one. 


Buffs Not Cracked 


Many people think that buffs are 
a little cracked and should be 
humored as far as possible within the 
limits of patience. The buff has a 
profound conviction that those who 
aren’t buffs are just ignorant; they 
have never been to a big fire, or at 
least close enough to share the ex- 
perience with the men who are fight- 
ing it. The buffs,. of course, are 
right; and, being in the right, are 
great proselyters. Then, too, they 
are sometimes a bit sensitive to pub- 
lic misunderstanding. They want to 
prove that they, and not their 
critics, are sane. 

Let those who sniff beware! Never 
“roll to a third’’ with a buff. Those 
who go to scoff, remain even to the 
‘washing down.’’ One of the chief 
tasks of the Fire Commissioner in 
New York is to refuse fire line passes 
to over-enthusiastic converts. ff he 
granted them all the crowd would be 
inside the fire lines, not out. 

Now there are persons who at- 
tempt to link the buff with the pyro- 
maniac. One might as well confuse 
the doctor with the murderer. Take 
a buff to the backwoods country 
and show him a barn on fire.» It 
leaves him cold and intensely: irri- 
tated—there is so little that can be 
done about it. Where is thé fun, 
he says, and where is the fight? 
Just as there can’t be surgery with- 


fight without a fire. What thrilis 
both doctor and buff is not the dis- 
ease or the fire. It is the cure that 
“gets” them. It gets them because 
the stakes are high, the situation 
one of tense excitement. 


distinguish the buff from the merely 
**morbidly curious:’"’ He ig always 
on the side of the fireman, never on 
the side of the fire. Observe him 
at a big blaze. He doesn’t exclaim 
with Joy at each new burst of flame 
or puff of smoke. He is exceedingly 
cool and very technical. He will re- 
mark instead: ‘‘There’s 26 engine 
stretching in—that means a third’s 
been pulled,’’ or ‘‘They’d better back 
those fellows down off that fire es- 
cape,”"’ or ‘‘Now they’re getting in 
on it through the rear.’’ He can tell 
you where every company came 
from that is present at the fire, just 
why they play their line on that 
particular spot,‘ and how much 
‘‘punishment” they are taking.

buffs, It binds in one human cause 
the east side street boy who hangs 
around 17 Engine’s door waiting for 
“the bell to hit’’ and the millionaire 
on West End Avenue with his pri- 
vate alarm wire direct to the side of 
his bed. The poor boy buff of 17 
Engine will run his shoes off to get 
coffee and rolls for the men, back 
from a waterfront ‘‘fourth”; the 
rich buff from the upper west side 
will spend hours of his time and a 
small fortune to relieve the distress 
of the fireman’s family left desolate 
by death. Each buff, from the low- 
liest cub to the most exalted ‘‘hon- 
orary chief,’’ gives what he is hest

In the old days 
when there was no paid department 
in New York and volunteers fought 
the city’s fires—very distinguished 
volunteers they were, too, for the 
leading members of social and busi- 
ness life considered it an honor to 
run with the engine—the rivalry be- 
tween companies sometimes burned 
more hotly than the fires. So hotly 
did they rage that the firemen often 
fought each other instead of fighting 
the fire. 


How the Name Originated 


Assault and battery was only one 
of the more obvious methods which 
an up-and i y would 
use to get ‘‘first water” or “‘wash”’ 
its rival. Another method was to 
have one or two of its members sleep 
in the company quarters to_roll the 
apperatus out with the least possible 
delay should an alarm of fire be re- 
ceived at night. These men used to 
sleep on buffalo robes and got the 
name of ‘‘buffaloes.’’ But buffaloes 
was too long for quick action and 
soon it was shortened to ‘‘buffs.’’ 
The most ardent volunteers were the 
**buffs’’ .of volunteer days; and 
**buffs’’ they are today.

Harry M. Archer, first in the hier- 
archy of buffs and Honorary Depu- 
ty Chief by appointment of the Fire 
Commshissioner, is a difficult man’ to 
interview. He refuses to talk about 
himself. But asked to recall such 
an incident, he said: ‘‘Come up to 
my house. I have some documents 
there I'll let you see if you're really 
interested.’” Among them was the 
following letter signed by John Ken- 
lon, Chief of Department:

Department, particularly a mem- 
ber of the uniformed force; some-

We 
expect deeds of valor, indeed hero-

thereof should be given you, hence 
this letter to express my admira- 
tion.

Pressed to describe what happened 
at the Eldridge Street collapse, Dr. 
Archer rummaged among some pa- 
pers and pulled out an old newspa- 
per clipping. ‘‘You’ll find the story 
there better than I can tell it,”’ he 
said. 

Every buff remembers it well. 
It was the afternoon of the fifth 
alarm at Twenty-sixth Street and 
First Avenue—where. fire got loose 
and cleaned out four or five buildings 
before it was stopped, and where a 
wall, suddenly blown out into the 
street, crusked firemen to death.

other slip or a sag in the tangled 
mass would have crushed him like

Crawling and squirming, in and 
out, he finally. reached ont of the 
men, caught tight by the legs- suf- 
fering tortures and much in need of 
stimulants. The doctor eased his 
pain; braced his heart and wormed 
his way fifty feet further to the other 
man. He gave him first aid, too, 
and then tried to reach the street 
again. He got lost for a while, but 
finally made it—minus his boots. 
There wasn't room for both him and 
his boots to squeeze through one bad 
place. Both men, be it said, were 
finally extricated and, thanks to Dr. 
Archer, survived their ordeal. 

Six weeks later Dr. Archer stood 
by a reviewing stand while Mayor 
Hylan pinned on his chest the Ben- 
nett Medal—highest award for hero- 
ism in the gift of the Fire Depart- 
ment—and the Department Medal 
for conspicuous bravery in the line 
of duty. Besides these new decora- 
tions- was another Department ‘Medal 
—received some years before—for 
braving the barrage of fire and 
stone at the Equitable blaze to ad- 
minister. restoratives to Mr. Giblin, 
while his rescuers sawed the steel 
vault bars through to let him out. 


Archer Rolls With Doctor’s Kit 


There is one subject on which Dr. 
Archer will talk without hesitation— 
the Fire. Department ambulance. 
Since his medical school days some 
thirty years ago, when he saw a 
dozen firemen “knocked out” by 
smoke lying on the sidewalk oppo- 
site Bellevue Hospital, he has gone 


to fires with a doctor's kit. At first, 


he carried it by hand; later, after he 
had been appointed chief surgeon of 
the Aetna Life Insurance Company, 
he bought an automobile and 
equipped it himself with the latest 
devices for fire-fighting surgery. 
Two years ago William F. Kenny, a 
wealthy buff himself and President 
of a contracting firm, told the doc- 
tor to design the ideal ambulance 
for his work. Soon after the plans 
were completed the ideal was made 
real and presented to Commissioner 
Drennan on the department's behalf 
by Mr. Kenny himself.

London’s Famous 
Museum of Wax 
Figures Dates Back 

123 Years 


By R. LE CLERC PHILLIPS 


T first came the news. that}: 


Mme. Tussaud’s was gone 

forever, but a few days later 

‘Wwe were reassured. The fire 

that recently gave Londoners 50 

great a sensation had not permanent- 

ly consigned this celebrated waxwork 
exhibition to the limbo of the past. 

For 123 years it has been. beloved 

of princes and country bumpkin on 


a week-end trip to town, of foreign |. 


potentates and native statesmen 
drawn by the desire to see them- 
selves reproduced in wax, of histori- 
val students, tourists and children of 
all nationalities. The dark red brick 
building in the Marylebone Road has 
been for the last forty years a 
familiar landmark to sightseers in 
London and, to the rising generation 
of Britohs, passibly the best-beloved 
of all. Mme. Tussaud’s is a na- 
tional institution in England. 

The story of its beginning has 
something of the freshness and 
charm of an old fairy. tale. There 
was a sort of fairy prince that helped 
it forward—the Prince de Conti of 
the French royal family—and even a 
sort of fairy princess who befriended 
the young girl who was afterward 
to be known as Mme. Tussaud. This 
was none other than the young Mme. 
Elizabeth of France, the sister of the 
ill-starred Louis XVI., whose guil- 
lotined head Mme. Tussard was later 
forced to model in wax at the com- 
mand of the revolutionaries. 


Throbbing Life in the Story 


The story begins as a quiet idyf 
in Switzerland, passes through fever- 
ish times in Paris as the days of the 
old régime draw to their close, winds 
its way through the bloody days of 
the French Revolution, and in its 
final chapters obtains tranquillity 
and success across the Channel. The 


hospitality that young Mme. Tus- 


saud sought in England was well re- 
paid, for in the great war seventeen 
of her great-grandsons fought in the 
British Army. 

Marie Grdésholz, the future Mme. 
Tussaud, was born in Switzerland in 
1760. Her mother’s brother was a 


~doctor named Curtius, who, in the 


course of his anatomical studies, had 


attained great skill in modeling the 
humah body in wax. He became an 
attist, giving up his medical ‘prac- 
tice in order to modél wax portraits 
of local celebrities in Berne, , 
When Mme. Grosholz became a 
widow she and her little daughter 
went to live with Dr. Curtius, and 
then: the fairy prince appeared. 
Prince de Conti was ‘visiting Berne. 
Hearing of the wonderful wax 
portraits of-Curtius, he went to the 
artist's studio, and, charmed by what 
he saw, begged Curtius to settle in 
Paris, assuring him that he would 
not lack orders. Curtius did so and 
found that the Prince’s: promises ex- 
ceeded all expectations. - 

Curtius taught wax modeling to 
his niece, and before long Marie be- 
came kis assistant. The idea of an 
exhibition of life-size wax figures 
finally struck Curtius, and he 
-opened a show on the Boulevard du 
Temple. Benjamin Franklin was a’ 
frequent visitor to Curtius’s studio. 
A wax effigy of the.great American, 
made at that time, is a prominent 
exhibit of the modern Mme. Tus- 








saud’s of the Marylebone Road. 


Mme. Tussaud’s Exhibition—“For 


The life-size models attracted 
much attention, and Mme. Eliza- 
beth, the King’s sister, ‘then -about 
16, was so enamoured of the idea of 
learning to- model in wax that she 
begged Marie Grosholz, about three 
years her junior, to give her lessons. 
The request led to MaYie taking up 
her abode at Versailles. 

One day the news fell like a 
thunderbolt on the people of Paris 
that Necker, their. beloved Minister 


of Finance, had been dismissed and 


that the King’s brother, the demo- 
cratic Duke of Orléans, was in. dis- 
favor.

Gruesome. Task for a Girl 


Young Marie Grostiolz some time 
before this had been withdrawn by. 
Curtius from Versailles, from mo- 
tives of safety and because Curtius 
favored the cause of the people. 
What, then, must have been the 
feelings of this girl when, a little 
later, she was forced to make models 
of the heads of Louis and his Queen, 
Marie Antoinette, who, in a sense, 
had been her patrons and her 
friends? Fresh from the guillotine 
they were brought to her, and the 
wax heads-of these two unhappy 
sovereigns that were on view at the 
exhibition in Marylebone Road but 
yesterday were the same that the 
frightened girl modeled at that time. 

Soon the. leading revolutionaries 
were themselves the victims of the 
guillotine; and what Marie Gros 
hols had dohe for the decapitated 
‘King and* Queen of France she 
also did for Danton, Robespierre, 
Pouquier-Tinville and others. ‘“The 
Sea-green Incorruptible,” as Carlyle 
called Robespierre; is modeled with 
the wounded jaw that drew from him! 
that loud cry of pain on the scaffold 
when the executioner tore from his 
faee the bandages that protected it. 
Of him alone of the revolutionaries 
had Mme: Tussand a good word to 
say in her memoirs. She had known 
him: personally; had sat next to him 
at dinner wiien he was the most 
powerful. man in France; and- she 


_} Praised his courteous bearing, - his 


quiet manners and agreeable conver- 
sation. 

For a short time Marie-was in 
prison, having fallen under the sus- 
picion of the Committee of Public 
Safety. Her° companion in’ distress 
was Josephine de Beauharnais, des- 
tined a few years later to grace the 
world’s stage as Empress of France. 
It was due to Josephine’s amiability

te make a model of Napoleon when 
he was First Consul. She relates 
that while Mme. Bonaparte was 
emiling, agreeable and talkative at 
the sitting, Napoleon was silent and 
brusque. 

About this time Curtius died, and in 
1795 Marie Grosholz married Fran- 
gois Tussaud, She was then 35 years 
of age. She became a mother of two 
sons, but the marriage does not 
seem to have been particularly 
happy, for when we next hear of 
her she is in England, but Tussaud 
is not with her. She brought Cur- 
tius's exhfbition and first showed her 
models at the English opera house 
inthe Strand; This was in 1802. 
Then for a time she made a tour. At 


|Cambridge one of -the dons sug- 


gested that the criminals in her ex- 
hibition should be shown in a ‘sep- 
arate room. This was the nucleus 
of the Chamber of Horrors, a “des- 
ignation originating in Punch and 
adopted by the successive Tussauds. 
After & few years of touring, the ex- 
hibition settled in Gray’s Inn Road, 
but in 1835 moved to Baker Street, 
where it remained’ until its final 
move to Marylebone Road: in the 
"80s. 

In 1836. Mme. Tussaud decided to 
Place among her exhibits busts of 
prominent contemporaries. The busi- 
ness branched out. Mme. Tussaud 
had procured the very guillotine that 
had decapitated Louis XVI., Marie 
Antoinette and other French celebri- 
ties. As time went on, more histor- 
ical curiosities were added, the.most 
valuable being the carriage in which 
Napoleon drove from Paris to Wa- 
terloo, taken by the Prussians about 
fifteen miles from the battlefield on 
the evening of the combat. It was 
driven by Jean Hornn, the Em- 
peror’s coachman, whom the Prus- 
sians fired at and left for dead. 
Later it was sent as a present to 
George, Prince of Wales, and pur- 
chased from him. for £12,500 by Wil- 
Ham Bullock, who exhibited it. all 
over England. -Biventually it found 
its way into a storage warehouse in 
London, from which it was rescued 


| by thé Tussauds. 


Mme. Tussaud died in 1850, but 
her son Francis had had charge of 
the business for many years. before 
her death. The present head of the 
business is John Theodore Tussand, 
great-grandson of the founder. 
Whenever any potentate visits the 
Tussaud waxworks one of the fam- 
lly acts as guide. 

The Chamber of Horrors has al- 
Ways exercised a strange fascination 
for the public. Here are to be found 
wax effigies of all the noted British 





murderers of modern times. Crippen, — 
the American, with a face resembling 
that of a Pekingese dog, is one of the 
most popular ornaments of the col- 
lection for, unlike many cf the effi- 
gies, he looks his part. It cannot 
be gainsaid that there is an uncom- 
fortable and uncanny atmosphere _ 
about the Chamber of Herrors, and _ 
although there is no truth whatever 
in the rumor, it still continues to be 
said that Tussaud’s will pay a lib- 
eral reward to any one who has the 
nerve to spend the night alone 
among the ghastly reminders of 
The- Duke of Wellington was a 
frequent visitor to the waxworks, 
especially to the Napoleon Room, 
which contains the camp bedstead 
used by Napoleon at St. Helena. The’ 
effigy of the great conqueror in full: 
dress-uniform lies stretched on the 
bed. There is a famous painting by 
Sir George Hayter, exhibited in 1852, 
which represents the old Duke gazing 
thoughtfully at the wax effigy of 
his old enemy of thirty-seven years 


of Horrors, and when one day, 
Joseph Tussaud expressed surprise 
that he should be so interested in 
the murderers, the Duke replied: 
“Do they not represent fact?” 


Glory for Sergeant Bates 


An incident that. led to the in- 
clusion of a waxwork of Color Ser- 
geant Gilbert H. Bates of the Twen- - 
ty-fourth Massachusetts Regiment 
among the exhibits of Mme. Tus- 
saud’s is not without interes.. Bates, 
who had fought in the Civil War, 
made a wager in this country 

he would carry the Stars and Stripes 
from Gretna Green, a village on the 
Scottish border, to London. This 
was in 1872. Starting from Gretna, 
and wearing his American uniform, 
his march created something like a 
sensation. As he haé@ expected, and 
as his opponents had refused to be- 
lieve, Bates was everywhere received 
with enthusiasm. The news of his 
coming traveled ahead of him from 
village to village and town to town. 
Mayors in full robes and regalia 
turned out to welcome hjm. Villagers 
went out to meet him and conduct 
him to their villages. His welcome 
in London was of the liveliest. In 
Bond Street the horses were taken 
from his carriage and twenty-five 
persons dragged it along Pall Mall, 
Charing Cross, the Strand, Fleet 
Street and Ludgate Hill to the Guild- 
hall. To set the seal upon his sud- 
den celebrity, Joseph Tussaud mod- 
eled him for ‘‘Mme. Tussaud’s.”’

For years Barnum's Hippodrome 
‘was there, in a building that, before 
the erecting of the Grand Central 
Station in the "70s, was the terminal 
of the New York Central Railroad. 
Then came the Garden. It ‘was 
completed in 1890. Since then the

founda circus in the Garden as it 
has. found dandelions in the park 
meadows. 

The year 1926 will bring. another 
Spring, and that 
giadsome season of 
buds and youth- 
fulness will be 
ushered in by the 
‘opening of the cir- 
cus here in New 
York. But the big 
show will not be in 
the old familiar 
place, and some of 
us will feel that 
the world must 
have slipped a bit 
out of its orbit. 
The next we know, 
we shall look up 
into the night sky 
and find that the 
Dipper has lost its 
immemorial allegi- 
ance to the Pole 
Star. 

Some weeks hence 
the last peanut 
will be eaten in 
that place where 
peanut-eating has 
been for so many 
Springs a joyous 
ceremonial. The 
pink lemonade 
man will dry his 
glasses for the last 
time in the old 
basement redolent 
of elephants and 
other beasts; the 
last chariot race 
will thunder 
around the arena 
that has known s0 
many chariot 
races; the band 
will crash out its 
last piece of boom- 
ing music—or will 
it, on this par- 
ticular occasion,

will melt away in Madison Avenue 
and Twenty-sixth and Twenty- 
seventh Streets; the. lights will be 
turned out; the circus will have 
started on its annual pilgrimage 
around the country. Then the old 
home of spangies and thrills wili be 
given over to house-wreckers, and 
soon Madison Square Garden will be 
only a memory. 

Some of us who have had

To the residents of the square and 
to “every lover of old New. York 
there. will come a. feeling of per- 
sonal and ‘civic loss when the stately 
Brevoort mansion at Fifth Avenue 
and Ninth Street, just north of the 
square, and the ‘slightly more ornate 
dwelling on ‘the west side of the 
square at the corner of Washington 
Place, are leveled to. the ground. 
Instead of homes for single families, 
there will rise on their: sites two 
lofty dwellings typical of the twen- 
tieth-century living conditions of the 
metropolis, each accommodating two 
score or more households.

RIZE-WINNING pictures at 
the one hundredth annual ex- 
hibition of the National Acad- 
emy of Design are making no 

undue flourish in celebration of the 
important occasion. At the age of a 
hundred one doesn’t perhaps encour- 
age undue flourish. 

Two of the pictures are landscapes 
with a dominant feature of hills. The 
first Altman Prize of $1,000 is award- 
ed to “Across the Valley,”” by Ho- 
bart Nichols; a delightful weaving 
of blue and green and gray and white 
and blue, sky and snowy ground and 
evergreens, sensitively felt and ren- 
dered; placed, perhaps a little “& 
fleur de téte”’ like the mysterious 
Oriental eye, certainly not carried as 
far over the hills and away as other 
landscapes by this accomplished art- 
ist, but in the reticent mood of the 
truest Americanism and very charm- 
ing. 

“The second, which takes the $500 
Altman Prize, is the “Sangre de 
Christo Mountains,"" by Ernest L. 
Blumenschein. Here we get design 
cast for the leading part. If with 
Mr. Nichols the scene lay somewhat 
evenly within the first plane, with 
Mr. Blumenschein it moves from 
Plane to plane, composedly, with 
dighity becoming solemnity as one 
gets up into the huge round hills and 
plunges into a sinister sky. There 
is the sense of having gone for miles 
continually climbing and of realizing 
behind the curtain of the clouds fur- 
ther distances. The foreground lies 
in a light that burns rather than 
shines, and a group of figuses stands 
between light and shadow watching 
the progress of another figure bear- 
ing a heavy cross.

C. H. Bas- 
kett’s “Thames Toil” has both tech- 
nical and artistic merit, and shows 
zest in exploring the legitimate re- 
sources of the medium; those re- 
sources, that is, which do not inter- 
fere with immediate recognition of its 
aquatint character, yet enable the 
artist to realize his pictorial idea 
more fully than he could with the 
directness of a simple flat tone. In 
Mr, Baskett’s work one tone retreats 
beyond another until the feeling of 
depth is beautifully given without 
blurring of edges, upon the purity of 
which the charm of the aquatint so 
greatly depends.

Two Notable Exhibitions 


Coming almost at the end of the 
exhibition season, two April occasions 
swing in upon the heels of their fore- 
runners with the most significant 
message of all that have been brought 
to us during the year.’ One is the 
Exposition of Architecture~and the 
Allied Arts opening April 21 at the 
Grand Central Palace and lasting less 
than two weeks. The other is the 
Ninth Exhibition of Industrial Art at 
the Metropolitan Museum lasting 
through the-month. 

It is unfortunate in the extreme 
that the collections brought together 
by the directors of the eleven 
regional districts of the American 
Institute of Architects and by the 
members of the Architectural League 
of New York, holding its annua] ex- 
hibition at the same time, should be 
limited to a scant fortnight: Critics 
of the press are particularly dis- 
turbed by the obvious impossibility 
of bringing to the public an adequate 
Teview of the huge exhibition which 
represents more than any other the 
multitudinous aspect of art and its 
place in our surroundings. William 
Morris in one of his. flashes of dis- 
cernment defined ‘‘a true archi- 
tectural work’’ as a building ‘‘duly 
provided with all the necessary furni-

Rough Days of the Army 


Opposition to Army street meetings 
in the early days was more than mis- 
chievous. It was violent. In some 
cities and towns ordinances were in 
effect forbidding such demonstra- 
tions, and, where not specifically 
prohibited by law the citizens were 


of fanaticism. The more prosperous 
classes looked upon Salvationist. as 
zealots bent upon ¢heapening religion 
by carrying it out of the pulpit into 
the hurly-burly of highways. 

Others regarded the street-corner 
demonstrations as a novel form of 
entertainment, to be laughed at for a 
while, then dispersed either with 
stones or other missiles less deadly 
But equally eloquent as symbols of 
contempt. Salvationists were never 
quite sure what was to happen fo 
them when they marched out of 
‘their halis in the evening to hold a 
street service. They became adept at 
reading their music with one eye and 
scanning the horizon with the other. 
One of their most widely used battle 
cries at this period was: 

“*Hold the enemy’s ammunition!” 

The meaning of this command was 
to keep hold of everything that was 
thrown so that it could not be thrown 
again. 

Personal antagonism was met 
Many times by Evangeline Booth as 
she journeyed through the country 
talking in smail towns and great 
Cities. But she had the gift that 
Americans always respond to—the 
dramatic. Some have said that “Miss 
Eva” should have been an actress. 
Certainly her quickness at repartee 





Before Miss Booth came to the 


United States from England the Sal- 
vation Army had been looked on as a 
migratory sort of people. One of her 
first administrative tasks was to give 
the organization, whose Commander 
she had in the meantime become, 
greater stability and country-wide 
solidarity. In other words, to show 
the people that it was not an ephem- 
eral movement, but something that 
had come to stay. The leaders of 
that time agreed on the need, but 
disagreed on the methods of meeting 
it. Many of them suggested more 
frequently national gatherings such 
as conferences and conventions, but 
it was characteristic of Miss Booth's 


vision that she should have pointed 
out how the national stability of the 
Army really began with the stability 
of the struggling little corps in 
Jonesville and Keokuk. Conventions 
in large cities could not overshadow 
the valuable work of the small-town 
group. 

“Big demonstrations will give us 
merely the appearance of stability,”’ 
she said. “We must begin at the 
root of the thing.

“I never had any children,’’ said 
Chief Mainzer to the writer, ‘‘and I 
find in my. service to the d2partment 
an outlet for the devotion I would 
have given them.

‘I left a sick bed to roll,’’ 
he muttered huskily. ‘‘Last night 
I had a temperature of over 103.”’

Scattered about the~ sidewalks or 
carried in big, rumbling trucks, are 
cases of every sort, from every land. 
Some of the merchandise is wrapped 
in matting. It comes in casks and 
bartels of every size, from the small 
cask of perfume worth a fortune, to 
the great hogshead of chemicals. 
One bears the stamp of Japan, an- 
other has come from Ceylon, and 
yonder is a product of the Argentine. 

Fifteen minutes gone! Impossible, 
thinks the visitor, but a clock on the 
corner confirms it. One must hurry. 
A few steps lead to Beekman Street 
again and there, right on the water- 
front, is thé Fulton Fish Market. It 
takes a nose of experience and dis- 
crimination to appreciate its strong- 
est trait, but the fish market men 
go about their work with an uncon- 
cern born of experience. 

Just: at the rear of the market, on 
the second floor, is a sign which 
apprises mankind that terrapin and 
green:turtie may be purchased. An 
unusual trade, and,one to make the 
visitor pause. A little lower down 
is a swinging sign in Chinese char- 
acters. That seems odd indeed. One 
does not associate the Chinese with 
terrapin and green turtle.

In a certain dingy street hangs a 
sign with the legend ‘Deep-Sea 
Diver.” That sign would attract 
many a curious eye in any other 
quarter of New York, but it is ap 
accepted -part of life here, even 
though Hiram Smith, the diver, has 
placed a deep-sea suit in his win- 
dow. Within the suit sits a dummy, 
impressively lifelike. ‘The tempta- 
tion tugs strongly to cross the 
threshold and ask Mr. Smith if he 
would employ an apprentice. Over 
another corner in this rook’s nest 
of old New York hangs another 
sign, “John Johnson, Sailmaker.” 
There are thirty-one steps from the 
sidewalk to the sail loft, but it is 
worth the climb.

What disposed of- the twentieth 
century's pretensions. was a‘ letter 
or two in the press. Behind closed 
doors the peers might, tike Bolshe- 
vist regicides, trundle the Queen 
about as they liked. No one was 
the wiser.” But once let the nation 
have an inkling of what was medi- 
tated and the aspect of affairs 
changed. : 

Not one in a hundred of British 

subjects had ever heard of Gibson's 
carefully smoothed masterpiece. But 
at the idea of shunting the statue 
ali of the hundred shuddered. Cer- 
tain things are taboo. And if the 
_ Victorian era is to be scrapped as 
junk what remains? O’Neil is won- 
derful, almost too wonderful to be 
true. Benet is quite cute. Vachell 
Lindsay is not less unexpected. But 
none of these is a hearthrug. None 
furnishes a nursery. After all, one 
must have a roof over one’s head; 
and be it never so homely there's 
No place like home. 

Victoria, with her mahogany side- 
board, her antimacassars and her 
widow's weeds, her likes and dislikes, 
her correctness of conduct, her 
orthodoxy, was too ordinary to be 
displaced. There have been more 
brilliant saints, more brilliant sin- 
ners and more brilliant sovereigns 
than she; but no saint, no sinner, no 
sovereign more accurately normal. 

Hence when every deduction has 
been made, the fact remains that 
Victoria is one of the half-dozen 
human heings who, since time be- 
gan, have given a name to a cen- 
tury. She ranks with Augustus 
Caesar, with Charlemagne, with 
Elizabeth, with Napoleon, and if 
there be another with whom she 
ranks it is Alexander. Born to reign, 
not rule, born to be a name, not a 
will, she imposed her name, at least, 
on mankind. 


As an empire builder Bismarck 
vas obviously greater than she. 
And a German. Wagner was also a 
German, yet you do not say that 
the Pilgrims’ chorus in ‘“Tannhauser” 
‘is Bismarckian; you dismiss it as 
mid-Victorian. As a pioneer of lib- 
erty Garibaldi soared beyond al) that 
Victoria could imagine, yet you do 
not describe- Verdi as a Garibaldian; 
he also was Victorian. In breadth 
of sympathy. Lincoln could have 
_ comprehended Victoria and her court 
and still had room for the worid at 
large. Yet you do not say of Long- 
fellow’s ‘‘Psalm of Life’’ that it is 
Lincolnic; you do say that it is 
merely Victorian. If Victoria had no 
genius, neither have most of us. 
Genius is exceptional; she was uni- 
versal as Eve—a queen, indeed, but 
also a wife and mother—the house- 
wife on the throne. 

The Victorian era was great for 
one reason only—it was the age of 
home. The Brownings were lovers. 
Tennyson waited twenty-four years 
for his bride. Kingsley was an 
adorabie father. Lewis Carroll 
wrote hig classic for a schoolgirl. 
Barrie devised Peter Pan. Gladstone 


and Salisbury raised large families pnetween stage and audience, and a

HE production of ‘‘Pelléas and 
Mélisande’’ at the Metropolitan 
with so much labor and enter- 
prise and spirit has had us all 
full of praise. We are grateful to 
the management that gives ‘us an- 
other chance to judge a piece of art 


that once made so wide a rumor in 


the world. The appearance of this 
opera was a landmark in theatrical 
history. With its triumph in America 
a certain modernism in music, symbol- 
Istic method in drama, stylization in 
acting saw their position established 


, and defended. 


But a generation Has grown up 
since that sweeping premiére, and it 
was a question as to how much the 
old spléndor could be revived and set 
in sway again. This revival of ‘‘Pel- 
léas and Mélisande’’ at the Metropol- 
itan is an event that concerns more 
worlds in art than that of opera: it 
involves music and the other arts of 
the theatre as well. ri 


What was thé issue of Debussy’s 
music heard thus again? Whether its 
spell yet holds throughout the per- 
formance as it once held, whether 
this music is somewhat thin and not 
always convincing or is the creation 
of a great master, remains a subject 
for musicians and their critics. But 
the- Maeterlinck drama, the Urban 
décor and the acting a touch upon the 
problems of our theatre.

**Pelléas and Mélisande,’’ with. Rollo 
Peters for Pelléas.

created something that was exquisite 
and poetic and beautiful. Mr. Peters’s 
Peliéas stayed too much within his 
own quality and was not sufficiently 
converted into the art of acting, but he 
read at times admirably. The rest of 
the acting in Miss Cowl’s production 
was not very good. 


The acting in this ‘“‘Pelléas ad 
Mélisande’’ at the Metropolitan shows 
the general tendency nowadays toward 
@ more naturalistic method. “All *the 
acting is more direct and realisti¢ than 
in the Mary Garden production, far 
less stylized and arranged and dis- 
tilled into design. Miss Bori’s Méli-- 
sande is not mystical enough,: but? it 
has great loveliness, great purity of 
movement and tone and an unbroken 
delicacy of sentiment and pity, Ed-7 
ward Johnson made an entrance and 
sang his first scene in superb style 
and dramatic security. The climactic 
scene when Mélisande goes alone both 
he and Miss Bori lost at the first per- 
formance, though they retrieved their 
failure at the second. In the dungeon 
scene and the scene at the fountain 
Mr. Johnson was close to the dramatic 
key. His inclination was evidently to 
move the whole of his portrayal into 
a region of more abstract style, 
toward something of the quality that 
he has put sa admirably into his last 
act of “Carmen.’’ Mr. Whitchill and 
Miss Howard started off excellently, 
much better than they ended, Mr. 
Whitehill especially, who quite failed 
to carry Golaud through that impres- 
sive last scene. Mr. Rothier’s Arkel 
seemed to me magnificent. He under- 
stood wholly the fact that the old king 
takes on in the last act the function 
of the chorus in a Greek tragedy or 
of the blind Tiresias with his prophetic 
vision. 

The settings, however, that Mr. 

Urban designed for the opera, plainly

Rosenfeld was not. The bs ite of: both 
cases were exactly alike, the Bad copy- 
right laws were again shown tp, and 
more editorial comment ensued, : 

Miner's prodtiction opened on Aas. 
140, 1885, and Roland Reed, the Ko-Ko 
of the Rosenfeld production,’ found. gol- 
ace in it. Huge canvas signs. were 
erected before the theatre, with glaring 
red and black letters on them, reading 
“Great victory.in the coutts! | “The 
Mikado’ will certainly be produced!” A 
bégweatered Bowery audience attended 
this production and liked it. And a joke 
became current about one of those 
theatregoers who thought that “Mikado” 
was pronounced *“‘Mickadoo” and hence 
was.a play about some Irishman. (The 
joke was born in the Hote Algonquin 
of the time.) 

The. following week D’Oyly Carte 
arrived from Europe with his own com- 
pany and fire in his eye. He was de- 
termined to prosecute every one he could 
lay hands on. No one, he unconvinc- 
ingly told the ship news reporters, not 
even his company had known’ of his 
plans to come héfe-up to the night be- 
fore he sailed, lest some American man- 
ager should try.to béat him to the pub- 
lic with a production of ‘‘The. Mikado,” 
This statement did not make much 
sense, 

He announced his opening date as 
Wednesday evening, Aug. 19, the same 
night on which Duff’s company was 
billed to open. The advertisements ap- 
peared simultaneously, the managements 
watching each other and taking the 
same amount of space. Both companies 
contained talented performers, but 
D’Oyly Carte held a trump card: Sir 
Arthur Sullivan had. come with him, to 
conduct, if necessary. Duff wisely post- 
poned his opening until the Monday fol- 
lowing Carte’s. 

“The D’'Oyly Carte London -Opera 
Company’’ opened with great success on 
the date set, at Stetson’s Fifth Avenue 
Theatre, and received an ovation from 
the press, the critics declaring that at 
last they saw what Gilbert and Sullivan 
were driving at. The audience, too, was 
uproarious and D’Oyly Carte was forced 
to make a curtain speech, which‘he de- 
livered on behalf of himself and the two 
distinguished authors.

The following day Mr. Rosenfeld’s at- 
torney, the famous Abe Hummel, tele- 
graphed to the fmpresario from Sara- 
toga Springs, in these words: 

“Sir: From the accounts published in 
the newspapers it appears that notwith- 
standing our. strict injunction not to 
perform ‘The Mikado’ or any opera 
similar under any circumstances -what- 
goever, you have resorted to trickery 
and caused an injunction of thesUnited 
States Circuit Court to be violated.

Duff opened. Harry Miner, Wiidse pro- 
duction had ‘closed ‘discreetly in-th® face 
of these two formidable competitors, 
was on hand, possibly to secure a little 
personal publicity. The presiding Judge 
knew nothing of music, though. he 
scanned the orchestra score with much 
intensity when it was offered in -evi- 
dence. <A _ professional musician was 
called in as an expert to make it clear 
what were the rights of Tracey, whom 
Sullivan was trying to prove to be the 
real composer in‘ order to protect his 
alien self. After a two-day trial Duff 
was allowed to produce ‘‘The Mikado’”’ 
under $15,000 bond, while decision was 
pending., Sullivan was‘ declared the 
composer of the operetta, thus achieving 
an artistic victorye and a financial de- 
feat at the same time. 
Both the D’Oyly Carte and the Duff 
companies enjoyed “long and popular 
runs. In the advertisements, instead of 
the usual newspaper excerpts, each 
quoted passages from the Court’s de- 
cision that they deemed favorable to 
themselves. The London production was 
the longer lived. On Sept. 24 Sullivan 
conducted the orchestra, clinching the 
victory by the gala evening that en- 
sued. But England never really was 
awarded its due legally; it. was popu- 
larity that had won. After its. 170th 
performance, by which time Duff had 
closed, D’Oyly Carte’s company moved 
to the Standard Theatre, owing to a 
prior booking of the Fifth Avenue by 
Edwin Booth, 

The next point of interest in the New 
York history of ‘‘The Mikado” occurred 
on Jan. 7, 1886. At the Bijou Theatre, 
at Broadway and Thirtieth Street, on 
that date the 500th performance of 
“Adonis’’ was being celebrated. Sudden- 
ly Georgé Thorne issued from the wings 
in his ‘‘Ko-Ko’’ make-up>(he had run 
in from across the street where he was 
playing in ‘“The Mikado’) and having 
informed Adonis that he was “not on his 
list’” because the ‘‘sadly would be 
missed,” retired to great applause. 
“The Mikado” had stolen Adonis’s pub- 
licity. 

Dates flock thick and fast from this 
point on, and “The Mikado’”’ became

The years 1896 and 1899 passed -with, 
respectively, two weeks at the American 
Theatre, with Dorothy Morton as Yum-

with nobody discoverable in the. cast, but 
with the introduction into ‘‘Mikado’’ 
management of Henry W. Savage. 


The end of the century found “The 
Mikado”’ recognized a8 high art, and on 
Nov. 5, 1900, it was given at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House, with all due 
solemnity. Kate Condon was merely 
Peep-Bo,. but she was shortly to come 
into her own. 


A decade went by, as decades will, 
and then the Messrs. Shubert did a gal- 
lant thing. With the foHowing cast 
they presented the operetta at the 
Casino Theatre in 1910:

Three more. Mikados call for atten- 
tion. In 1918, at Wallack’s Theatre— 
the old .one—a presentation was made 
with George MacFarlane as the Mikado, 
De Wolf Hopper as Ko-Ko, Bugene 
Cowles as Pooh-Bah, and others who 
elude stagehands’ memortes. The ven- 
ture was not particularly successful. 

The year 3920 found Danforth again 
the Mikado at the Park Theatre, in a 
presentation by the Society of American 
Singers, under the direction of Willlam 
Wade Hinshaw, The Lord High Execu- 
tioner was Frank Moulan. 

Today the*Shuberts, sponsors of the 
memorable 1910 revival, are again 
launching this gay gambado.

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NEW PLAYS IN THE PROVINCES 





an out-of-town way, of course, in- 
terest centres this week on "The 
Green’ Hat.’’ This, in case the 
world at large is unaware, is 
Michael Arlen’s dramatization of 
his own. widely read novel and it was 
presented last Sunday night in Detroit— 
receiving, they do say, eleven curtain 
calls at the finish of the play. It goes 
thence to Chicago and New York must 
wait until the new season. In the mean- 
time George W. Stark wrote this de- 
scription of the play in The Detroit 
News:

“You who have been caught in the 
Arlen vogue will be anxious to know, 
it is assumed, how closely the dramatic 
version follows the celebrated novel 
exploiting the adventures of Iris Fen- 
wick, née March. You are not to be 
disappointed, for the play captures the 
spirit of the, book and its story pre- 
cisely, although the limitations of the 
stage have made it necessary for the 
author and playwright to make essential 
changes in construction and treatment. 

“In the theatre, however, the story 


is held more closely to a tragic note. 


There is no time_nor place for the dis- 
cursive method that constitutes Arien’s 
chief tharm as a writer of prose. This 
is a tragedy with which he is concerned 
and it must move to its unhappy con- 
clusion without compromise or + very 
much theorizing. But for all that, it 
it has its literary moments, when the 
play of words sometimes sparkles with 
high humor and again it fairly grips 
you with an honest pathos. 

“Somehow one smiles indulgently over 
the peccadillos of our lady of the green 
sport hat as they are related in Mr. 





Arlen’s book. It is different in the play, 
for here~her hopeless quest for the 
happiness of which she had been robbed 
merely because fate had ‘éndowed™ her 
with a set of pagan morals is poignantly 
tragic. And it is in just that mood Miss 
Cornell plays her. Here is an inspired 
performance by an actress who learned 
@ good deal about her profession on the 
stage of the theatre, where last night 
she made history for herself and Mr. 
Arlen. It is the first time Miss Cornell 
has acted outside New/ York in five 
years and one may readily understand, 
in the light of her newest portrayal, just 
why she is in so much demand. 

“It is pleasant ‘to find Miss Harding 
back in familiar surrouridings, too. She 
is not so much in evidence as Miss 
Cornell, but she makes what few 
moments she has count tremendously. 
Assuredly thése two are among the best 
of our younger actresses. 

"The Green Hat,’ it is proper to re- 
port, is the real event.of the current sea- 
son. It should be put on your calendar 
if you are grown up and love the good 
things of the theatre.”

ports that come to town regard- 

ing ‘“‘The Sapphire Ring,’’ which 
opens here on April 15. Showmeén who 
havé journeyed out to see it are em- 
phatic in praise. These kind words come 
from The Hartford Courant:

“<7 fear, however,’ he went-on, ‘that 
five-and-twenty is a particularly risky 
‘age for a play. Julés Lemaitre, the 
great French critic, fixes upon @ later 
period as the “‘age of peril’; but time 
travels at a quicker rate in these days 
than in his.--Read what. Léematftre says 
on the point “in ‘criticizing a revival at 
the Comédie Frangaise of ‘‘Le Demi- 
Monde,” by Aléxandre Dumas,°fils. ‘The 
quotation, by the way, is from Frederic 
Whyte’s admirable translation of some 
of Lemattre’s dramatic criticisms, re- 
cently published under the title of ‘"The- 
atrical Impressions’: ‘A period of dis- 
favor awaits all masterpieces—all those, 
at least,-in which the observation of 
manners that are to some degree transi- 
tory holds a certain place.

“Somehow, we got to talking of the 
value: of ‘construction’ in the making of 
plays. - :

This new train of 
thought drew Bartok’s attention to Hun- 
garian folk-music, to the study of which 
he has been devoting himself since 1905. 
He was. fortunate in obtaining the val- 
uable cooperation of Zoltan Kodaly, 
whose excellent musicianship was a 
great help to him. The close study of 
peasant music gave Bartok the idea of 
complete emancipation from the exist- 
ing major and minor systems. He found 
that the old pentatonic forms ef melo- 
dies were extremely vigorous and en- 
able the creation of many new harmonic 
combinations. When later he made the 
acquaintance; of the Work¢\of Debussy 
and Stravinsky,, he found: with aston- 
ishment tha’ *péntatoni® forms play an 
important part in them, which show the 
widespread attempt to rejuvenate music 
with'.new elements. Bartok’s composi- 
tions,- it Is stated, did not receive due 
appreciation, owing to inadequacy of the 
performers. This and various other dis- 
appointments induced him in 1912 to 
avoid pUblic appearances, -and he gave 
himself up entirely to study of folk 
lore, He traveled about collecting inter- 
esting examples of it in various coun- 
tries, but. the outbreak of the great war 
put a stop to these travels. Bartok curi- 
ously ends up his Apologia by ‘stating 
that nowhere in the whole world does he 
find a true interest {n folk-music, and 
expresses a doubt in its importance, in 
which several people fanatically believe,

As @ thattef of fact the present radical 
reformers 6f the West afe moderate ant 
conservative compared with many of 
the political léaders of the East of 1786 
and thereabouts. In that year the Rhode 
Island Legislature summoned before It 
Judges Who disdbeyed an act réquirifg 
imprisonment 6f all who refused to ac- 
cept State currency fer goods or debts, 
talked seriously of removing them from 
office ana@ sending them td jail, and re- 
frained, from those proceedings only be- 
cause the terms of the offending jurists 
had neafly expired. 

Discussion of the respectivé rights and 
powers of the legislative and jidicial 
branches of Governmeft became acute 
within two years after the Déclaration 
of Independence and continued twenty- 
tive years until Chief Justice Marshall's 
decision in the Marbufy and Madison 
case disposed of the question. 

While Mr. Marshall was a Sub-Lieu- 
tenant in Washington’s army Virginia 
Judges in 1778 decided that they had 
the right to declare ineffective acts of 
the Legislature conflicting with the State 
Constitution. Before the adoption of the 
Federal Constitution Judges of seven of 
the thirtéen States had contended, some 
bashfully and timidly, others in out-

right to declare void legislative acts in 
conflict with common sense, the common 
law, the natural rights of citizens or 
State Constitutions; that written Consti- 
tutions, being new things in the world, 
the rules and precedents of English law 
ey pak tie be followed.

‘ Of the forty-nine decisions holding acts 
of Congtess to be unconstitutional and 
therefore ineffective, forty-six have been 
made inthe sixty years sihce 1865, and 
three-were rendered in the sevénty-gix 
years preceding that date. The contrast 
is not evidence of inactivity by the old 
Congresses. They had enacted 9,000 
laws up to 1865. 

Congress, before the closé of the Civil 
War, had registered only one-thirtieth of 
1 per cent. of misses in getting inside 
the bull’s eye of constitutional lifnita- 
tidfis. Congressés of the last sixty years 
have a record of one-tenth of 1 per cent. 
of/ miases. Thé. Fiftf-ninth CGongress 
holds the natiofial record for work done, 
having put on thé books 6,240 dcts and 
resolutions. 

It is impossible with the present force 
of the Legislative Reference Service to 
make even an estimate of the ntmbef of 
acts of Congress attacked in the courts 
and upheld as constitutional and valid. 
They greatly outnumbered the nuNifica- 
tions. The Supremé Court has decided 
more than 30,000 cases, records of which 
fill 266 thick volumes. Analysis of them 
for théir bearing on acts of Congress 
will be @ formidable job if it is ever uh- 
dertaken, 

State Legislatures -have fared mich 
worse at the hands of the cburt than 
Congress. r. Moore shows 245 prac- 
tical voidances of local législative acts 
to 1907, where his count stopped. Mr. 
Meyer lists 160 from that year to 1922, 
making a total of 405, Some of these 
decisions apply to municipal ordinances, 
several to clauses of the Constitutions 
of new States, and others to acts of 


Legislatures conflicting with constitu- 


tional acts of Congress. A few are not 
classed as direct declarations of uncon- 
stitutionality, as they modify and qual- 
ify. The great majority, however; are 
clear declarations that the acts at- 
tempted are in violation . ot the Consti- 
‘tution.

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‘HISTORICAL SOCIETY GETS 
ANCIENT MEDICAL TREATISE 





HE New York Historical Society is 
in possession of the oldest scientific 
book in America, prebably the old- 

est niidleti8 6f scientific medical. knowl- 
edge in the world. . The document is 
known as the Edwin Smith Papyrus, an 
Egyptiah medical tféatise of the seven 
teenth century before Christ. It is being 
translated by Professor James H. Braes- 
ted of the University -of Chicagé, notéd 
Egyptologist, who is how in Bgyot. 

The documént is a fragment of a 
largér work, the Book of Surgety and 
External Medicine. It is & tompilation 
from an earlier and a notable medical 
work and the ‘‘caminénest magical rub- 
bi8h,” a8 Dr. Braested put it. 

On one side of the papyrus is a highly 
specializéd treatise on thé médical and 
anatomical knowledgé of the day. On 
the reverse side are two unrelated parts, 
made up of magic inéantation&, déne 
“The Incantation of Expelling the Wind 
of the Year of Pest,’ the other ‘‘The 
Incantation of Transfofming an ’ O14 
Man into @ Youth of 20.” 

The last: named section, Professor 
Brdested said in a preliminary féport, 
was “‘copiéd from soffie old s6tifCe If a 
hand totally different from the other two 
treatises,’ probably by a later acfibe. 
Just what the récipes fér rejuvenation 
were in 1600 B. C. the traasiator. has 
not yet revealed, ’ 


In Eight Divisions. 


«The papyrus is Moré théfi fifteen feet 
long. Its original length, according _to 
Professor Braésted, was ° sixteen /feet 
and@ four inches, at least oné column 
of thé script at the béginhifig having 
beén ldst. At the period of its writing 
the cOmmércial rolls were almost twen- 
ty-eight feét in length, which may meah 
that nearly half of the original docu- 
ment has disappeared. 

“It is the seventeen ‘columns of the 

front which make the Edwin Smith 
papytus unique,”’ said the Egyptologist. 
“They contain part of an extraordinary 
ancient book of surgery and external 
medicine Which began its discussiéns at 
the top of the human héad and pro- 
ceeded in Orderly progression downward 
to the lower mémbers, presumenly — 
cluding with the feet.’’ 
, The whole is divided into eight os 
sions (the head, the nose, the mandible, . 
ear and lips, throat and neck, collar 
bone and shoulders, thorax and tmaf- 
maé, and the spiné), these falling into 
forty-eight cases. The atribe haltéd in 
his work of copying, leaving a half-fin- 
ished sentence in the middle of the first 
ease devoted to the spine. 

The séventéen columns, which maintain 
théir freshness as if they had been 
pberihed in their black and red characters 
but yesterday, ‘‘contain the most care- 
fully made and thé most systemati¢ally 
arfahged observations 6n the fiiman 
body afid its ailments whith havé thus 
far survived from an age so remote,” 
according to Professor Braested. 

In this remarkable document tach case 
is methodically treated. First the nature 
of the ailment is given; following are 
the examination (indicating symptoms), 
the’ diagnosis, thé verdict (classifying 
the diseases as favorable, doubtfiil and 
unfavorable), the treatment and explan- 
atory glosses—for some of the terminol 
Ogy was So obscuré that it called for ex- 
planation to the medical men of the 
seventeénhth cefitury B. Cc. 

One such idiom which thé commentator 
fotind it necéssary to explain to his reaa- 
ers was found in advice given By the 
physician to the practitioner, which 
reads: “‘Put him on his fingers,” or 
‘*moor him on his fingers,’’ which means 
“put him on his accustomed food.’ Pro- 
fessor Braested makes the explanation 
that the connection between the idiom 
and its meaning may be found in the 
fact that the anciént Oriental até with 
his tingers.

Among the maladies treated are wounds 
in the head, fn all of which the surgeon 
is admonished to “‘probe the wound.” 
In, Ohe casé it is suggested that “a 
wooden brace paddéd with linen” should 
be made for the patient, to which the 
‘head should be fastened—his treatment 
should be sitting, placed between 
supports of brick, until, you know 
whether he is making any progress.” In 
thé care of a “fracture of the skull n+ 
der the skin” the surgeon is advised to 
opén at the point of contusion. ahd to 
“elevate the depression outward,’” This, 
in ,the opinion of Professor Brasated, 
may be the earliest mention-in literature 
oftrephining.

For the 
“healing 62 Wounds and bruises the 
ancient physiclan’s favorite application 
was fresh meat, followed after the first 
day by ointment of honey and an as- 
tringent herb,” reports’ Professor Braé- 
sted. “The attitude. of the physician 
ig distinctly that of cooperation with 
nature. Repeatedly he directs the prao- 
tioner to undertake no treatment, but 
put the patient: on normal diet and 
await results.’’ 


Wistery of the Scroll. 


The Bdwitt Smith, Papyrus is more 
important in its scientific value *than 
the three éther well known Egyptian 
docufhents dealing with the same’ stib- 
ject, two of which, the Papyrus Ebeérs 
and the Berlin Medical Papyrus, are in 
Europe. The third, the Hearst Papyrus, 
is ih thé Unfilted Statés. 


The history of the roll in the Néw 
York Historical Society’s Museum, ;as 
Professor Bfaested récOunts it, is as fol- 
lows: 

Presumably the s¢ribé who painstak- 
ingly wrote the sevénteen columns taken 
from the gfeat Book of Surgery ahd 
Extéefnal Meditine came to the end of 
his papyrus. How and in what way, if 
ever, he finished his work is not known. 
Whoever the writer, “he was working 
fot somé quatk Who wanted nothing bet- 
ter than a fine line of magical wares 
with which to ply his daily calling in a 
superstitious age.’’ 

Thé first OWner of the roll may have 
been a ‘little practitioner in the out- 
skifts of Thebes, from whose hands it 
eventually strayed into the possession 
of one’ interested in recipes ‘for trans- 
forming an old man into a youth of 20." 
When at last his 6wn quackeries could 
no longer preserve his life, he was laid 
“away in a@ rock tomb in the greater 
Theban Cemétery,” his roll (by then 
diminished in size through constant 
sage) reposing by his side.

Of thesé new 
settlements, harmonidus and beautiful of 
aspect, designs and picturés have been 
brought to New York by Julian Clar- 
ence Levi, representative of the Ameri- 
caf Institute of Architects and the Ar- 
chite¢tufal League. Réturning after some 
months in Europe, whéré he endeavored 
to arouse interest afd secure participa- 
tion in the forthcoming Expésition of 
Architecttire and the Allied Afts, Mr. 
Levi is chiefly enthusiastic about the 
gardén cities. The exposition is to be 


\held in New York in the latte? part of 


April. - 
The man to conceive 


ing. it is a French engineer of afchi- 
tectural training, M. Dautry, who was 
instrumental in bringing a long list of 
architects, both French and foreign, 
into the work of design. The recon> 
structions were undertaken by Com- 
pagnie du Chemin de Fer du Nord, or 
Northern Railway Company, to provide 
new homes and new cities for its em- 
ployes. 

“M,. Dautry,’’ Mr. Levi says; “is not 
only a very capable engineer and exec- 
utive but he is a man of unbounded 
enthusiasm and, winning personality, 
able to »,surmount every obstacle en- 
countered. I. visited the beautiful homes 
and tities the conmipany has established. 
They number more than 11,000. Th 
economy with whith its operations were 
effected is marvélous. 


Brick from Railway Ashes. 


“Even the latge heaps of cinders ac- 
cumulated for years near the sands of 
the Aisne wére used for brick purposes. 
They servéd wonderfully, as both sides, 
facing the exterior and interior walls, 
Were rough and ideal for plastering oh 
the inside and for covering with cement 
on the ‘outside. Their usé served to 
bring expense down to the minimum. 

“Near the junctions of railroads there 
are convenient sleeping stations built 
for the engineers and train crews. I 
noticed they had special ventilating 
apparatus. I should say that a much 
lafger proportion of the people than 
hitherto ventilate their sleeping apart- 
ments at night.’’ 

The homes, and cities are very beau- 
fitul, Mr. Levi declares. Literally, new 
areas in France Hive emerge@:from the 
ruins of the war—new afehitecturally, 
new in concept, both structurally and in 
their planning for the growth of new 
civic and social activities. Methods de- 
vised for the comfort ‘and happiness of 
their popuJation are most modérn. They 
have lost nothing of the picturesque 
quality which the world assoeiates with 
the provinces of France, Mr. Levi says. 

There was insufficient capital avail- 
able after the wat for the widespread 
reconstruction of the smaller towns, and, 
while the greatest gratitude is ex- 
pressed toward the-éfforts.of -Americans: 
in this direction, “tHe trail. of ‘the: Four 
Horsemen had passed over too wide a 
swath to permit provincial reconstruc- 
tion as rapidly as industry demanded. 


Foreign Architects Aided, 


The Compagnie du Chemin de Fer du 
Nord, one of the most important’ rail- 
road- companies, found itself handi-

Mr. Smith Was born in Bridgeport on 
April 27, 1622, the year in which Cham- 
pollion deciphered Egyptian hieroglyph- 
cs. His early education was received 
at the University of New York. An in- 
terest in Egyptology took him to Europe, 
where he studied the subject in London 
ahd Paris. In 1858 he went to Luxor. 
In view of fhe limited knowledge of the 
Hgyptian language at the time, Profes- 
sor Braested writes, it is ‘‘extraor- | 
dinary how mutch of the document Mr. 
Smith Has understood.” 

The gift of the Papyrus to the New 
York Historical Society was made. by 
Miss ey sae Smith, his daughter.

THE BRAAKE’S TREASURE 
STILL AWAITS SALVAGE 


OMEWHERE in the deep water off 
S Cape Henlopen lies a treasure of 

haif a million in British gold and 
much more in gold and silver bars, plate 
and other valuables. In 1798 the British 
privateer’ Braake sailed for the West 
Atlantic, bearing enough gold to pay off 
all the British troops stationed in vari- 
ous ‘parts of the New World. As the 
soldiers had net been paid in many 
“months, the sum was a large one. 


It will néver be known whether the 
eaptain of the Braake decided to.turni 
pirate or whether he was merely show- 
ing excessive zéal in making war on 4ll 
the enémiés of England met 6n the high 
seas. The fact that the Bradkeé took no 
Prisoners And sank. every prize goes a 
long way toward proving the piracy 
theory. 

The Braake captured a Spanish mer- 
chantmah coming up from South Amer- 
ican ports ladén with rich tribute from 
the Spanish colonies; transferred the 
precious cargo to her own hold and 
burned the vessel: Another Spanish ship 
bringing a church service of richly 
Jeweled gold plate to a New World ca- 
thedral encountered the privateer and 
suffered the same fate. The next to fall 
a victim to the Braake’s rapacity was 
a Frenchman carrying silks, spices, 
brandy and bars of gold and silver, and 
that, too, was sent:to the bottom after 
it had been despoiled. At last -the 
Braake was overtaken by a hurricane 
when nearing the American coast, was 
blown far out of’ her course and sank 
off Cape Henlopen. 

Several of the crew pre in a small 
boat and reached land. Their tales of 
the treasure on the sunken ship caused 
expeditions t6 be fitted out, But nothing 
was brought up except pieces of the 
anchor chain and a cannon or two, Dur-

The Hill Towns.- 
O matter how impressive work may 
be at the moment, at times it has 
a way of'fading out as soon as one 
leaves its, presence: oh the contrary, at 
times, mémory may strengthen a first 
impression. The latter is the case with 
the paintirig by Edward Bruce. The rea- 
son is an illusive one.. It may be be- 
cause the artist works intellectually 
rather than emotionally that he does 
not move his audience strongly at the 
time, but that the intellectual strength 
is such that it carries and holds. 
Edward Bruce is well known as a col- 
lector and student of Chinese art. In 
his work there seem to be several in- 
fluences, Chinese, French, dominated 
partly by the. country in which he 
paints, by the character of the Italian 
hill town..

OUR first word on entering the 
Ferargil Gallery hung with Ernest 
Lawson's painting is s‘loyety,’’ and

DENMARK RECASTS CODE 
OF PENALTIES FOR CRIME 
i& is not often that a nation recasts 





e 


its entire Penal Code, but the new 
Bill of Punishments that Is to come 
into effect this year in Denmark marks 
such a sweeping change. It abolishes 
legal practices that have been in vogue 
for centuries and were last recognized 
in the codified Punishments ‘law pf 1866, 
Not only capital punishment passes out 
of legal existence in Denmark—it has 
ot~been ‘enforced for thirty years in 
at country—but life imprisonment also 


ceases under the new law even to be the 


mandatory , sentence’ for first degree 
murder. It must. be imposed only for 
an attempt on the life of the sovereign. 


In all other’ cases it may- be waived at|- 


the discretion of the Judge.. The longest 
‘sentence he can impose is one of eighteen 
years for all.other cases. 

The indeterminate sentence, resting on 
the social rehabilitation of the prisoner; 
which for some years has been gaining

America, is given the full force of 
Danish law. . .

Rhodes Scholarships, which en- 
titles winners to .three years at 
Oxford University, England, 

fourteen have been. Scouts. ‘The part 
that Scouting can be credited with in 
furthering Cecil. Rhodes’s.. plan for 
broadening the understanding between 
the United States and England is shown 
in a questionnaire filled out by twenty- 
seven of the scholars-elect. The ques- 
tionnaire was.sent to the men by the 
ational Scout office. 

* Fifteen of the boys earned part of 
their. way through high school, fourteen 
part of their way through college. 

Three earned all their high school ex- 
penses and eight all of ar college 
tuition an! fees. 

Only nine high school bois did not 
contribute to their expenses and only 
five, as college men, did not work to 


meet any of their financial necessities. 


To the question, ‘‘What have you done 
to keep yourself in good physical con- 
dition?" twenty-six of’ the’ twenty-seven 
responses detailed active and’ persistent 
participation in sports and compétitive 
athletics. 

The benefits received from scouting as 
enumerated by the men may be grouped 
generally as: Value of outdoor-life and 
love. of nature (nine replies); develop- 
ment of ‘high standafds and ideals 
(seven); comradeship with other boys 
under right conditions (four); practical 
knowledge through tests (five), 

Out of the thirteen Rhodes scholars 
who had no contact with scouting as 
boys, four express regret of their inabil- 
ity to join because of no troop. <A fifth 
pays high tribute to- scouting, and a 
sixth is now in the mbvement as an As- 
sistant Scoutmaster.. The positions held 


by all, except two, are significant points 
in the development attained. These posi- 
tions fall under the general classification 
of captain or manager of football teams, 
captain of military company, leader in 
student bodies, editer’of college publica- 
tions, president of debating societies, 
fraternity officer, social worker, winner 
of scholastic distinction. 

Twenty-one replies specified a decision 
as ‘to life work. Teaching headed the 
list with eight followers, law with 5, 
medicine 1, ministry 1, writer 1,: United 
States Army 1, diplomacy 1. 

Factors in individual cases that- have 
contributed most to clear thinking and 
decision#as to what ‘his life work should 
be, are summed up as follows: Thirteen 
stated studies and reading; five, the 
influence of father’s life and profession;

A handsome youth acting &s or- 
derly soon had the long table between i 
us covered with sweetmeats, coffee and | 
cigarettes, and thus cared for I set- 
tled back to study for a moment this 

- attventurous ‘young General. 

His: face was long, rather thin, with 
a complexion somewhat dimmed by three 
yéars’ imprisonment in China. His steel- 
gray eyes radiated an impression that 
the General was socially agreeable, 
however disagreeable on a battleftfeld. 
Most striking was his style of coiffure, 
for he conformed to the Cossack method | 
of hatrdressing. The head was shaven 
with 
bang-over the forehead; on the left side 
of the head the hair had been permitted 
to grow. quite long in one place and | 
there it was brushed straight up. The 
General broké the silence by guessing 
that I had come to hear an account of 
his adventures in Siberia and China. 


With -Czechs to Omsk. 


Thus the ice was broken, and em- 
_bellishing his story with a few words of 
‘English, Russian and German he told 
me. the following: 

Born on April 9, 1891, in Yalta, a 
small town in the Russian Crimea, he 
completed his educational courses and 
-selected a military career for himself. 
Promotion came quickly, until when but 
©°7 years old he found himself a Gen- 
eral in the Imperial Army, stationed in 
Russian Turkestan. : 

It was while he was there that the 
red clouds of impending’ Bolshevism 
came rolling over and the General buck- 
led on his belt and sabre. Along with a 
contingent 6f Czechs the Ataman -Annen- 
koff ‘led his ‘command toward Omsk. 
The march was a continual battle. Bol- 
sheviki had news of their coming and 
each bend in the road became the scene 
of a further encounter. It was at Omsk 
that the enemy attacked in earnest. Un- 
der his command the Ataman had 300 
infantry, 300 cavalry and approximately 
500 Czech troops, whereas 5,000 excel- 
lently equipped men waited beneath the 
Red flag. 

The month of May had begin t6 thaw 
the Siberian Winter. Eighty-three Bol- 
shevist machine guns barked furiously 
at the twelve belonging to the Ataman. 
But through this hell of léad and fire 
the young General sat tight. For a 
moment fortune turned. It was from 
other Sources than the General that I 
heard of his exploit on this bloody field. 

It seems that he had become hemmed 
into a nasty corner, and certain death 
lay in wait on every trail out of this 
position. Commanding his small body- 
guard to retire to a position of safety, 
the General armed himself with a ma- 
chine gun. 4 

Kills Hundreds With Machine Gun. 

From one point to another he carried 
ft In a fury, pouring out death to the 
Bolshevist lines with a sureness that 
soon deprived. them of all discipline. 
Hundreds fell under the fire of this 
Ione soldier until, confident that they 
were opposed by a huge contingent, 
they retreated, leaving the Ataman cap- 
ter of many machine guns and much 
heavy artillery. 

The campaign against the Bolsheviki: 
was @ losing one, though, and one by 
one the leaders who had taken up arms 
against them fell out of the ranks. 
Dutoff, Kolchak and Semyonoff were 
dead or gone abroad. After the end of

‘At least two-thirds of his replies be-. 
tokened a “very noticeably diminishet' 
interest’’ in mathematics, both for its/ 
own sike and as a disciplinary aid of 
modern education.

importance of mathématics. in the minds 
of the younger. generation as due to 
the varying influences of these causes: 

1) Too many students for sound teach-. 
ing; (2) crowded and diffuse study pro- 
grams; (8) less general respect for: 
mathematics as mental discipline; (4) 
“soft teaching,”’ with consequent lack of 
thoroughness; (5) altogether too many 
interests. outside the classroom and the 
study hall; (6) a greater proportion of 
pleasure-loving and “tender-minded”’ 
students, and (7) the tendency of teach- 
ere and professors to appraise the se- 
lective and inhibitive powers of youth

These 
prices appear in the original manuscript 
daybodk kept by Colonel Timothy Pick- 
ering, as Quartermaster..General of the 
Army at Newburgh and New York City 
from. April 1, 1784, te May 12,-1786, which 
has been received by the New York ‘Pub- 
lic Library—a gift from E. O. Weeks of 
Tenafly, N. J. 

‘The. book ‘is a treasure recovered, for 
every carefully written page had been 
pasted over ,with newspaper clippings 
some seventy or seventy-five years ago. 


‘Serving ignominiously as a scrapbook, 


the volume retained its identity only in 
the title on its cover, three written lines, 
whieh said: “‘Day Book—1 April 1784— 
Q. M. G.’s Office.’’ 

Mr. Weeks describes the manner in 
which he rescued the old record, saying: 

“The book was set astride a slender 
rod and immersed in a tub of water, and 
after a few hours the scraps of paper

First to Oppose British Arms. 


Colonel Pickering, who posted this day 
book, lived to see the first seven  Presi- 


_dents of this country inaugurated. He 


was active in public affairs for forty 
years, the combined period of the first 
six Presidents. 

In 1774 he wrote and delivered ‘‘The 
Address of the People of Salem’’ direct- 
ed to Governor Gage in the matter of 
the Boston Port bill: With a small body 
of his Essex militia, Colonel Pickering 
opposed the march of Colonel Leslie, 
when the latter, with 140 redcoat regu- 
lars, was ordered by Governor Gage to 
proceed to Salem and seize such rebel 
cannon as should be found there. This 
was‘ opposition under arms, the first 
preceding the Revolutionary War, ante- 
dating by full eight months a similar 
sition at Hampton, Va., 
which took place on Oct. 27, 1775.

Pickering was. successively Chief Jus- 
tice of/ the Hssex. Court .of Common 
Pleas, United States’ Senator (eight 
member of the Board of War 
of his» native State during the War of 
1812-15, and Representative in Congress 
(1815-17).. He died June 29, 1829, in his 
eighty-fourth year: 

Colonel. Pickering’s day book, in his 
own handwriting and covering a period 
of two Years, contains a collection of 
items large and small. The entries for 
three~days are made under the head 
Newburgh, the remainder are dated 
New. York, to which the Quartermaster 
General removed - with his family. 
From April 1, 1784, to May tea 1786, is 
the period covered. 

Before resigning General Greene had 
said he would remain in office if addi- 
tional provision were made to cover ex- 
penses of his family. A counter-scheme 
Was proposed by Congress. and Greene} 
resigned. Colonel Pickering must have 
been more successful in getting the de- 
sired arrangement, for the day book 
shows a long Hist of ‘‘provisions supplied 
to Q. M. G.’s family at Newburgh,”’ &c., 
running from April, 1783, to January, 
1785. The average value received a 
year was $240, but a great deal was to 
be had in those days for that amount 
of money. 


When Solid Food Was Cheap. 

How low in price were some domestic 
products is indicated in the following 
entries in the Colonel’s handwriting: 
Six fowls, 1 turkey and 1 goose, 12 
shillings; 21 pounds of veal at 4% pence, 
7 shillings 11 pence; 8% pounds of lamb 
at 6 pence, 4 shillings 3 pence; *18 
pounds of beef at 8 pence, 12 shillings 
(a boiling piece). Five lobsters totaled 
3 shillings 9 pence. One hundred oysters 
cost 4 shillings 4-pence. 

Under June 1, 1783, is an entry: ‘To 
Gusbert Schenk, for 1 barrel of apples, 
1 turkey and 3 barrels of cider—3 pounds 
19 shillings.’’ 

Imported products were high. 
is an entry: ‘1 lb. green tea, £1 4s.; 
2 Ibs. hyson, £2; 1 lb. souchong, 14 
shillings; 1 Ib. bohea, 7 shillings.’’ An- 
other entry is for coffee: ‘98 Ibs., 
2s. 6d.”' 

There are occasional charges for ‘‘tea- 
water,”’ which Mr. Weeks thinks meant 
a pure spring water brought into New 
York from a distance. 

The day book shows that at that time 
a box of lemons cost £4 15s:; a cask 
of raisins, £4 10s; 4 dozen bottles 
of claret, £12; 5 bottles of sweet oil, 
£2. Flour was {£1 7s, a _ hundred- 
weight, loaf sugar 1s. 6d. per pound, 
while an item which the donor of the 
day book considers particularly interest- 
ing is for ‘“‘one gallon St. Patrick 
Spirits at 16 shillings.’’

HEN science finds its Homer and 
V V its Macaulay there will be writ- 
ten chronicles of indomitable 
courage and sacrifice. America will be 
represented in the record ©f those who 


stood intrepid in the far-flung battle 


‘| between the X-ray and disease in gen- 


eral as well as in the more familiar 
conquest of mosquito-borne yellow fever. 
France supplied a chapter for the epic 
of roentgenology and_ radiology this 


‘year when the names of Bergonie and 


Demenitroux were added to the roll of 
martyrs to the relief of human suffering. 

Material for a new chapter, almost 
equally arresting, is being added ‘to in 





about a number of extensions of its ap- 
plication to the cure of disease and the 
alleviation of suffering—at cost of danger 
and wounds to himself.

At this dinner, held in Washington, 
Dr. Baetjer was presented with an 
album containing hundreds of messages 
of devoted admiration from men in all 
parts of the world with whom he had 
been’ in contact since his\ student days. 
British and French, as well as American 
scientists, spoke in appreciation of the 
work of this pioneer, whe was to them 
‘the last of the old guard.’’

+ Although it is a genuine -historical 
®elic, Billopp House has been a bone of 
sontention for nearly forty years, and 
ell previous attempts to acquire the 
building for public purposes ‘haye been 
_@efeated, largely because the. bellef has 
“persisted that it is a Royalist monument, 
The last Billopp to occupy,the house 
Qhrew his influence against the Revolu- 
tion and gave billets to. the British 
woldiers of Lord Howe; on the other 
hand, Billopp House is associated with 
Benjamin Franklin, John Adams and 
Edward Rutledge, who sat in the big 
“Yoonron the right of the main hall and 
told the British commander that» Amer- 
fica must be treated as an independeént 
Ration. 

In the Staten Island Museum at St. 
George, alongside a model of Billopp 
House, ig a miniature tableau of the.con- 
‘ference, designed and executed by Ed- 

‘.avard J. Burns. Moss covers the floor 
Uet.the room, which had been roughly 
Handled by the redcoats, and the walls 
“are freshened with leaves. The_ dele- 
-gata sit at a round table, and through 
the rear windows one can see the waters. 
‘of the Arthur Kill and Raritan Bay, 
fwith a ship at anchor near shore. 


Wine for the Delegates, 


Lord Howe faces Franklin, and at the 
British commander’s left hand sits his 
“Wecretary, Henry Strachey, with quill 
“pen, ink well and paper. Next. to 
Strachey is Rutledge, and directly across 
‘the table from Howe is Adams, lodking 
very gtave. Three wine bottles and four 
glasses are within reach. Strachey, curi- 
ously enough, has no glass. It may be 
@ssumed that, as he had to keep the 
minutes, he also must keep a clear head. 
The small wax figures, dressed in the 
‘costumes .of the period, are realistic, 
‘having been modeled after careful 
studies of pictures of the four delegates, 
The conference was held on Sept. ‘11, 
3776, soon after the continental forces 
had been defeated at the Battle of Long 
island.

The first Billopp, also named Christo- 
pher, came from, England in 1667 in his 
small ship Bentley, mounting two guns. 
At that time the Duke of York, after- 
Wardalames II. of England, was worried 
as to whether Staten Island should be-, 
long to New.

that garret.’’« 

Captain Christopher Billopp married a 
sister of Thomas Farmer,.and to them 
a daughter was born. Eugenia was her 
name, Eugenia married Thomas Farmer, 
her cousin, who adopted the name Bil- 
lopp, or Billop,’as some spell it. One of 
their two children was the Chfistepher 
Billopp of Revolutionary fame. 

Young Billopp grew up to be the teak: 
cal country squire, and a man of promi- 
nence in the Staten Island community. 
He was Chief of Police and a Lieutenant 
Colonel in the British Army. He was 
keenly devoted to dogs and horses and 
was a genial host. In his day ,Billopp 
House was the scene of many entertain- 
ments, among his guests being Lord 
Howe and the British Generals Corn- 
wallis and Burgoyne. 


Had Many Enemies. 


After the Revolution began Billopp 
House became Howe's headquarters and 
the estate a camp-of redcoats. Billopp, 
however, saw little active service. He 
was captured, escaped, and recaptured. 
He had-many enemies, not only because 
he had cast his lot with the British, but 
because many people, particularly those 
living in New Jersey, thought that 
Staten Island should belong to that 
Province and regarded \Billopp as the 
agent that had cheated them out -of 
what they believed to be their right. 

Today Billopp House is merely a shell. 
The walls stand firm, but the rain 
splashes through broken windows and a 
leaky roof. The family burial ground 
was desecrated years ago, the_fine old 
trees that surrounded the house are 
rearly all gone, and the charming lawn 
that sloped down to the water is now a 
lawn in name only. A shell of a dwell- 
ing, but to it clings the memory of three 
Americans who. even in defeat, told @ 
British General that he was dealing not 
with a dependency but with a new na- 
tion. 





NEW HOUSING DRIVES OUT 
tet LONG ISLAND WILD LIFE

OW long can the remaining wild 
H life of Long Island hold out 

against the rapid extension of the 
Buburbs? Nature students and. conser- 
wationists are seeking the answer. At 
the rate that wooded tracts are being 
cut out in order to make room for hous- 
fng, it seems only a matter of a few 
years before the remaining woodland 
denizens will disappear. 


Looking over the annals of Long 
Island’s zoological history we find that 
the land was once inhabited by timber 
wolves, which long since disappeared; 
@s well as by an abundance of rac- 

“eoons, skunxs, foxes, even bears. Dan- 
fel Denton, a reliable naturalist, writing 
{mn 1670, stated that the shores of Long 
Island were frequented during Winter 
by large numbers of whales and gram- 
puses and a multitude of seals. There 
were also turkeys, heath hens, quail, 

. partridge, pigeons, cranes and geese of 
Beveral sorts. 


But a survey of the conditions con- 
ferning wild life on Long Island today 
@iséloses that the raccoon and skunk 
virtually have been exterminated. The 
“heath heh vanished long ago and also 
the ‘turkey, the pigeon and the crane. 

Quail and partridge can be found only 
within. privaté gunning preserves which 
Mre restocked from the South every 
Spring by gun clubs, to be shot off in 
the Fall. Efforts to save these birds 
from total extermination by the passage 
of legislation for a five years’ closed 
Beason have failed year after year as 
the result of opposition from sportsmen’s 
clubs. Dr. Eugene Swope, director of 
the Roosevelt Bird Memorial Sanctuary 
at Oyster Bay, reports that during the

larly along the north shore. There 
every effort is being made to extermi- 
nate the animals on the excuse that 
they aye a menace to gunning in that 
they Kill quail and rabbits. But Réy- 
nard, who has incidentally played an 
important part in ridding wooded terri- 
tories of rodents such as rats and 
weasels, appears of the belief that if 
the gunner can take his slfire of game 
why should he not have his for work 
rendered in destroying obnoxious ro- 
dents? : 

It can be said, however, that the fox, 
Hke the raccoon, the skunk, the-wolf 
and the bear will have to disappear 
before long. Despite this crafty char- 
acteristics he is ascertaining that he 
now has few friends and where ever 
he travels, death is lurkihg’ nearby. 


Through the’ efforts of the New York | 
Conservation Commission, pheasants. are- 


being. saved from depletion and _ possible 
extermination. Eggs are distributed 
among farmers who place them under 
hens and take care of the pheasants 
until they are able to fly away. But 
how long will enthusiasm for. this 
method of propagating pheasants con- 
tinue? 

There are still a large number of deer 
on Long-Island.‘ Their presence has in- 
spired a sportsmen’s club to put forth 
efforts to lift the eighteen-year-old ban 
on hunting the animals. A bill provid- 
ing for a month’s open season on deer 
shooting for Long Island introduced res 
cently by Assemblyman John G. Downs 
of Cutchogue is now awaiting action by 
the Conservation Committee of the 
Legislature. It is doubtful whether it 
will ever leave that body. * 

It is predicted not alone by naturalists 
but by officials of the Stdte Conserva- 
tion Commission that a month’s open 
season would result in- the total ex- 
tinction of the deer. Long Island deer 
lately have been subject to considerable 

abuse and slaughter. The writer, fol- 
lowing a survey of wild life conditions: 
on Long Island, was told that the de- 
struction of deer at night was not -un- 
mon. Jack lights, I was informed, 


were used’ for this purpose, and. the: 


bodies of the animals were carried into 
Manhattan in motor cars. 

Two species of wild life appear to be 
holding out—the opossum and the duck. 
Duck shooting in the past Winter was 
said to be better- along the Long Island 
coast than in many years, while opos- 
sum were observed in localities in 
which they had never been seen before.

What is the stake that led these 
nations into war and kept them _ bad 
neighbors for thirty years?

Meeting With Ford. 


This part of the record brings the 
story down t6 the new century. The 
Aladdin days still lay ahead. In 1900 
the brothers were well in their 30s 
and had achieved nothing to show that 
the promise of youth was to have such 
“rich fulfillment. But the speculations 
of their early days had crystalized into 

sound experience on which any kind 

f achievement might be built.

the new medium of the automobile, 
The Dodges had acquired a little money

‘ment as security. In 1901 they fell heir 
to shop and equipment and by necessity 
| took over the business. There was noth- 
ing else to do, because the borrower was 
(@nable to proceed, and selling their se- 
| surity meant low prices for junked ma-

Destiny so managed matters that 
Henry Ford was striving at that time 
and in that city to build his first auto- 
mobile. He also had an inventive strain, 
to which was added a definite notion that 
the automobile would work wonders in 
transportation. Other men were busy; 
moved by the same idea. Ford had 
turned out one or two cars and launched 
one company. But nothing worth re- 
counting had come of his efforts. In‘the 


made’ Ford’s .éyes shine. He engaged 
them to work for him, and the mastery 
of Horace E.. Dodge over gas engines 
came into play. 

From Coal te Autecar. 


While these acquaintances were in: the 
making, experiment. went on with auto- 
mobile engines of. all kinds. From the 
first this industry centred in Detroit. 
Ford had been a coal buyer for a local 
industry, and one of his friends. was a 
big coal dealer, Alexander G. Malcolm- 
‘son. ‘This. man-used to visit the Ford 
shop in an old barn, and look. over his 
experiments. 
panied by James Couzens,. the Malcolm- 


gan. 


Malcolmson saw that Ford was not 
likely to get ahead fast on his own ac- 
count, and feared that his basic ideas 
for a two-valve gasoline motor engine 
would come to nothing in the face of 
competition backed by capital. So he 
advised Ford to found’ a company, tak- 
ing in\Couzens and a few others. 

It was obvious that the Dodges should 
be counted upon. Their shop and ex- 
perience were capital assets. Couzens 
supplied about $2,500 and a business 
head, for which he afterward took out

Thus the Ford Motor Company got un- 
der way. Once fairly ggarted, the en- 
terprise went ahead rapidly.

hicle used to-be known. In the first 
year the -production reached 1,708 of 
these cars. Detroit thought it marvel- 
ous that they ran at.all. But run they 
did and demand increased... 

Ford’s original share in the company 
was a fourth, afterward increased to a 
substantial majority. The enterprise had 
an authorized capitalization of $100,000, 





with $28,000 paid-in,’ of which -a large 
part came ‘from the Dodges. The ‘two 
men*had found a field for their abilities 
and inclinations that brought forth the 
best in them, 

Opportunity came to the brothers when 
théy “were waiting; “like” highly ~ trained 
runners, poised fora great effort.. The 





years of varied work and sound experi- 


ence wére about to be capitalized. ‘They 
took the Ford engine and the Ford idea 
and worked over it like masters perfect- 
ing a-jewel. Under their hands the Ford 
engine began to show new qualities. 
Soon they had helped to make it a suc- 
cess, 

That estimate is the collective judg- 
ment of automobile men who knew Ford 





and the two Dodges in their pioneer 
days. Ford had the engine and the idea. 
The Dodges had the mechanical skill 
needed to perfect both. 

Meanwhile, Couzens was hard at work 
on ‘the books, keeping. records, tracing 
costs, geting Jown early and staying 
late. Perhaps no four men in the whol< 
history of industry ever ‘were better met 
than this group. It was to be expected 
that their combined efforts would, prove 
a mighty lever to move the world. Any 
other result scarcely would have been 
possible. | 

From the day it became fpparent that 
autemobiles really would. run, Amert- 
cans tiirned to them with a sure\instinct. 
Intensive application in many fants 
produced automobiles of many kinds: If 
an exhibit of the typical models in that 
day ould be arranged now it would 
provide a curious contrast. And none 
of the early cars were more..curious 
than the Ford. ., 


But Ford had the specific idea of a 
dependable car at a modest price. While 
others were experimenting witn auto- 
mobiles of every shade and speed, Ford 
remained steadfast to. this concep- 
tion. The history of that conception: ih 
{ts later phases is a history well known, 
with more than 10,006,000 cars produced 
under the Ford name. ~ 


In Sight of Fortune. 


‘" Whe first’ fen years of the century were 
stirring days in the Ford plant, with 
the founder and the Dodges and the 
future Senator bending their backs to 
make the company successful. Other 
‘partners lent able support, and by de- 
grees the Ford car, became the recog- 
nized staridard among low-priced auto- 
mobiles.

which the emaciated and starveddnmates 
are unable to do.

builder of locomotives. Getting the next 

thing well done and nat bothering with 
ttomorrow’s problems is the first prin- 

ciple of his doctrine. He believes that a 

man’s job should be his joy, and when 

it isn’t that condition implies something 

wrong with the job or the man—usually 

the man, because a balky job can be 

turned into joy by the metaphysics of 
pptimism. 

“‘Almost anybody can accomplish almost 
anything if only he has the will to do 
it,” was the way Mr. Vauclain ex- 
pressed the matter, striding the floor in 
his apacious office at Spring Garden and 
Broad Streets, Philadelphia. It is an 
old-fashioned office of liberal size with- 
out any atmosphere of haste. The man 
striding the floor almost might be termed 
old-fashioned, a big man, more than six 
feet, wearing a cutaway coat and a 
black bow tie of long ago. He commands 
18,000 other men every day but has the 
look of a leader who directs by under- 


\ standing, not by mere right of author- 


ity. He has a contemplative air and a 
philosopher’s creed. 


“The hard thing in life is not -to make 
the money needed for happiness, but to 
find the job you can do best,”” continued 
Mr. Wauclain. ‘‘I suppose that some 
men never really hit upon their voca~- 
tion’ But, broadly speaking, the right 
job for every man is the thing that he 
must do next. I doubt whether many 
of us ever pick our jobs; we just happen 
upon them, or they happen upon -us. 
Presently we get .acquainted with each 
other and both decide that the other fel- 
low will do pretty well. That is the 
way to know your job. Make it your 
friend. Invest it with a. personality and 
give your job the chance that you would 
give your friend. Do not cheat or skimp 
it; be loyal and zealous and’,your job 
will reward you with every joy of 
friendship.’’ 


Mr. Vauclain rapidly sketched this 
page from his creed, speaking with the 
off-hand emphasis of conviction.

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‘Moffat Road’ 's Six-Mile Boring Onder Divide Will Be Gateway) 
to Isolated Region of West, Rich in N atural Resources a 


HEN the approaching Spring 
has penetrated the high val- 
leys of the Colorado Rockies 

i this year there will remain 
but two more years of isola- 

‘tion. for one of the richest, yet one of 
the least known‘ and teast~ developed, 
districts in-the United States. 


developed coal lands more extensive in 
area than those of both Pénnsylvania 
and West Virginia combined, containing 
oll shale lands with enough undeveloped 
oll to supply the United States at its 
present rate of consumption for ‘1,000 
years, and containing of: and gas re- 
serves underground that have been but 
slightly probed—such an area, almost 
in the geographical centre of the United 
States, will be opened to development 
after two more years of snow-bound 
seclusion behind the Rocky Mountains, 
when the Moffat Tunnel is aie tas in 
1927, 


That is why the old settlers of the vast 
region embracing Northwest Colorado, 
Southwest Wyoming and Northeast Utah 
eit in their log cabins and smile happily. 
In their inland empire, beside the coal 
and oil, they tflave more than 10,000,- 
000,000 feet of the finest pine timber, 
practically inexhaustible stores of Yule 
Creek marble, millions of acres of rich 
farming land, range for thousands of 
cattle and sheep, stores of precious met- 

. als and millions of kilowats of undevel- 
oped water ‘power. 


Opening « Vast Garden. 


The Moffat Tunnel, a dream fifty 
years old, is*more than one-third com- 
pleted, 1,200 feet beneath the ten-foot 
snowdrifts that annually block the puny 
Denver & Salt Lake Rallroad over Coro- 
na Pass. The engineers are drilling 
away at the granite of James Peak, 
reaming out the six-mile bore that will 
earry development In and products out 
of this little-known region of potentiali- 
ties. 

It fs a vast garden, that mountain- 
locked district, yet so securely blockaded 
that it was not until development on the 
plains beyond the mountains to the east 
was well under way that the hardy first 
settlers ventured into it. The first trans- 
continental reutes, those used br the 
wagoz trains first of all, went either to 
the north of it or to the south. That 
towering wall of the Continental Divide 
was too forbidding. They went north, 
throvgh what is now Wyorirg. or 
south, through New Mexico. When the 
wailroads crossed the continent they, too, 
went north or south to continue toward 

' the west. 

Fifty years ago one of Denver's great 
dreamers, David Moffat, realized the. 
need of the region and built a railroad 
‘from Denver westward. He celled it the 
Denver & Salt Lake Ratircad, and in- 
tended exfending it on to the Utah cap- 
ital. But his own fortune and the for- 
tunes of his aids wers srent by the 
time the narrow gauge rcad had wormed 
fts way across Corona Pass tn thé Con- 
tinental Divide and stumbled on to 
Steamboat Springs. There the project 
halted. Even today it has been carried 
only fifty miles further west. 

Snow King Triumphs. 

In, the first\ Winter the ten-foot snow- 
rifts in Corona Pass cost more to re- 
move than the road had cost to keep in 
operation the other months of the year. 
Tt was sometimes a week’s ‘work to clear 
the track so that a train might reach 
the western terminus, and to return to 
Denver required the same amount of 
labor and time. The road was imprac- 
tical. It soon fell into bankruptcy and 
has never been a success, 

David Moffat, when he built his rail- 
roac, realized that the one way to es- 
tablish connection with that Western 
Slope district was by digging a tunnel. 
But tunnels, cost many millions, more 
then than now, so Mr. Moffat built his 
road -over the mountains and-falled in 
his dream. 

The West began to develop more in- 
tensively. The plains country east of 
the Rockies became farming land, {rri- 
gated by the Platte and the Arkansas 
Rivers, and the foothills to the south 
yielded coal and iron, and Pueblo and 
Trinidad grew up. Far to the west, in 
the country where Colorado and Utah 
meet,’ Grand Junction grew into a com- 
munity of horticulturists who’ found 
there warmth of climate and fertility of 
soil. 

But between the two-districts still lay 
the land-locked valleys of forests and 
coal deposits and wide ranges. The 
plight of the region was finally brought 
before the Colorado State Legislature. 
After prejudice and professional opposi- 
tion had been overcome, a bill was 

_ passed authorizing the creation of a 
tunnel district, a tunnel commission, 
and the expending df moneys sufficient 
to dig the tunnel—the second longest in 
the world, a bore 16 by 24 feet, to ex- 
tend beneath James Peak for a distance 
of six miles. 

Almost Two Miles High. 

Extensive surveys were made, engi- 
heers were retained, and in October, 
1923, actual work on the construction 
Was begun. At the east portal, about 
‘fifty miles from Denver, the tunnel en- 
ters the mountain at an altitude of 
9,190 feet. From there the bore grad- 
‘ually works upward to 9,222 feet near 
the middle, then downward to the west 
portal, whose elevation is 9,100 feet.’ 
The huge bore will carry two railroad 
tracks when completed,- as well as 
power lines. 

As David Moffat ‘realized even when 
he built his railroad over Corona Pass, 
this tunnel will open the western slope 
of the Rocky Mountains to all-year traf- 
fic, for it will connect on the west 
slope with the original Moffat railroad 
below the snow blockade line. (On the 
_@ast side of the range it enters the 
Mountain at a pdint also below the 


» blockade line. «It will eliminate twenty- 


* three miles of the present railfoad, 
“=. practically. all of which: is above’ tim- 
ber line, on a 4 per cent. grade. 
In addition, the building of the Dot- 
gero cut-off, a forty-one-mile branch 
railroad, from the west portal of the 
’unnel will reduce the distance from 
Glenwood Springs, on the westebn slope;

Pa. The problem heretofore in market- 
ing the marble has been to ship it to 
a market reasonably. 

Work was begun on the tunnel from 
both portals"at the same time, about 
650 men being employed. Coincident 
with driving the main tunnel, a smaller, 
or pioneer, tunnel is being drilled sev- 
enty-five feet south of the bigger one. 
This pioneer tunnel is eight feet square. 
When completed it will be used az a 
conduit for carrying water from the 
west, slope to the east slope for irri- 
gation purposes. Cross-cuts are driven 
every 1,500 feet from the pioneer tunnel 
to the.main bore, and work in the rail- 
road, tunnel is being carried on from 
several points. 

Automobiles will be carried through 
the tunnel on flat cdrs. Thug motorists 


will be enabled to make the trip over 
the Continental Divide at all seasons. 


The highways between Eastern and 
Western Colorado cross the Divide by 
way of passes that are blocked with 
snow about half the year. The tunne 
will serve still other public uses in pro- 
viding ,passage for telephone, telegraph 
and power cables.and an oil pipe line. 

In the first fifteen months of work, 
up to Jan. 1, 1925, 13,029 feet of the 
pioneer or water tunnel were completed, 


and 12,030 feet of the main heading in 
the railroad tunnel were driven.. The 
completed tunnel will be 32,150 feet in 
length, which indicates 40.5 per cent. 
of the water tunnel completed and 37.4 
per cent. of the main bore. y 

On the east slope the workmen drove 
immediately into a solid rock formation 
of granite-gneiss, where progress was 
comparatively rapid because no shoring 
up or timbering was necessary. On the 
west slope, howéver, a soft formation of 
weathered and broken granite-gneiss has 
required heavy timbering and has slowed 
up progress considerably. While the 
construction at the west portal has been 
more expensive’ than was estimated, 
that at the east portal has been far 
enough below estimate to make up. 

An Isolated Empire. 


If the present rate of progress is 
maintained the water tunnel will be 
completed in time to carry west slope 
water over to the Denver side for the 
Colorado Golden Jubilee, the State's fif- 
tieth anniversary, in 1926. ‘The work on 
the main tunnel, however, is not.stipu- 
lated by contract to be completed until 
July of 1927. 

“For two. more Winters, then, must

have been made in this huge coal: bed 
at various times, but-never more than 
dabblings. Mining in there has been 
futile to any extent greater than to 
supply fuel for the, near-by ranches, for 
transportation to the outside world, even 
in .the few months of the year’ when it 
operated, was prohibitive in price. 

There are veritable mountains of oil 
shale, which, according to. well-gauged 
estimates, will yield more than 8,000,000 
barrels! of crude oil of a grade higher 
than the average produced in the wells

of the country. Colorado alone’ has 
$00,000 acres of such oil shale land, 
containing 75,000 barrels of ofl to the 
acre. Utah has three times that acre- 
age. 


Oil shale is a variety of soft slate 
impregnated with crude oil. The oil is 
extracted from the rock by a process of 
crushing and distilling, the oil being 
driven’ off ‘by heating. Until very re- 
cently this process was too expensive for 
commercial use in America, where ex- 
tensive’ subterranean lakes are so easily 
tapped. The average cost of producing 
oil from wells in the last year was $2.17 
a barrel, while the Pennsylvania crude, 
from which the finest lubricating oils 
are made, cost as high as $4.50 a bar- 
rel. Oil from -shale produced in the 
United States, in contrast to these costs, 
has been produced for the last eight 
years at an average cost of $1.50 a Bar- 
rel in several plants doing actual full- 
time extraction, notably the plant at 
Elko, *Nev. © *

With the opening of the Moffat. Tun- 
nel the Conservation, Service and the 
Department of the Interior will probably 
find it necessary to intervene to protect 
the headwaters of the Bear, and the 
Grgnd River from the soft \of limbérs 
men who infest newly opened regions. 
Stripping. that country of its present 
timber would be robbing the Elephant 


Butte and the Roosevelt Dam. reclama- 
tion. projects sof their  life-bringing 
water, and would rob the projected Col- 
orado River dam -of its-head of water. 
The fact remains that there ts timber 
by the thousands of acres, much of 
which may never have been seen by 
white men. 
All this vast timberland affords rich 
range sufficient.to feed thousands 
of.cattle and sheep. Herds of both are 
at present being run in that . country. by 
bold ranchmen: who winter their sheep 
on the warm benches of New Mexico, or 
cut. hundreds of tons of wild hay to feed 
their steers through the Winter months. 


Live stock of that region must now _be 


driven long distances to be Piivees. 
When the. tunnel is completed the 
keting Sf stock jn Denver or 
City or Chicago will be comparatively 
easy. 

These same markets will be as accessi- 


HOME ECONOMICS SCHOOL NOW A COLLEGE 


HE Home Economics School at 
Cornell University began its ca- 
reer twenty-five years ago ip an 
attic in one of the College of 
Agriculture buildings. In | its 
quarter of a century it has grown 
to such ar extent that Governor 
Smith felt justified in signing phe 
bill making it a separate State col- 
lege, so that it now has equal rank ,with 
the Agriculture College that fostered it 
when it had few friends and little to do. 


When the 1925 class in home economics 
is graduated about eighty trained young 
women will go forth. ‘There are about 
600 students in the college at present, 
while through the Home Bureau some 
65,000 womén will have received instruc- 
tion in extension work. Twenty-five 
years ago the Home Econemics. School 
at Cornell was a pioneer eae in 
an undeveloped field. 


Home making had béen looked uppn as 
a necessity, but not as a science. The 
housewife did the best she could, using 
what knowledge she had gleaned from 
her own pract&al experience. Such far- 
seeing persons as Dr. Liberty Hyde 
Bailey, formerly dean of the College of 
Agriculture, and Miss Martha Van 
Rensselaer, who with Miss Flora Ross is 
now at the head-of the newly created 
college, realized the vast need and the 
unlimited possibilities of helping the 
women of the State. Not until then did 
organized study for bettering conditions 
in the home become feasible. 


The Home Is Recognized. 


Dean Bailey saw that to construct and 
maintain a wholesome and thriving agri- 
cultural community the home was as im- 
portant a- factor as the field, ahd that 
the farmer’s wife was an entity to be 
dealt with as Well as the farmer. “If 
home conditions are not right; farming 
cannot be right. Staple agriculture de- 
pends upon keeping the native stock on 
the farms contented and happy,” he 
used to say. i 


To carry out his theories of working 
with the farmer’s wife as well as with 
the farmer, he needed a woman’s assis- 
tance. At the time attention had been 
attracted by one of the State School 
Commissioners, a former high school 
teacher, who had been in office for six 
years. She was familiar with condi- 
tions -In schools and homes. In. those 
days school inspection jAmplied long 


-drives over dusty roads from township 


to township. As she stopped. in farm- 
house after farmhouse she made RI - 
notes of all she saw. 


> Among healthy, happy aie she 
found tired, work-worn mothers and un- 
dernourished children. She observed the 
lack of labor-saving devices and-felt-the 


school and acting as School Commis- 
sioner—namely, to Chautauqua courses. 
Not thirty ‘miles\from her native town 
of Randolph the Chautauqua School had 
its beginning under the leadership of 
Bishop Vincent. 

When, in 1900, she went to Corndll, 
there were already ingrained in her the 
understanding of the needs of the coun 
try and the small town woman and the 
knowledge that by means of home study 
through extension work many of these 
needs could be met. 

How to/reach the farmer’s wife was 
the first question that presented itself. 
Through the’farmer, of course. The 
Agricultural College, of which Miss Van 
Rensselaer became a part, had some 
6,000 mames on its mailing Mst. The 
next issue of printed matter to go forth 
after her arrival contained a question- 
naire addressed to the wife, asking 
what her problems were and what aid 
she would like to have in meeting them. 
From the farm women came: 2,000 
replies. 

Glorifying Housework. 

Thereupon began the series of bulle- 
tins to the homemakers of the States 
which have kept up ever since, increas- 
ing in their scope with every season. 
Out of them grew the orgsnization of 
the Home Bureau. The first pamphlet 
was entitled ‘‘Save Your Steps.’’ 

“Knowing as much as I did about 
housework,’’. said Miss Van Rensselaer 
in talking of the early stages of her 
work, “I went from course to course to 
see what I could find to apply to the 
problem in hand. My own . studies 
ranged from food values to Walt 
Whitman. 

“There has always been a mistaken 
opinion. in regard to housework,’’ she 


need of a message of beauty in the ar- }- 


rangement of furnishings. She appre- 
ciated that those mothers were eager 
to, learn and to improve. The facts that 
she gleaned from the ‘women ‘of Catta- 
raugus County «were truq. she knew, of 
most of the 8,000,000 women in the States. 
It was this young woman, Martha Van 
Rensselaer, whom Dean Bailey called to 
Cornell in 1900 to organize extension 
work among the farmérs’ wives” f 


Miss Van Reneselaer herself attributes if

continued. “It has been considered 
drudgery. Housework, when it applies 
modern art and science, ceases to be an 
occupation and becomes a vocation. It 
is of as much interest and as important 
for a woman to keep the kitchen sink 
clean as it is for a surgeon to wash 
his hands and‘ to use sterilized instru- 
ments. If the woman who is, setting 
her table would see that a principle of 
art underlies what she is doing, thé 
work would cease to bore-her. Even 
the most menial task to be performed 
in her house is part of the life of her 
family; upon the food she gives her 
children depends their future health. 
The average’ woman likes to’ draw a 
line between her household duties and 
her spiritual life. There is no ‘differen- 
tiation—housework is spiritual.’’ 

At the end of -1901 the membership 
of the redding course had risen to 6,000. 
In 1906 Winter classes were begun, fol- 
lowed by lectures for Cornell students. 

* he Department Grows. 

Home Economics had met with such 
enthusiasm that it seémed opportune to 
dignify it by making it a department of 
the College of Agriculture. When the 
project was first suggested to the then 
President of the university he ‘dryly re- 
marked: ‘‘Women on the Faculty? 
Never!’ But even so, it happened, in 
1907. - ® 

It was at that time that Flora Rose, 
a native of Colorado, came from Co- 





lumbia University to lecture on the care 
and‘ feeding of children. (She even then 
had started her own extension work, for 
she was feeding six babies by mail!) 
Miss Rose and Miss Van Rensselaer like 
to recall their dislike of each other when 
they first met. “But it is well known 
that it has been through their united 
efforts that the department has become 
sufficiently important to be made a col- 
lege, of which they are co-directors, each 
refusing to be distinguished above the 
other. Miss Van Rensselaer and Miss 
Rose were the first women to hold pro- 
fessorships in the university. ‘ ‘ 
Even a “Practice* Baby.’’ 

In 1819 an old farm house. on. the 
campus was acquired and turned into a 
“*practice house.’? Every girl who grad- 
uates from: the Home Economics Col- 
lege has her opportunity of being 
a housekeeper either in the farm house 
or in the model apartment which occu- 
pies part of the floor in the College 
building: ‘ 

It was Miss Rose, whose special in- 
terest is child-care, who suggested-that 
the “practice house’ should have. a 
“practice baby.’’ ‘““What will those 
women do next!’ exclaimed the trus- 
tees, but in due time a three-weeks-vld 


infant was installed in the model apart-- 


ment. Of the six or eight girls who live 
in the “practice house’ while they are 
learning the art and the science. of 
housekeeping, each one has a week at

, “About sixty per cent. of our gradu-- 
ates have married,”” says Miss Rose. 
“Much is known about the feeding of 
children: but the methods of applying 
child psychology are little known. There 
are not many people in the country at 
large prepared to instruct in this im- 
portant field. Inspired by the demonstra- 
tions made at the Merrill Palmer School 
of Detroit, courses in child training were 
begun at Cornell last year. We started 
with a Summer nursery under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Nellie Perkins, formerly as- 
sociated with the psychiatric clinic and 
ward of the University of Michigan. 
Courses were supplemented by a nursery 
or play school for children, which 
served as a laboratory and provided 
practice in teaching, directing and ob- 
serving the habits of a group of pre- 
school children. 

“The course was correlated with the 
classes‘ in child health and nutrition, 
was designed primarily for persons in- 
terested in teaching home-_ economics 
who felt the need for greater knowledge 
on the subject of child training. Thanks 


to a generous donation recently . made 


by the Laura Spelman Rockefeller 
Memorial, we shall be able to-‘carry on 
this valuable work for four years. 'Fhis 
will enable the homemakers of the State 
to come to us with their problems, and 
will also provide us with the means of 
training a corps of field workers who 
can go to the women. 
Health of the Future. ‘

continued Miss Rose. ‘‘More will have 
to be. provided for building healthy 
bodies antl minds.. The home is_.the 
source of new human beings and is au- 
thorized by the State as a place for

fostering them: It is now definitely 
established that the first five or six 
years in the ‘lifetime of the individual, 
which. are spent chiefly in the home and 
under the influence of the home-maker, 
largely determine the quality of physical, 
mental and moral health that the in- 
dividual is to possess in-adult years.’’ 
The speaker called attention to thé fact 
that about one-fifth of the population of 
the State is engaged in the business of 
home-making, and that no other busi- 
ness so profoundly affects the welfare 
of the State as that of fostering the 
earliest years of its future citizens. The 
Laura. Spelman Rockefeller Memorial 
makes possible three new courses; they 
are child training, child nutfition and 
child care, 

It takes four years to graduate a 
student from the College of Home Eco- 
nomics. The degree given is that. of 
Bachelor of Science. The branches of 
study are divided into four main groups: 
foods and nutrition, clothing and 
textiles, housing and design and house- 
hold and institution management. Un- 
der the last named comes a course spe- 
cially designed for hotel managers and 
financed by the American Hotel Man- 
agers’ Association. About oné hundred 
young men are in attenflance. 

Miss Van Rensselaer, who, not long 
ago, was named by the e@ of Wo- 
men Voters as one of the twelve. great- 
est women of America, "has amply 
demonstrated her judgment and her in- 
sight into the needs of the farmer's 
wife. The bulletins which’ she ; sent 
broadcast among them stimulated 
desire for more personal contact with 
the extension work of the university. 
Groups in various counties. began* to or- 
ganize with the object of fornidlating 
and carrying out a county-program for 
better homemaking, with the assistance 
and under the. guidance of a specialist 
sent to them from the Home Economics 
College. The first instructor was. sent 
out in 1914. The name “Home Bureau” 
was given to that particular branch of 
extension work. 

Spreading Usetul Knowledge. 

The county is subdivided into com- 
munities, each having its leaders and 
officers who are represented .on: the 
county advisory council, which body, in 
‘cooperation with the college, employs. the 
home demonstration agent and directs 
her work in ‘the community. The ex- 
pense of the home bureau is carried in 
part by the community members and in 
part by funds made avallable through 
the Smith-Lever act. 

Nine specialists carried. on; the field 
work last year. Three taught nutritfon 
and-three dressmaking and’ millinery, 
while household. management, furnish- 
ing and decoration and food preparation 
Were taught by one instructor each: As 
the agent meets with 
the. local group, answering their quea- 
Aions, making new demonstrations. The 
students: in turn carry’: r new infor- 
matt6n back. to their communities, in this 
manner forming. an endless chain of 
ledrning throughout the State::

SET UP IN PORTO RICO 





Sedies} in ‘Hot Contec see to Restore ieeey 
and Banish Indolence of the People

NCE more Americans are starting 
something new—a school of tropi- 
cal medicine actually situated in 
the tropics. It is to be at San 

Juan, the capital of Porto Rico. 

’ ‘Although the school will have no stu- 

@ents until next Autumn, although the 

Faculty are not yet all assembled, I 

found matters far from dormant the 


. other day when I invaded the temporary 


quarters in what is officially known in 
fan Juan as the Pink Palace. I walked 
up the rose-colored steps, across & tiled 
hall, through the patio, as many Spanish 
grandees in older days had done before 
me, and then into another world, the 
white-painted rooms of the school, where 
I found Dr. Bailey K. Ashford. 
* uch a school had been for years a 
_ pet dream of Dr. Ashford’s, but he aid 
not confine his activities to dreams. As 
” ‘he showed the laboratories, he explained 
its purpose and its possibilities. 

There are two aspects, dealing with 
two of the greatest tropical problems, 
the question of relations between north- 
ern ang southern nations and the ques- 
tion of tropical health. The more com- 
prehensive aspect concerns a Pan-Ameri- 
can post-graduate university, which 
many iraportant “persons, . Theodore 
Roosevelt among them, have’ hoped ‘will 
gome day be established in Porto Rico. 

The new School of ‘Tropical Medicine, 
while complete in itself, ‘would be the 
nucleus for the other uhits, Such an 

{dea seems almost indigenous to an is- 
‘Sand like Porto Rico, with its dual civili- 
gation and central geographical position. 
It is about thirty-five miles by one hun- 
@red and has a population of a million 
and a quarter people, lying in the f@r- 
ibbean ‘Basin, midway between North 
and South America. For four centuries 
it was Spanish. For twenty-six years 
it has: been American territory, and to- 
Gay the Spanish and American ¢civiliza- 
tions exist side by side in a country 
where both languages are spoken.

. Heve that a Pan-American university 
fm Porto Rico would be an‘ excellent 
oorrective. Here Latin-Americans could 
come and live under familiar conditions, 
qhere they would hear and speak their 
own language, and would miect -there 
North Americans who also would find 
their own tongue spoken and conditions 
of ving not too strange to them; for 
Porto Rico, because‘ it lies in the path 
ef the trade-winds, does not have the 
extreme heat of many southern | coun- 
tries. 

As for the university's purpose, “the 
walue of university life in promoting 
understanding. between two nationali- 
tes was realized by Cecil Rhodes. ‘This 
university would offer a. Pan-American 
gort of scholarship on a fifty-fifty basis. 

That is the larger dream for the 
mew school. Meanwhile it has a defi- 
pite and immediate ,place of its own. 
‘A school of tropical medicine in the 
tropics? The gist of the matter lies in 
Bhat last phrase, ‘‘in the tropics.” 

Yellow fever rioted throughout the 
‘world for centuries until it broke out 
among the American troops in Havana 
during the Spanish War, and then it 
took a frightful toll before Dr. Walter 
Reed and his colleagues could fight their 
determined way to real knowledge. Ex- 
periments of the most drastic kinds 
were essential. Dr. Lazear allowed a 
mosquito to feed on his hand, and died 
g@ martyr to that effort to gain knowl- 
edge. Other men gave themselves for 
various trials with no less heroism, 
though their sacrifices turned out to be 
less complete. By such means the cause 
and cure of yellow fever were our 
lished. 

Bears on White Man's Wert, 


Certainly the value of first-hand 
knowledge is unassailable, and om such 
work the success of the white man in 
the tropics depends. Everywhere in the 
fworld disease has a fingerin the af- 
fairs of naticns, but nowhére can it 
have a more malicious effect than in the 
hot climates, where the balance of 
health is a more delicate matter than in 
the north. The Panama Canal is proof 
of that. Although an orgy of extrava- 
gance was the immediate cause of Fer- 
dinand de Lesseps's failure to build a 
canal across the Isthmus, still the loss 
of life by malaria and yellow fever was 
g vitally contributing factor in time and 
expense and would undoubtedly have 
stopped him sooner or later. Since, by 
the time the United States took up 
the project, the causes of yellow fever 
and malaria were understood, Colonel 
{William C. Gorgas’s sanitation campaign 
made the undertaking possible for the 
Mnited States. 

In these modern days, when com- 
fmerce with the southern countries is 
puch a large part of world tradé, when 
go many northern concerns have big 
agricultural and mineral and: commer- 
ial interésts in these countries, no great 
fMation can afford to neglect the con- 
@omitant health problems. Indeed, no 
farge company working in the tropics 
@an afford to do so. Oné such com- 
pany (the United Fruit) has established 
‘@ valuable health service for its em- 
ployes. It has built hospitals at vari- 
ous southern points and has~a distin- 
guished corps of scientists, both research 
fen and practitioners. Last Summer 
the company gathered together a con- 
werition of many of the world’s foremost 
doctors at Jamaica, and lafer a medical 
purvey of five tropical countries of 
Bouth and Central America was made, 

It is in recognition of the importance 
pt these problems and of the importance 
ef tropically trained men to deal with 
them that the new school is being estab- 
Mshed. The Porto Rico ure has 
Rppropriated $200,000 for, building the 
gchool and its adjacent Respital. Co- 
fumbia University has pledged both 
Moral anc financial support. Ground 
for the new school has béef*broken. It 
will stand high on a narfow strip of

will have every modern equipment. It 
will contain a comprehensive medical 
library, a museum, conference hall, of- 
fices and clinical examining rooms &nd 
laboratories for bacteriology, mycology 
and protozoology, helminthology and en- 
tomology, pathology, chemistry, food 
and metabolism, pharmacology. Within 
each of these laboratories will be a 
cubicle, an individual working labora- 
tory for the use of scientific men who 
may come to study or to teach there. - 

It is intended that the students who 
assemble next Autumn shall be a hand- 
picked lot, much as the first students 
at Johns Hopkins were hand-picked. 
That is, each man must be seriously. 
interested in giving his life’to tropical 
medicine, whether in the missionary, 
commercial or research fields. And each 
man must be high grade, with, of 
course, préliminary medical education. 
They don't want mediocrity in the stu- 
dent body and they certainly will not 
tolerate it in the Faculty, 

Dr. Lambert, who -will be head of the 
school, is a man of proved ability. For 
some years ‘he has been with the Rocké- 
feller Foundation in Brazil. A conspe- 
tent ‘‘worm man," Dr. Houghwout, is 
coming from the Philippines. Dr. .Ash- 
ford will be Clinical Professer of Trop- 
ical Medicine and will also teach trop: 


teaching staff will be a man of wide 
practical experience ‘in his special line, 
for that is the. motif of the school, sci- 
entific knowledge reinforced by applica- 
tion. This holds for both students and 
teachers. 

For this reason it is hoped that: the 
Faculty wil] soon be assembled here, 
Even in a school with no students there 
is plenty to do, and in this case one of 
the most imperative things is for the 
Faculty. to make themselves familiar 
with local conditions not only in San 


Rico is about to be turned into a* vast 
clinic in connection with the school,Al- 
though there will have to be some 
formal lectures, e emphasis will ‘be 
upon teaching by demonstration. In‘ no 
other way is it really possible to teach 
that most vital thing, methods of work. 


Varied Opportunities fer Study. 


Of course, as this is an American 
school, it is primarily concerned with 
diseases and their prevention in Amer- 
ican tropics. 

'In Porto Rico many of the most typi- 
cal diseases are endemic and can be ob- 
served, moreover, under the most vary- 
ing conditions, for this is’an island of 
variety. Sugar. tobacco, citrus fruits 
and coffee are the main products, and it 
grows them in dry lowlands, along the 
het coasts and In the foothills, and in 
cool, rainy mountains. Nor has the 
twenty-six years of American occupa- 
tion sérved to reduce living conditions 
to a monotonous uniformity. On the 
contrary, it has exaggerated differences. 

San Juan is a modern city—within 
limits—but there are many small-towns 
where only a layer of modernism over- 
| lays the habit of centuries. One large 
flourishing town that I know has neither 
water nor sewage system. To be sure, 
they have just laid pipes, but they were 
put down wrong and must be taken up, 
apparently at some far distant. time.

Other towns have not got even so far 
‘as to-lay pipes wrong. Narrow, dusty 
Streets are closely edged with houses 
brightly: painted, and behind them hud- 
dles of bare shacks grow every which 
way in the poor sections.

Subduing the Laziness Germ. 


’ With; malaria and, hookworm the case 
is somewhat different,. but, though 
causes and treatment are gnown, they 
are still to be reckoned with among 
the devastating enemies of mankind. It 
is important that men shall be trained 
to carry on the offensive against them, 
for there is room for improvement and 
discovery-in treatment. With both dis- 
eases the school will have the opportu- 
nity of detailed work, for at present the 
Rockefeller Foundation has here a ma- 
laria unit fighting under Dr. Walter C. 
Earle and also a hookwWorm unit: under 
Dr. Rolla B. Hill. 

The presence of hookworm iIn Porto 
Rico is partly the occasion for the new 
school, for it was the discovery of this 
disease in this island that first drew 
Dr. Ashford’s attentidn.

despite the condescension which many 
ef them felt toward the ruling Hans- 
burgs because this family was not Hun- 
garian, the world for them was divided 
into two classes—the aristocracy and 
the herd. Within the aristocracy there 
were, of. course, minor groupings. Ka~ 
rolyi belonged to the .‘“‘best.””. Within 
the herd, also, these people recognized 
degrees of inferiority. The Slovak, 
Rumanian, Creéatian and Ruthenian 
peasants, for example, living within the 
territorial boundaries of Hungary, were 
considered inferior to the Magyars or 
Teal Hungarians. Political rights were 
vésted' in the upper class:' ~The game 
of politics was played between the vari- 
ous factions lea by different aristocrats.

RINCETON UNIVERSITY is awalt- 
P ing with deep interest the out- 

come of the so<alled ‘‘new plan of 
study.’’ The system approaches its first 
test. In a few weeks the senior class will 
submit to the ‘‘comprehensive examina- 
tion,’’ and the results of that examina- 
tion will give the first opportunity .for 
estimating what the plan has effected 
since it was inaugurated two years ago, 
as the present. senior class is the first 
to have fulfilled its requirements. The 
plan is applicable in its more prominent 
features only to the two closing years 
of the college course. 
Student ipterest in the test is lMberally 
flavored with apprehension, which may 
or may not be justified. Alumni interest 
shows approval, and also shows concern, 
alumni of any educational institution 
being traditionally conservators of things 
as they are—or were. And Faculty in- 
terest at Princeton is of the type that 
usually accompanies the inauguration of 
@ project considered to be a step in ad- 
vance, 

To one coming upon the “new plan” 
suddenly its philosophy might seem to 
imply a revolutionary principle in Amer- 
fean higher education. In Princeton, 
however, it is recognized as a natural 
evolution. Some of its features derive 
from the preceptorial system, which was 
started in Woodrow Wilson's time. The 
same trend is noticeable in other univer- 
sities, though perhaps Princeton has led 
in actyally putting it into application 
and is ‘further advanced in its transla- 
tion into fact than her sister universi- 
ties. 


Seme Critics Are Heard. 


It 1g the seemingly revolutionary as- 
pects of the néw plan, the standards it 
requires and the obligations it enforces 
that have led to whatever criticisms 
have been heard. A fairly typical com- 
plaint comes from individual voices -in 
alumni ranks to the effect that under it 
Princeton is requiring too high a 
scholastic standard from her students 
and that the authorities should remem- 
ber the majority of men who go to col- 
lege do not go there to be turned into 
scholars. 


Among the undergraduates, especially

/ bile motofs. If the Ethyl’s quest proves 
Successful, her owners are likely te at- 
tempt the extraction of other elements 
fvom the sea. 

It is curious how one indust gives 
rise to others. Twenty years’ ago fio 
- Man could have foreseen that the search 
for better motor fuel forthe automobile 
‘would lead to the extracting of valuable 
minerais from the sea. In those days 
* automobilists took the knocking of 
their engines as ,a matter of course. 
Hiventually, ‘the resourceful chemist, 
studied the problem and decided that if 
better combustion could be obtained the 
engine knocks and the deposition of 
carbon could be eliminated. 

A long search for catalysts was begun. 
Tetraethyl lead was found to do fairly 
well. When used alone it was unsatis- 
factory, but when mixed with ethylene 
bromide, ‘it worked wonderfully well. 
The ethylene bromide prevents the lead 
from causing damage to the porcelain 
of the spark plugs and also prevents 
the fluxing action of lead with the 
metals of the cylinders, pistons and 
plugs. % . 

Great Quantity in the Sea. 

Bromine as a by-product of the manu- 
facture of solar sea salt has been 
manufactured in Giraud, France, for 
three-quarters of a cenfury. But bro- 
mine ‘never has been hitherto the main 
product of any process of treating sea 
water. The new method perfected by 
the Ethylene Gasoline Corporation—a 


company backed by, E. I. du Pont de} 


Nemours—ts said to be very efficient. 
The immediate hope is to produce on 
this floating chemical factory sufficient 
bromine to supply their needs for the 
manufacture of ethyl gas. The ship 
Ethyl is equipped with apparatus suffi- 
ciently large to extract most of the bro- 
mine from 420,000 gallons of water each 
hour. Ifthe process is 90. per cent. 
efficient, this means that 240 pounds of 
bromine will be extracted each’ hour, jor 
approximately three tons each day. The 
present price of bromine is $960 a ton. 

The supply of bromine in the ocean is 
unlimited. It has been estimated that it 
contains approximately two trillion, four 
hundred billion tons of bromine. Use 
your multiplying machine on that—with 
bromine at $960 a ton. 

It appears to be an enormous quantity 
of bromine, but in reality it is less than 
one-five-hundredth part of al} of the 
salts found in the ocean. The sea con- 
tains the .bulk of all the soluble salts 
that have been leached out of the ‘soil 
and rocks since rain first fell on the 
earth. River water is such a dilute 
solution of salts that their preserice can 
g@carcely be detected by taste. Yet, since 
the rivers have been carrying the min- 
erals to the ocean for at least a*hun- 
dred million years, the quantity of’ salt 
which is now in the ocean is tremen- 
dous. The océan contains approximately 
three hundred million cubic miles of 
water and each gallon of that water 
contains about a quarter of a pound of 
Balt. 

What Sea Water Contains. 

Sea water is mainly a solution of com- 
‘ gmon salt, Glauber’s salts, Epsom salt, 
Sypsum and potassium chloride and sul- 
fate. Approximately three-fourths of 
the saline matter is common salt and it

Radium in the Sea. 


Sea water is slightly radio active, It 
has been estimtaed that one cubic mile 
of sea water contains.about three ounces 
of radium. This represents a total of 
about. 20,000: metric tons. of radium in 
the entire .ocean—a figure far .from 
accurate—as no one has shown that the 
radio activity of sea water is due solely 
| to radium.

In Giraud, France, a process of utiliz- 
ing! the -yarious salts contained In the 
mother liquor from the salt, has been 
employed for over: seventy-fivé years.

California ‘produces approximately 
256,000 tons of sea salt each year; The 
chief use of the mother liquor. from this 


salt is in the preperation of magnesium 


oxychloride “cements... The . potassium. 
bromine and iodine are: discarded. If 
the. French process of -working up the 
mother liquors’ -were .in use in. this 
country, 7,000 tons of. potassium chloride, 
68,000 tons of magnesium chloride, 40,- 
000. tons. of magnesium sulphate. and 
600 tons of bromine would be produced.

During the: war, when high prices 
made it economically - practical for the 
California salt manufacturer to. recover 
many. chemicals . from -the mother 
liquors,: two. processes... were proposed 
and tried out on a limited scale. They

tracted industrially even on a small, 
scale, : . 
Hitherto,, bromine has been obtained 
chiefly from the mothenjliquors of vari- 
ous salt’ wells ‘at Midland, Mich. and 
Natrona, Pa., and the mother liquor 
from the manufacture of potassium salts 
at Stassfurt, Germany. The: carnallite 
mother liquor obtained_in the manufac- 
ture of potash in Germany contains 3-10 
per cent. of bromine as magnesium bro- 
mide. Thirty years\ago the wortd’s sup- 
ply of bromine was derived principally 
from German sources, but the mother 
liquors from the salt at Midland, Mich. 
and Natrona, Pa., are richer in bromine 
than the mother liquors optained at 
Stassfurt, and American plants are now 
able to~\prepare bromine more cheaply 
than the German chemical plants. 
Two processes are employed in the 
preparation of bromine from the mother 
liquors. One, electrolytic, effects the 
liberation of the bromine by paétsing a 
current of four or five volts through 
the mother liquor. Since bromides de- 
compose at a lower vores than chlor- 





from sea water. However, if the Ethyl 
produces bromine commercially from sea 
water her chemists may also be able to 
produce todine economically. ~ 

Last year, sensational rumors were 
afloat to the effect that Germany had 
discovered a practical way of separating 
the gold front sea water and that she 
expectéd to produce enough of thé pre- 
cious metal to pay her reparation debts. 
Since then it has been learned that the 
Germans. were indeed experimenting and 
had been able to produce considerable 
quantities of gold in this way, but that 
the cost of recovery was many times the 
value of the gold ‘produced! 

The amounts. of gold reported to have 
been found in @ ton of sea water vary 
from a tenth of a grain to a grain. Ap- 
proximately three times that amount of 
silver is usually reported as being pres- 
ent. If the’ correctness of the above fig- 
ures is assumed, the amount of gold fh 
the entire ocean is tremendous. Sup- 
posing that the sea‘averages half a 
Srain of gold per ton of water, there 
would be 4,821, 736 ounces of =. Se a 
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manufacture is still an important in- 
dustry 'in all’ nearly nis countries bor- 
dering the sea. : 


The most-up-to-date sea seat salines 
are found in California, where scientific 
practice has been used in this industry. 
The principle of. solar salt manufacture 
is very simple. The sea water is al- 
lowed to flow into large concentration 
ponds; there it is allowed to stand until 
the evaporation has toncentrated it and 
many impurities have settled out. From 
the concentration ponds it flows into 
secondary pond, where calcium carbon- 
ate and calcium sulphate precipitate. 
After the concentration: has reached 
nearly to the saturatfon point, the brine 
is run inte crystallizing ponds, where 
the salt crystallizes upon further evap- 
oration. When pure salt will no longer 
crystallize, the mother liquor ‘is run off 
into other ponds, where it is stored until 
it is utilized: in the manufacture of’ va- 
rious by-products. In California ap- 
proximately 800 tons of salt are pro- 
duced on each acre of the crystallizing |. 


ture-of*salt, magnesium sulphate, mag- 
nesiuym__ chloride, uum\ chloride, 
bath salts, low: de salt; magnesium 
oxychloride cements and artificial stone. 
Metallic magnesium: and bromine were 
also prepared on a small scale during 
the experimental work on the. utiliza- 
tion of the bittern, but. their production 
commercially was not successful. 


Acetone From Seaweed: 


During the eighteenth century the 
ehief- source of potash for, soap was 
from the ash of seaweed. Upon the dis- 
covery of cheap methods of manufac- 
turing caustic soda from.-common salt 
this industry languished, but about the 
year 1840, when the demand for fodine 
became great, this industry revived and 
still today produces potash, although the 
main product is iodine. The industry 
still flourishes in’ Bngland, Scotland, 
France, Japan and -—-Norway.. Approxi- 
mately 200 tons of iodine are produced 
annually from seaweed. The remaining 
500 tons of the world’s annual production 
of iodine is obtained as a by-product of 
the Chile saltpeter industry. 


In the course of the war an important 
potash industry was developed in and 
around San Diego, Cal., and utilized as 
its raw material the.giant seaweed, 
kelp. . Immediately after the cessation 
of hostilities the kelp potash factories 
closdi down and none of them has re- 
opened. However, some chemists main- 
tain that it will:be commercially feasible 
to manufacture potash from kelp if all 
of the \by-prgducts of the kelp are 
utilized. 

The Herctles Powder Company devel- 

oped a very remarkable process for the 
manufacture of acetone and other or- 
ganic solvents from kelp by fermenta- 
tion) During the “war it produced 
large quantities of both potash and or- 
ganic solvents, However, it appears 
that its process depends on an abnor- 
mally high price for both potash and 
acetone to be-commercially ‘feasible. 
e Thus it is seen’ that the ocean is a 
veritable reservoir of mineral treasures. 
Chemists have not been able up to, now 
to find methods of extracting these 
treasures. profitably, but apparently the 
key has been-found by the chemists of 
the Ethyl Gasoline Corporation. 

If their processes are simple, immense 
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quantities of very-valuable elements will 
be recoverable. 
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CAPTAIN SCOTT’S OLD SHIP IN ACTION AGAIN

APTAIN SCOTT’S old ship, the 

Discovery, is going back *to the 

Antarctic, but on a far more 

lady-like mission than she has 

ever carried out before. Some 
time in July she is to\leave Portsmouth, 
England, where she is now overhauling, 
and when the southern Summer begins 
in October she will be based on Gryt- 
viken, South Georgia, an island 800 
miles east and a little south of the Falk- 
land Islands, of which it is politically 
@ dependency. From Grytviken she will 
roam Antarctic waters, carrying scien- 
tists who will study the natural history 
of the whale. 

The data they collect are ultimately to 
de used in framing whaling legislation, 
but the immediate purpose is purely 
echolastic. Their laboratory will con- 
sist of 1,000,000 square miles of open 
gea, a vast marine jungle alive with 
wfish, penguins, hair seal and, at present 

; @t any rate, with the humpback, fin 
if | ana blue species of whale. Except for 
‘the technical knowledge of whaling 

skippers, it is a field of which scierite 

knows almost nothing. 

Wherever the whaling skippers have 
been given a free hand, sooner ér fater 
they have exterminated the whales, and 
the whaling industry has collapsed. Aj 
Present, the industry off the dependen- 
cies of the Falkland Islands is com- 
paratively new. It was begun off South 
Georgia in 1904 and off the South Shet- 
lands in 1906, and thus far it has pro- 
@uced $125,000,000 worth of, whale oil. 

To prevent it collapsing at some time 
in the near or remote future, the. Brit- 
fish Governor at Port Stanley in ‘the 
Falkland Islands has consulted the skip- 
pers ‘with a view to framing protective 
legislation, There being no local scien- 
tific data on the subject, he has had to 
take the skippers as his only source of 
information. He has discovered that 
every skipper has his own opinion of 
how whales ought to be protected, and 

- there is more than a suspicion that some 
skippers’ views are not wholly disin- 
terested. 


Ship Is \wenty-four Years Old. 


For a stout little ship that has made 
Antarctic history, this bids fair to.be a 
simple agsignment.

When a Colonial Office committee, 
acting at the suggestion of the Governor 
of the Falkland Islands, recommended 
in 1920 that a number of vessels be em- 
ployed to gather data essential to legis- 
lation for the whaling industry, it was 
found that the only suitable existing 
ships wete the Discovery and the Terra 
Nova. Neither was then in the best 
condition, ana wood shipwrights® were 


the Discovery. finally led to her ptr- 
chase and she was towed to Portsmouth 
to be overhauled. 

Her base at Grytviken is already 
manned and will be in working order. 
by the time she reaches it, next Octo- 
ber. It consists of a marine station, a 
wireless ‘station and the necessary 
dwellings, all of which have~ been 
‘shipped from Livérpool, the buildings 
in sections to be erected on the spot. 
The Marconi Company has sent out an 
engineer, a ‘wirelessgstaff and the neces- 
sary equipment, and the scientific staff 
has begun itg labors. 

At Grytviken they confront a field of

tists green with envy, and it\is not im-- 


possible that discoveries of the greatest 
importance may make the name. of 
Grytviken famous within the next five 
or ten years: Although they are fo con- 
fine themselves to whaling ‘research for 
the present. their field embraces 3,000,- 
000 square miles; of. mainland, islands 
and sea, all comparatively ‘unknown 
territory.

A century ago the South Shetlands 
were swarming with fyr seal, and in &@ 
single Summer as many as 300,000 furs 
were taken. Eventually the fur seal 
‘was exterminated and there dre now no 
known survivors excepting a small col- 
ony om one of the islands of the Falk- 
land group, where a trained naturalist 
ris nursing them under the most strin- 
gent protective laws. A century ago 
there were sea elephants at the South 
Shetlands and the sea elephant indus- 
try yielded 940 tons of oil in a single 
Summer. Thus the sea elephant was 
exterminated. there. 

Whaling is the big industry in the de- 
pendencies. of the Falkland Islands, 
“The shore end of the industry is car- 
Tied on mainly in the harbors of South 
Georgia and the South Shetlands, but 
there is a little of it in the South Ork- 
neys and at Port Stanley itself. It 
has mushroomed-into existence with the 
speed of. a gold: rush. Not only have 
fortunes been made in it, but the Brit, 
ish’ Govetfnment found it stfficiently, 
valuable during the war to buy up its 
entire output of whale oil for making 
glycerine. ‘The trade’has reached its 
present large proportions’ only in, the 
last twenty years.

smallest of the three species; but the 
humpback was so severely. overfished 
that -protective legislation had to be de- 
vised and the number that may now be 
taken is restrieted.

It is te include a study. of plankton, 
the small. séa ‘growths which are the 
food of the humpback, fin and blu 
whales, particularly! of its seasonal sj 
local Occurrence, for such light as it 
may shed on whale distribution. Some 
time ‘is to be spent in studying: killer 
whales or grampuses, which kill calves 
and, frighten adult whales from their 
feeding grounds.

Now .the' claimant, as well. as his 
younger brothers and sisters, had al- 
ways been treated by their father as his 
legitimate offspring; but in 1881, the 
year that Sir Lionel, as he had‘become, 
was sent to Washington, he roundly de- 
clared that all his children were illegiti- 
mate. In 1888, tha year of his dismissal 
by Mr. Cleveland, Sir Lionel succeeded 
to the Sackville peerage, and from-that 
time until his death in 1908 lived at the 
family place in Kent, all the while 
maintaining the illegitimate status of 
‘his. children, s 

The whole question of their legitimacy 
hinged.on the status of “Madame Sack- 
ville-West” at the moment of her “mar- 
triage” to the future Lord Sackville.

can only conclude that, realizing his

Trickery and Plots. 

The notorious. ‘Wicklow peerage Case 
of 1869 perhaps exceeds all others for 
sheer impudeénce. The network of trick- 
ery, plots and counterplots which the 
lawsuit revealed was unfelieved by a 
single glimmer of honest romance or 
‘genuine passion.

It is a common error to 
overemphasize the importance of pass- 
ing phases which are highly spectacular. 


Wu Loses by Feng’s Desertion. 


The end of last year saw the conclu- 
gion of a major civil war, the forces of 
General Chang Tso-lin of Manchuria 
ranged upon the one side, those of Gen- 

“eral Wu Pei-fu upon the other. 

The. conflict, the final outcome of @ 
“hatred ,of many years’ standing, . had 
been foreseen for some time, but it was 
the Kiangsu-Chekiang provincial war in 
the Fall of 1924, over the control of 
Shanghai, that set the match to the 
powder. - 

Though geographically a. part of Ki- 
@ngsu Province, Shanghai had, for some 
time, been under the administrative con- 

“trol of Chekiang—to the people of Ki- 
angsu a veritable thorn in the flesh. 
Consequently, the inevitable occurred. 
Kiangsu, led by its Military Governor, 
General Chi, made war upon Chekiang 
and Chekiang’s Military Governor, Gen- 
_@ral Lu, and in the fighting that fol- 
lowed Chi found himself backed by Wu 
Pei-fu, Lu by Chang Tso-lin. The out- 
come favored the Chi-Wu combine, but 
it was secured only at great cost, for, 
in order to make the victory decisive, 
Wu was forced to deploy large. numbers 
of his troops from the vicinity of 
‘Peking to the Chekiang-Kiangsu sector. 

For two years Chang had waited for 
§ust such a situation to arise—for a mo- 

“ment when the forces of his rival should 
be divided. The time was ripe to de- 
“gcend from his northern stronghold upon 
“Peking, and descend he did. 

Where the Great Wall joins the sea 
_the opposing armies met; and. Peking 
‘bowed once more to a new military mas- 
tet. To Chang, however, the victory was 
bitter-sweet, for his success was due not 
g0 much to his own superior strategy 
and stréngth as to the desertion, at a 
“most critical period, of one of Wu's most 
able lieutenants, the “Christian Gen- 
eral,’’ General Feng. 


: Chang Can’t Rely on Feng. 
However, it was not unpleasant to 
Chang to find himself the military com- 
“mander of North and Central China, In- 
deed, as though to consolidate that hold 
from Mukden to Shanghai, he proceeded 
to strengthen this victory by reversing 
“the Cheklang-Kiangsu situation and re- 

instating the defeated General Lu. 

Furthermore, South China, not to be 
Joutdone by the Wu-Chang conflict, 
though taking no part in it, decided to 
demonstrate the fact that it, too, could 
fight, by a renewal of the local Chen- 
Sun warfare in the vicinity of Canton 
and Swatow. In this engagement the 
forces of the late Dr. Sun. were vic- 
torious, 

Thus, one now sees General Wu def- 
Initely eliminated from the military 
_ field, South China under the control of 
its late pretender-President and Central 
and North China dominated by General 
Chang, except for one thing—his right to

So much for the present military situa- 
‘tion in Chiria, the most important of

Just how far his control will extend, 
however, is quite another question, and 
not so easily answered. 


Provinces and the Country. 


The present politico-military situation 
in China is quite comparable to that in 
Britain in feudal times, or to America 
during the early days. ~In a word, it.is 
a struggle for States’ rights, a struggle 
hetween the forces of centralization on 
the one hand against those of decen- 
tralization on the other. ; 

The latter have been almost without 
exception since the inauguration of a 
republican form of Government in 
China, the stronger. China is a help- 
less prey to provincial ‘military Gover- 


{nors, who recognize no more of Peking’s 


authority than they are forcd to at the 
point of a bayonet, and who war among 
themselves continually for sectional con- 
trol. 

When Peking 1s in the hands of a weak 
military..leader whose control extends 
over but few provinces, the forces of de- 
centralization are strengthened; when 
the central Government is commanded 
by’ a strong military leader, able to dic- 
tate to many of the provinces, they 
are weakened. 

At present these forces of decentraliza- 
tion are noticeably impotent, for con- 
temporary history has seldom seen the 
Peking Government in the hands of a 
man whose control extended over so 
great an area as does: Chang's. 


Christian General Unlikely to Win. 


The only militarist capable of offering 
to Chang any real resistance is General 
Feng, to whom Chang owes his thanks 
for Wu’s defeat—a gratitude he is loath 
to give. Their relations have already 
blossomed into a hate which portends 
an early conflict. ‘ 

Should this conflict occur; however, 
Chang’s success is an almost foregone 
conclusion. Consequently no alteration 
in the present politico-military situation 
is imminent even should a fresh conflict 
ensue. 

In the meantime, President Tuan has 
made a move in the right direction by 
calling an all-China conference for the 
purpose of devising plans for her re- 
habilitation. With the exception of 
South China, all sections were repre- 
sented, but after one meeting the con- 
ference adjourned without accomplishing 
anything. However, the seeds of a 
worthy effort were sown and yet may 
bring forth fruit, if not by virtue of the 





will of the leaders represerited, then by 
the power of the military overlord at 
whose instigation the conference was 
convened, 

The reason for the absence of the 
South China representatives is an all- 
important factor in the présent situa- 
tion. “When the rehabilitation confer- 
ence convened, South. China’s leader, 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen, jay in a foreign hospi- 
tal in Peking, at death's door. He has 
since died, and no leader has yet been 
chosen ‘to take his place. 

Though Tang Shao Yi has been ‘men- 
tioned as Sun’s successor, it is extremely 
doubtful that he will assume the posi- 
‘tion, and who will is anybody's guess. 
If Sun's successor proves to be a nian 
too weak to offer resistance to Peking 
or a man willing to acknowledge the 
Federal ‘Govérnment’s authority, then 
China is on the threshold of a new era, 
with North, Central and South China, 
ostensibly at least, as one. 


Two-Fold Effect of Sun’s Death. 


But although Sun’s death will have 
an important effect upon the internal 
situation in China, of much more far- 
reaching influence will be its effect upon 
the foreign situation. This, effect, in 
fact, will be two-fold. On the one hand, 
Sun’s death will mean a death blow to 
Bolshevism among the Chinese masses; 
yet on the other it appears to be lend- 
ing,.in the inner governmental circles 
of Peking, a fresh impetus to the in- 
fluences: of Moscow. 

In ‘his old age Sun, who all his life 
had been an impractical dreamer and 
visionary, espoused the tenets of Bol+ 
shevism. By his, supporters, the labor 
elements of South China, they were 
quickly taken up, not so much for the 
principlés themsélves, which little inter- 
ested them, as for loyalty to Sun, for in 
China more than in,any other country 
support of @ leader more frequently 
than not means support of the man ‘him- 
self, regardless of the views that he 
holds. 

Among Sun's followers, and after a 
fashion, consequently, Bolshevism has 
seemed to flourish; but’ it has been a 
success which could only last so long 
as Suh held his supporters in line. 
With his death, this false adherence to 
tenets which for the most part have 
been neither lived up to nor understood 
by those who were supposed to be 
espousing them will also die. 

But among another and a different 
element in China, Sun’s recent «death 
has furnished to Bolshevism anew 
lease on life. Strange as it may appear, 
the attitude of the Chinese Government 
in the conduct of its foreign relations 
is at present inextricably tied up with 
Soviet influences, and it ig ‘just here 
that Sun’s death seems to have been 
instrumental in strengthening them. 

Readjustment of Foreigners’ Status. 

Within the last few months the 
Peking Government has concluded a 
treaty with Soviet Russia, accorded her 
diplomatic recognition and received the 
first Soviet Ambassador, Mr. Karakhan: 
Karakhan is.an astute diplomat thor- 
oughly versed in Chinese psychology, 
and befng of a country the West has 
sought to ostracize, he has proceeded 
with unerring judgment to curry favor 
with China’s political leaders in the 
most efficient fashion—by alding and 
abetting their omnipresent anti-foreign 
sentiments. |

vis-a-vis the foreigner whose treaties 


place the foreigner in such unwarranted 


superiority. ; ; 

Consequently, one. of the first an- 
nouncements of the Tuan Government 
was to the effect that all treaties with 


foreign powers: where the advantages to 


China did not equal those accorded the 
other high contracting party or parties 
were to. be revised or abrogated—and in 
this announcement.'the influence, if not 
the direct hand of Moscow, is all too 
plain. 

In other words, encouraged by Russia, 
China is beginni to feel her cats, so 
to speak; and while no radical changes 
in her t®eaty relations with foreign pow- 
ers are looked for in the immediate fu- 
ture, there will surely be readjustments 
in the years to-come, the seeds of which 
are being planted now. 3 

And Suwuh’s death has given to this 
movement, if it may be called that, an 
additional impetus, for At has — been 
seized upon and is being utilized, as 
was Lenin’s, to focus public attention 
toward Soviet influencds in China, espe- 
cially in‘ high places, simply because 
Sun, in his dotage, astray the Soviet 
cause. y 

People Too Busy for Politics. 


This, then, is the Chinese: puzzle as it 
exists today—and not so puzzling, when 
once explained, although made up of 
many elements. of uncertainty, as \are 
the problems of every nation. 

As has been mentioned, the all-impor- 
tant point to be stressed and, restressed 
in a proper appreciation of. the situation 
in present-day China is to warn against 
the common fanit of éveremphasizing 
the’ civil wars, the changing Cabinets, 
the new developments in international 
relationships, -all of which are transi- 
tory phases (in China, perhaps, to a 
greater extent than-any other country 
in the world), and, which must be 
viewed and studied from that viewpoint, 
and that alone. 

The dark ways)of war, the vain tricks 
of peacé, of the so-calléd ‘“‘heathen Chi- 
nee,”’ cannot possibly be understood un- 
less one is to realize that they are for 
the most part carried on by less than 
1 per cent. of China’s -vast millions, 
more than 95 per cent. of which are In- 
different to war or politics and pursue 
their own hard. struggle ef making a 
living. 

The nation seems to stagger along in 
spite ‘of them; the- people are.too busy 
about their separate businesses to stop 
to watch the comedy or tragedy. The 
very success of the businesses them- 
selves, which grow more and more pros- 
perous year by yéar, is the best proof 
possible of how little they are affected 
by the passing show. 

It is difficult for the Occidental to 
coneeive of a situation where political 
disorders and frequent civil strife could 
fail to affect ‘the lives of the people 
forced to live under.the conditions which 
such disorders create. 

But the truth of this paradox, as well 
as its explanation, is that the vast ma- 
jority of the.Chinése are so used. to a 
world where civil conflicts ‘have long ex- 
isted and so totally unconscious of a 
government, and untaught in the -fact 
that it might be blamed for them, that 
they pursue their duties day in and 
Gay out without giving,these problems 
an anxious moment’s thought; while in 
the busy treaty ports of Tientsin, 
Shanghai, Hongkong and Canton firms 
buy and sell and foreign ships steam 
into and out of the China Seas in ever 
increasing numbers year by year. 








FTER a lapse of eight years the 
movement. to complete the me- 
morial to Jacob Leisler in City 

If the move 

succeeds New York will have a monu- 

ment to a man whose name is written 
large on a stirring page-of the city’s 
arly history. Leisler deserves this mark 
of recognition at the hands of his fellow- 

&itizens, say many historians, to wipe 

out the stigma of his unjust hanging, if 

for no other reason. 

A patriot-martyr of the seventeenth 
century, Leisler is commemorated now 
in New York City by the two streets 
named in his honor: Jacob Street and 
Frankfort Street, both in the ‘‘Swamp’’ 
district. The first bears his Christian 
name; the second derives its name from 
his birthplace, Frankfort-on-Main. Be- 
sides these streets, there is the rounded 
boulder embedded in the grass plot 
just west of the City Hall. ) if the 
present plans, delayed in their fulfill- 
ment by the Wérld War, are carried 
out, there will be a bronze tablet on 
the boulder to tell Leisler’s story to 
the city and the world. 


Stone Without = ‘Tablet. 


Visitors to City Hall Park wonder why 
the bare boulder should encumber the 
grass. In the eight years gince the stone 
was placed there its purpose has becn 
almost forgotten. Now the United Ger- 
man Societies of New York, sponsors of 
the movement to honor Leisler, hope to 
complete the memorial by affixing the 
tablet. 


Americans of Holland descent have 
claimed Leisler as a Dutchman; or, at 
least, as of Dutch family. It is well 
authenticated, however, that he was a 
native of Frankfort and that he was 
“echt Deutsch.’’ His German descent 
delayed the completion of the memorial 
in 1917. The officials of the sgcleties 
believe that the war feeling has now 
subsided sufficiently to permit them to 


hohor a man who was, according to all 


accounts, an American patriot. 


The tablet will bear an inscription tell- 
ing that it honors a man who was 
“executed near this -—park.on May 16, 
1691, a patriotic defender of popular 
rights and a martyr to this cause.”’ It 
will tell also of a German oak that was 
planted :in 1911, back of the boulder, 
‘presented by-the City of Frankfort-on- 
the-Main, and planted “by the United 
Gérman Societies of the City of New 
York on. Sunday, April 23, 1611, in 
memory of Jacob Leisler, one-time Lieu- 
tenant Governor and Commander-in- 
Chief in the Province of New York, born 
in Frankfort-on-the-Mgin.” There were 
two oaks at one time, one for Leisler 
and ‘one for his son-in-law, Major Jacob 
Milborne, who was executed with him. 
The Milborne oak died in, 1912 end’ has 











Many pages to it. Some writers praise 
Jacob Leisler as a worthy forerunner 
of the men who defied the power of 
Great Britain in the following century. 
Others call him a fanatic, yet qualify 
their censure by saying that he was 
well-meaning and sincere. The story is 
well told in Ulmann’s “Landmark His- 
tory of New York,’’ much as follows: 


The dethronement 6f King James II. 
of England in 1689 caused excitement in 
New York. “If the King has fled,” 
said the people, “then the officials he 
appointed have no further power over 
us.’”” There were rumors of plots to 
burn the city and kill the Protéstants. 
Two parties arose, one eager to dis- 
charge the old officials, the other wish- 
ing to await instructions from England. 
Mary, daughter of James IL., and her 
husband, William of Orange, a Prince 
of Holland, both Protestants, were in- 
vited to occupy the throne. This news 
was joyfully received in New York, but 
‘the excitement continued. A Committee 
of Safety was orgahized, and. Jacob 
Leisler, captain of one of the militia 
companies, was chosen to command until 
the arrival of a new. Governor. The op- 
position party caused Leisler no end of 
trouble.. The community was in turmoil. 
Once Leisler was almost killed. 


A Stubborn Usurper. 
-Late in’ 1690 Henry Sloughter, an Eng- 


lish adventurer, was appointed Govérnor 


and Richard Ingoldsby Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor. They set sail for America, their 
ships parted company, and Ingoldsby 
arrived first. He ordered Leisler to give 
up the fort. Leisler refused, since In- 
goldsby had no papers to show that he 
had any authority. . The situation now 
grew worse and bloodshed was feared. 
It took Sloughter two months to find 
New York, When he arrived at last in 
March, 1691, Leisler resigned and was’ 
at oncé/arrested, charged with treason. 


He was found guilty, but Sloughter 
‘would not sign the death warrant. 
Leisler’s enemies, however, were active 
and knew how to manage Sloughter. 
One evening they invited him to a ban- 
quet, filled him with wine, and obtained. 
his signature. Leisler: and: his. son-in- 
law were led to the gallows erected, it 
is believed, at what is now the corner 
of Frankfort Street and Park Row. 
Here, in a drizzling rain, the two men 
were executed. Many of the spectators, 
heartbroken, carried away pleces of 
Leisler’s- garments, looking upon him’ as 
a& martyr. j 

‘Leisler gave up his life,” says Ul- 
mann, “‘that others might’ enjoy more 
happiness. His ‘name deserves a lasting 
tribute, and it is to be hoped that some

moved the blot ,from his reputation, and 
restored to them his property, which 
had been confiscated.”’ 

Roberts’s History of New York State 
credits Leisler with Issuing the call for 
the first Colonial Congress in” America. 


Roberts says that the exécution of Leis-' 


ler and Milborne was ‘“‘a crue} and un- 
necessary exercise of legal authority.” 
When Sloughter arrived the foundation 
and superstructure of .Leisler’s power 
were annihilated. He was a rebel, it is 
true, but he had not used his usurped 
power corruptly or basely. The other 
colonies all followed Connecticut in 
treating him as the Governor of New 
York. 


A Soldier of Fortune. 


Jacob Leisler came to New York as a 
soldier In the pay of the West India 
Company ahd became a trader. In one 
of his sea ventures he was captured by 
the Turks and ‘compelled to buy his 
frtedom. By marriage he was con- 
nected with the Bayards dnd the Van 
Cortlandts. 

According to Roberts, Jacob Leisler 
Caught the fever of ‘the times against 
the Catholics, denounced all- who crossed 
his’ path as ‘‘Papists,” and was arbi- 
trary as self-appointed ruler of the New 
York colony, yet he “appealed to popu- 
lar forms for carrying out his adminis- 
tration and expressed. himself -as ready 
at all times to hand it over to any duly 
accredited representative of the British 
crown.” He believed that ‘“‘King William 
could not deem him guilty for, maintain- 
ing.the Protestant faith fn New York 
by the same instrument that asserted 
it in. England.’”’ But there were few 
Catholics in New York.

He 
felt strong. enough to hold the. fort 
against two companies of British regu- 
lars.

The.electrical equipment,, wir- 
ing, switches, fuses, starting and light- 
ing systems, generators, ignition coils 
and all that goes to make up the com- 
plete electrical::plant are put through 
adequate teste to guard against short 
circuits, overheating and other ills bear- 
ing upon fire hazard. 

Tests of the fuel system include ex- 
amination of tank construction, the fill 
and vent fittings, the tubing and coup- 
lings and the operation of carburetors, 
valves, vacuum systems, strainers, 
gauges, vaporizers ahd other working 
parts. Mufflers and exhaust heaters 
come in for special study in relation®to 
any possible danger of explosion or over- 
heating inherent in their design or con- 
struction. 

Perhaps even more wital to the safety 
of the motorist than. immunity from 
fire hazard is the perfection of means 
of preventing collision... Bumpers are 
put through a severe course of ac- 
tfon in which a 2,000 pound weight run- 
ning in an inclined track atrikes the 
bumper attached to a rigid chassis—as 
though a moving telegraph pole should 
run into a stathonary car. Action beng 
equal to reaction the result is exactly 
what would ‘occur in an ordinary road 
collision, and the impact is regulated 
by allowing the weight to descend from 
varying heights on the track giving the 
effect of cars of different weights 
traveling at gréater or less speed,

i The increase in motor vehicle regis- 
Witration during the period was. about 20 
i per cent., the number of cars licensed in 
ithe State at the end of the year being 
'224.771. The encouraging feature of the 
Firéport is the slight percentage of ad- 
, vance in fatalities, being materially less 
than the proportionate increase in vehi- 
icles. 
Commissicner Sotckel considers that 
‘this 20 per cent. increase in motor vehi- 
jeles on the highways is quite sufficient 
to account for the additional accidenés, 
jag each automobile, he says, ‘‘is capable 
of making thousands of hazards and 
Peer nestions in mixed traffic.’’ 
“The entrance of al! these vehicles 
fmto traffic,’’ says the Commissioner, 
“has made serious difficulties, and it 
ia obvious that the judgment which be- 
‘Wore drove a car safely has to be revised 
and adjusted to meet the new problem.”

EUROPE’S ROVING WORKER 
3 TAKES FAMILY ,WITH HIM 





Foreign Laborers, Mostly : 


W begins the annual trek of 
wandering farm workers, who 
by hundreds of thousands leave their 
native lands to take temporary employ- 
ment on the big estates of other coun- 
tries. Unlike the roving harvest hands 
of the United States, who begin, feeding 
the giant threshers on the southern edge 
of the wheat belt of the Middle West and 
the Northwest early in the Summer and 
follow the ripening grain northward to 
and beyond the Ganadian border, the 
European farm workers ently take 
thelr wives and children wi 
settle down domestically for the six or 
seven months of their activity. 

So important is this annual migration 
in the economic life of Europe that one 
of the tasks set for itself by the Inter- 
national Labor Office of the League of 
Nations is to try to induce the various 
Governments to adopt standard regula- 
tions insuring better working conditions 
for the-wanderers and at the same time 
more protection against unfair compe- 
tition for! native laborers. This ques- 
tion will be taken up again at.the sev- 
enth . International Labor Conference, 
which will open in Geneva on May 19. 

Most of thé itinerant fieldhands come 
from Poland. That was the mighty res- 
ervoir from which the German Junkers 
drew the human power needed to supple- 
ment home labor in the Summer, inci- 
dentally using the imported labor to curb 
the occasional efforts of natives to im- 
prove their miserable lives. Italians also 
help swell. the stream of labor migration. 
They go to Southern France. From Ger- 
many the migratory workers hasten back 
to Ghats own countries when the season 
is over, but-in France they find the 
soil so hospitable that large numbers 
stay and become fixtures in French ag- 
riculture or industry. 

According to data gathered by the 
General Cohfederation of Labor of 
France, there are’ now about 2,000,000 
foreign workers, including their fami- 
lfes, in the French Republic, of whom 
some 800,000 are Italian and 450,000 Po- 
lish. 

The Poles’ bring their own priests. 
They have even a couple of bishops who 
speak their language, and they maintain 
thelr own labor organizations. They 
present a problem to the chiefs of the 
regular French unions, who, while not 
opposed to immigrant workers, are

recently negotiated in Warsaw, special 
offices are‘ to be established in Warsaw 
‘and Paris to look after immigrants. The 
Paris office will place Polish workers 
in jobs and assure them the benefits of 
French social legislation and the same 
wages Frenchmen get in the same oc- 
cupations. On the.other hand, the of- 
fice will prevent French employers from 
dismissing natives to take on Poles. 
Naturalization is to be facilitated and, 
if authorized by special legislation, 
Poles living in France will be allowed 
to do their obligatory military service in 
the French Army in leu of service in 
the Polish Army. 

In Germany the opposition by native 
farm workers to imported Polish labor- 
ers, in the face of unemployment, has 
led to many disputes between the agra- 
Yrians of the farming districts and the 
National Ministry of Labor over the 
number of. foreign workers to be ad- 
mitted each Spring. ‘The quota fixed 
for 1925 was, raised to 129,870, against 
120,380 last year, but the Junkers of 
Mecklenberg-Schwerin, whose share was 
held to 17,000, the same as in 1924, while: 
those of Pomerania had theirs increased 
from - 16,500 to 22,200, have protested 
bitterly and demanded 5,000 more. This 
roused the Agricultural Workers’ Union 
to point out that one Autumn the Meck- 
lenburg Government forcibly expelled 
many Polish workers under outrageous 
circumstances, provoking a crisis be- 
tween Berlin and Warsaw. 

The working and living: conditions of 
Polish farm laborers in Germany are 
better than in. days before the World 
War, when they. were herded like cattle 
and more poorly paid, than even the 
native near-serfs. 

Although submissive in other respects, 
the Polish laborers’ resent interference 
with their religious customs or their 
holidays.. No matter how pressing the 
harvest. needs may be, Polish church 


holidays must be observed, regardless 
of the wrath of the Junkers ‘and their 
foremen.

20,000 “LOST” HERE YEARLY, : 
2 ae NEARLY ALL ARE FOUND 





T is almost impossible to be lost or 
missing for a considerable length 
of time in New York. Probably in 

no other city in the world are so many 
persons reported lost, strayed or stolen. 
Every day brings, on the average, sixty 
inquiries to the police for. missing per- 
sons, a total of more than 20,000 a 
ryear. Of this number less than one- 
half of 1 per cent. are classed as per- 
manently unaccounted for. 


The Missing Persons Bureau of the 
Police Department comprises forty de- 
tectives, men and women, : especially 
trained for the work. Searches are 
organized much more completely than 
is‘ generally realized, and once the ma- 
chinery is set in motion the effort be- 
comes comparatively simple. 

More than 50 per cent. of all persons 
reported missing may bé said to find 
themselves. They disappear, thousands 
of them every year, for reasons of their 
own. Many are residents of New York, 
others are visitors. Their friends or 
relatives, apply to the police for assis- 
tance. When, the purpose for which 
they disappeared has been served, such 
people usually come to the surface of 
their own accord. The detectives who 
specialize in missing-persons mysteries 
have grown expert -in identifying such 
cases. s 

Most of the cases of missing men are 
cleared up in a few days. ‘No case is 
abandoned, however, as long as there is 
a chance of solving the mystery.’ At 
the close of the year a number of cases 
usually remain unsolved and are carried 
over. It is not unusual for the search 
for missing persons to be continued for 
three years or more. The search some- 
times leads the detéctives far afield, 

It is probably much commoner for 
people to be lost for a long period of 
time in the smaller cities than in New 
York. The search is less well organized. 
The work of looking for the missing in 
some large American cities is performed 
by a single policeman. 

The principal clearing houses for miss- 
ing pérsons are ,the hospitals, police 
stations and morgues. Nearly every day 
scores of people are picked up injured 
or unconscious on the streets and taken 
to hospitals.. They thus drop out of 
sight as far as their friends and rela- 
tives aré concerned, and become ‘‘miss- 
ing’’ persons. Many others are rounded 
up by the police every night’ who do 
not. care to give their Fight names, and 
thus for thé time lose ‘their identity. 

The bureau finds it necessary to keep 
a «man continuously at the central 
morgue at. Bellevue Hespital, while 
age nts regularly visit the other morgues. 
The rivers about New ‘York gather a 
surprising..toll /in the course of a year. 
An average of about 700° bodies are 
recovered. évery year from the waters 
about the city. 

A eonsidérable proportion of the miss- 
ing are identified by means of laundry 
marks. Some 5,000 laundry marks are

Another case of amnesia was that of 
& New Yorker who was missing for 
three months. One day he walked into 
an apartment house where he had been 
living. and gazed about blankly. The 
elevator boy recognized him, asked him 
to take a seat in the elevator, closed the 
door and telephoned for the man’s 
friends. © 

The search for missing people is gréat- 
ly facilitated by the radio. An immense 
audience is thus reached. When the 
public cooperates. with the police the 
radio will prove more invaluable as an 
aid. The Missing Persons Bureau re- 
ceives hundreds of requests to broad- 
cast calls for missing people: from all 
parts of the country.

Some of the South American countries 
Rave a domestic radio manufacturing 
Business, but they are, nevertheless, de- 
Pendent on outside sources for a con- 
siderable portion of their supply. aj 
American manufacturers must, there- 
fore, in addition to meeting this*domestic 
competition meet that of other inter- 
ested foreign manufacturers as‘ well. 
That. they have done this, is evidenced 
by the increasing demand for their prod- 
ucts in these markets. 


Mexico a Good Market. 


Te business in Latin America 


Mexico at present offers a good mar- 
ket for the sale of American radio ap- 
Paratus, according to the Department 
of Commerce. Some American receiving 
sets were imported into Mexico in 1922, 
but trade at that time was’ limited be- 
Cause the Mexican Government. pro- 
hibited the erection of broadcasting sta- 
tions. This opposition was withdrawn 
in 1923, and several broadcasting sta- 
tfons were subsequently established. The 
market for radio sets and parts ex- 
panded and the trade soon assumed a 
réle of commercial importance. This is 
evidenced by the exports of racio ap- 

* paratus from the United. States to 

@Mexico during 1923 valued’ at $281,275, 
and according to preliminary’ figures, 
$393,517 during 1924. 

The present market for radio appara- 
tus in Mexico is not uniform through- 
out the republic. It is estimated that 
in Mexico City and vicinity there are 
approximately 12,000 receiving sets in 
‘Operation, while in the City of Chihua- 
hua only slight progress has been made. 
In the neighborhood of Frontera and 
Manzanillo there are only a few. sets in 
Operation, this being due largely .to the 
fact that reception is highly unsatisfac- 
tory during much of the year because 
of static disturbances. It is reported 
that Mazatlan offers a fair market for 
one to five tube receivers. In..this dis- 
trict, the listeners are dependent almost 
.entirely on broadcasting from Mexico 
City, 600 miles distant, and consequently 
the three-tube set enjoys considerable 
popularity. In Tampico it is estimated 
there are 250 receiving sets. The price 
factor has caused portable sets to be very 
popular on this market, and has prac- 
tically eliminated the more expensive 
cabinet receivers. Tampico also offers 
an active market for radio parts, home 
building being very popular among the 
amateurs. This particular market is de- 
pendent largely upon the programs of 
the lecal broadcasting stations, it. being 
possible for the radio fans to receive 
from these stations even during the 
Summer without serious interferences 
from static. 

Generally speaking, receiving sets are 





not used to any great extent An the 
republic from May to November, be- 


cause during these months static causes. 


unsatisfactory reception except from lo- 
cal stations. : 

The only restrictions maintained by the 
Government on broadcasting. and receiy- 
ing at present are the privilege of cen- 
soring of broadcasting material, the 
imposition of a license fee of 100 pesos 
for two years upon the broadcasting 
station, and 5 pesos for two years upon 
the owner of a receiving set. 

Radio equipment is not manufactured 
in Mexico, and consequently the demand 
is-supplied entirely through importation. 
The United States is the principal sup- 
plier, but there are oO a limited num- 
ber of German sets. This competition 
has not developed to a great extent in 
Mexico, however, it being estimated that 
approximately 95 per cent. of the sets 
in pse are of American origin. 


Although the degree of interest in radio 
and the number of receiving sets in use 
vary throughout Central -America and 
the numerous Caribbean Islands, they 
are considered as a unit in this survey 
because of the interference of static and, 
the resulting unsatisfactory reception 
prevalent throughout the entire region. 

In Costa Rica all radio installations 
are under Government control. Receiv- 
ing sets may be installed but sending 
sets are restricted. The broadcasting 
stations in Cuba are regularly received 
and, quite often stations in the South- 
western States of the United States, 
New York and San Francisco are picked 
up. Only American sets have been im- 
ported, our exparts to Costa Rica in 1924 
totaling approximately $40,000, 

It is estimated that thirty-nine radio 
sets- have been installed in Guatemala 
City and fourteen at other places in the 
republic. Approximately 75 per cent. of 
the total are of American origin, the 
remainder having been imported from 
Germany. Most of the sets in use have 
been purchased direct from the manu- 
facturers in these two countries, but 
some receivers are now being imported 
by dedlers in electrical .supplies and 
equipment. The Guatemalan ._Govern- 
ment levies a charge of $5 for the instal- 
lation.of a receiving set, but theré is no 
charge for operation. : 


Moro Castle Interferes. 


In Honduras it is reported that inter- 
est in radio is growing, but it is handi- 
capped by the absence of near-by broad- 
casting stations. Furthermore, there are 
no facilities for the upkeep of storage 
batteries. 

There are approximately six receiving 
sets in use in Western. Nicaragua. 
These were imported individually by the 
present owners. The public has shown 
little interest, 

In Panama there is no broadcasting 
and the market has decided limitations. 

Inhabitants of Salvador report fair re- 
ception, but they must depend entirely 
on the broadcasting stations in Mexico, 
the United States and Cuba, as there are 








none in this republic. There aré twenty 


Of the Caribbean Islands, Cuba offers 
the best market for radio sets and parts. 
It is estimated that there are approx 
imately 3,000 receiving sets in usé in 
Havana at present,’ eyen though the 
constant interference of the official 
transmitting station at Morro Castle, 
hinaers the reception of desirable broad- 
cast material. The Government is, how- 
ever, considering the use of “line tele- 
graphs to Pinar del Rio, where a;trans- 
miftting station is being reconstructed. 
If this is done the present objectionable 
local interference will be removed, |

ADIO installations are being ,made 
in the Mormon Tabernacle, Salt 
Lake City, and one of -the fea- 

tures of the programs picked up at that 
point will be the tabernacle organ, one 
of the largest in the world. ~ At present, 
the Mormon Church is broadcasting over 
KFPT, a 500-watt station at Salt Lake 
City. Sacred. music by mixed quartets 
and soloists from the tabernacle choir 
are broadcast, together with twenty-five- 
minute sermons by eminent ¢cclesiasts 
of the Chureh. 

The first innovation in this connection 
was the broadcasting October last of 
the semi-annual conference of the 
church, which is an outstanding event 
twice a year‘in Utah. It. proved suc- 
cessful and will ‘be’ done again on April 
4 to 6 at the Spring conference. 

Elaborate input apparatus for broad- 
casting this\famous instrument and the 
widely known Mormon Tabernacle Choir 
is now ready for installation. Great care 
is being observed to take advantage of 
the incomparable accoustics of the 
building. It is impossible- to ,announce 
the exact schedule on which these fea- 
ture numbers will' be on the air. The 
tentative arrangement Ancludes a forty- 
minute concert ‘each Thursday evening 
at 9 o’clock, Mountain Time. The regu- 
lar Sabbath evenirig service is on the 
air each Sunday at 9 o’clock, -Mountain 
Time. The daily organ recitals at noon 
will alsd be broacast.

Radio Enginéer Visiting Here Describes Broadcasting 
: in Germany—Stations Have Their Own: 


Opera Companies 


EVERAL intéresting expériments in 
broadcasting are being worked. out 
at present in Germany. The fa- 
miliar problem of organizing the 
business so that the artists who go 

@n the air may share in the profits is 
being tried in a new way. The army of 
radio fans in Germany is increasing at 
@n astonishing rate. It: may be ques- 
toned if the direct, uncompromising Ger- 
man methods would work out to the 
Batisfaction of all in. America, but the 
results already obtained on German soil 
@re extrémely interesting. The German 
situation is described in detail by Dr. 
Karl Rottgardt, one of-the best-known 


radio engineers of Germany, who is now, 


wisiting the United States. 

“There are scarcely a score of broad- 
wasting stations in Germany today,” said 
Dr. Rottgardt, ‘‘but we have from 7u0,- 
p00 to 1,000,000 receiving sets in active 
wpperation, and their number is increasing 
rapidly. Considering the present popula- 
tion of Germany, this is doing very well. 
The broadcasting stations are owned by 
the Government, although they are oper- 
ated by private companies. The system 
works well in practice. A direct control 
wf the business side of broadcasting is 
thus effected. 

“The artists who go on the air in Ger- 
Many are paid for their services. The 
plan we follow is simple. The owner of 
every receiving set in Germany pays a 
tax of two marks a week. This is regu- 


. larly collected by a fepresentative of the 


Government, who galls at the home of 
the radio fan. If the tax is not paid 


, wegularly, the owner of the set is: pun- 


fished. The income thus derived is con- 
piderable. It means a tax of two marks 
wm week, 100 marks.a year jn round num- 
bers, and upward of 1,000,000 people to 
gollect from. 

New Station In Berlin” 


“This income is divided into two parts, 
half being retained by the Government 
and half by the companies operating the 
broadcasting stations, There are other 
wources of income from advertising. The 
gervices of the best artists in Germany 
ere engaged. The owner of a receiver 
regularly listens in on the best music in 
Germany. He hears the Berlin Philhar- 


{ monic Orchestra and other orchestras of 


the first class. He can tune in the best 
opera from the great opera houses. The 
leading professors of the universities are 
miso on the air. de 

“The Government exercises a direct 
control of the situation. \_We are now 
building a powerful station in Berlin, 
which will make it possible for the owner 


of the cheapest erystal set in any part|- 


of Germany to listen in on the best pro- 
grams. The stations in the ieading Ger- 
man cities are often linked together by 
telephone, just as they are in the United 
States. It is thus possible for a noted 
singer or speaker in Berlin to be heard 
in every corner of Germany by. every 


’ form of set. 


“The programs of the German broad- 
casting stations aré -extremely varied, 
much the same as in America. <A special 
feature has been made of operatic music. 
It is comman to broadcast operas in their 
entirety. A single performance may take 
from three to four hours, from 7 in the 
evening until 11. The radio sets thus 
enable people all over Germany to hear a 
complete performance, for instance, of 
‘Die Meistersinger.’ 
tion of ‘Aida’ was recently broadcast. 

“Several of the broadcasting concerns 
have their own opera companies, in addi- 
tion to the regular opera in Berlin and 
elsewhere. The radio opera groups have 
their own theatres, including complete 
stages and orchestras. There is lively 
rivalry between some of the radio opera 
organizations. These artists are, of 
course, regularly employed at fixed sal- 
aries. As the result of such organization 
a high ‘class of music is broadcast and 
every one who has a radio set, even a 
cheap one, may enjoy music which in the 
past could only be heard by a compura- 
tively few peorte in the great musical 
wentres. 

Languages Taught By Radio. 

“"There is besides plenty of music on 
the air of a lighter nature. Dinner music 
is sent out much the same as in America. 
Special programs are broadcast between 
11 in the morning and 1 in the after- 
goon, and again from 4:30 to 6 P.M. All 
the popular forms of entertainment, mu- 
wical and otherwise, will be found on the 
daily programs. 

“‘A epecial feature of the programs at 
present are the educational courses. A 
great high school is thus conducted. for 
the benefit of the public. The best schol- 
ars in Germany are heard in radio. There 
are a variety of lectures on the arts and 
sciences. Any one in Germany can learn 
foreign languages by radio, Different 
hours each day aré devoted to the va- 
rious languages. At one time the lesson 
will be in English, another in French, 
Spanish, Russian and so on. This in- 
struction is entirely free to any one who 
has a radio set and pays his or her fee 
of two marks a week. No attempt has 
been made so far to confer degrees of 
any kind upon those who take these 
courses. 

“The wave lengths employed by the va- 
rious broadcasting stations are definitely 
fixed by the Government. All broadcast- 
ing of music and other forms of enter- 
tainment and of the educational features 
is done on wave lengths varying from 
200 to 700 meters. Since there are fewer 
than twenty stations in all’ Germany, 
this can readily be arranged. At the 
same time an immense amount of com- 
mercial broadcasting is carried on day 
and night on much Ionger wave lengths 
without conflicting. 


Listeners Must Not Tune in oa News. 


“This plan makes it possible for the 
news services of Germany to serve news- 
papers with news without interfering 
with the entertainment features and 
without being overheard by the general 
public. These news services reach from 
600 to 800 newspapers throughout Ger- 
many. It is forbidden for the owner of 
-the ordinary radio set to listen in on 
this news. If this were done the circula- 
tion of the newspapers might be affected. 
The million or more‘of those who listen 
in on the broadcasting might not buy the 
papers, sOme of them at least. At the 
same time the newspapers would not

Technical Difficulties Overcome. 


There are certain obvious technical 
reasons why operas broadcast direct 
from a studio are more effective “gen- 
erally than those heard from the stage 
of an opera house via remote control 
wires. E. J. Content, Chief; Engineer 
of WGBS, who has been devoting con- 
siderable research lately to a particulaf 
study of the mechanical conditions of 
the operas, maintains that the*biggest 
advantage the studio operas have over 
the others is the improved facility for 
the blending of the various operatic 
combinations—the voices of the prin- 
cipals and choruses and the orchestral 
effects. 


“On the opera stage it is a difficult 
task to pick up the different voices and 
blend them in just the right degree 
with the music,”’ said Mr. Content. 
cause, in going through a dramatic 
scene the singers often fail to remember 
the microphone and step out of range. 
The singing and music of the stage pro- 
duction are often widely separated, 
increasing the effect; in the studio, how- 
ever, the artists who do not have to play 
for a visual’ audience concentrate on the 
microphone, singing directly into it. 
While space is at a premium during the 
broadcasting of an opera from the 
studio, at least it is easier for us to 
arrange the harmonious blending of the 
different parts. We can see, at the same

A convenient method of apcomplishing 
this is to fit the end of the vertical. 
loor support stick into an ordinary tele- 
phone plug, connecting the ,two ends of 
the winding to the two terminals _ of 
the plug. This fits into the jack and 
allows the loop to be rotated. qIt makes 
contact with the receiver: connections 
which are fastened to the jack prongs. 

The ordinary: type Of jack, designed to 
be used on panels with a thickness up 
to one quarter inch, is difficult to use 
through the lid of the cabinet, which is 
generally a half inch thick. 


A type bf jack and plug designed by 
Major H. H. Frost is made especially 
for, use with a loop and has a number 
of advantages over the’ordinafy type 
of plug and jack for this purpose. It 
can be-used on the lid of the cabinet 
by simply drilling’ a single hole. A 
large nickel-plated face plate fastens 
to the top of -the lid, covering up any 
damage that has been done in drilling 
through the’ wood and braces the jack 
so that it is perfectly rigid even when 
holding a heavy loop. 


The springs on the jack are far apart 
so as to keep the capacity as low as 
possible.

(4) What 
would be the approximate cost and range 
of a 5-watt C. W. transmitter for code 
work? (5) Does a license to transmit cost 
anything?

HOW SERVICE MEN FIND OUT 
“WHY A SET FAILS TO WORK 





HEN broadcasting started: in’ 
1920 all ‘receivers that picked, 
up the concerts were home- 
made, Today it is estimated 
that’ 80 per cent. of those who 
tune in the broadcasts use manufactured 
sets. In the early days practically 
everybody had trouble, and the receiver 
was blamed. Today service men. 8ay. 
that.90 percent. of the radio troubles 
can be traced to conditions that have 
nothing to do with the receiver itself. 

The fact that the majority of sets to- 
day are factory made ‘has led the public 
to be less interested in what is inside 
the cabinet. . The quality of the pro- 
grams that come out of the loudspeaker 
is what counts. It is seldom necessary 
to take a good set. apart as was often 
the case in ‘“‘the good old days.’’ Many 
a receiver has been made irioperative by 
the owner tinkering with the wiring 
whereas he should have remembered 
that any reeeiver is dependent upon 
good batteries, perfect vacuum tubes, an 
efficient antenna and ground and well- 
designed loudspeaker... -The atmospheric 
conditions must also be considered. 

A nervous singer rattling beads while 
she sang before the microphone or a 
speaker jingling money in his pocket has 
been known to start many listeners 
looking for. trouble in their sets. .Listen- 
ers who tune in and find the ether 
“dead,” when they know all stations 
should be on the air, is another thing 
that starts radio fans on a search for 
trouble." When one man tuned in and 
found nothing in the air, he dashed to 
the roof to see if the antenna was still 
aloft. The next day he told a neighbor 
how his set had suddenly ceased to 
work. The friend explained that an 
8S OS had silenced the broadcasters. 


Vacuum. Tubes Deteriorate, 


The proper ‘equipment of any one 
searching for trouble should at least be 
a@ voltmeter and a hydrometer. The bat- 
teries are the first things to inspect. It 
may be surprising to some to realize 
how often a storage battery is allowed 
to run down to complete discharge. 
How ‘surprised the lady of the house 
may be when she is told that the aver- 
age life of the “‘B’’ batteries may be 
around 200 hours, and that it is possible 
to use ‘these entire 200 hours in a month 
or six weeks, yet she has been informed 


six months. 


Vacuum tubes are likely to be far from 
perfect. The best of them show a factor 
of deterioration and, while it is possible 
te purchase tubes tested on a standard 
meter, it is also possible for the tubes 
to wear out with improper use in an 
extremely short time. 


On multi-tube sets (employing four or 
more tubes) it is entirely possible that 
one of the many tubes has deteriorated, 
and this tube will cause the set to be 
poor on distance even though it may 
perform well on loca] broadcasting sta- 
tions. This condition is almost invari- 
ably true when an owner complains that 
the set was all right on distance, when 
first used, but is steadily growing 
weaker and losing volume. 


Loudspeakers cover a multitude of 
sins. It may seem strange to put a 
poorly designed loudspeaker on an ex- 
pensive set, but still some people do it 
and expect quality. It must not be for- 
gotten that pitch and tone are matters 
of personal opinion. 


Another thing,to remember is that 
although some loudspeakers may sound, 
well on a particular-type of radio re- 
ceiver the same speaker when hooked up 
with another set will perform very 
poorly. The size and acoustics of the 
room in which the loudspeaker is placed 
is important. d 

However there are certain conditions 








existent in radio today over which the 
broadcast listener has no control. 

Thts is true particularly of broadcast- 
ing situations in general and atmospheric 
or local conditions. - 

It must always be remembered that 
no réceiver and its accessories can pre- 
sent any better reproduction than the 
quality the broadcasting station itself 
is capable of delivering. 

That is the reason that on some broad-

No, where real security resides is in a 
general. compact such as the Geneva 
plans of 1923 and 1924. From such come 
justice, out of which alone peace flows. 
Just as the Federal Government of the 
United States deals justly by the indi- 
vidual .States composing the Union, so 
justice is bound to result from: the united 
action of an organizéd world. Unless 
this is true, unless injustice cannot 
come about by universal consent, we aré 
on the wrong tack in this whole move- 
ment for better world organization. 


Of course, Britain’s opposition makes 
it impossible for the other nations to go 
ahead with the Geneva draft protocol 
in its present form. Adoption of the 
protocol by the Geneva Assembly under 
the leadership of the British Labor Gov- 
ernment, heartily seconded by 
French, meant abandonment of the sof 
pedal by the League—the policy ‘ of 
paring down its responsibilities in the 
hope of getting the United States to ad- 


here—in favor of a policy of full steam. 


ahead, of making the League what-it 
was orginally inteneded to be—namely, 
a league to enforce peace. This policy 
the present Conservative Government in 
Britain seems to fear will bring them 
into conflict with the United States in 
connection with the application of the 
economic boycott. 


Is this fear. wéll founded? The boy- 
cott, be it remembered, would be ap- 
plied only to a nation which has gone 
to war in disregard of its undertakings 
under the covenant and the protocol, it 
being understood that such a menacing 
gesture as “‘violation of the rules laid 
down for a demilitarized zone shall be 
held equivalent to a resort to war.”’ 
Nothing short of this constitutes a na- 
tion an aggressor, and it is only against 
the aggressor that either the economic 
boycott or force will be used. Now, is it 
likely that the United States would try 
to defeat the purpose of the fifty-five 
nations of the League to discipline the 


nation which has thus disturbed the. 


peace of the world? Would she not 
rather be found actually supporting and 
helping them in that wholesome aim?

THE CHOICE 


OF A HOBBY 





Jo the Editor of The New York Times: 

While the mood is upon me I should 
like to make a few remarks in connec- 
tion with the very interesting letter on 
**The Importance of a Hobby.’’ I am 
go glad that the general qualifications 
your reader gives effectively exclude the 
trivialities that are so generally misun- 
derstood as a “hobby,” and that he 
specifically eliminates charity. 

There is one false note running through 
the elements of a hobby, as your reader 
outlines them, and that is selfishness 
and vanity. Why this is so repeatedly 
emphasized is so strange. Your readér 
obviously is not that kind of man. He, 
like any other man that amounts to 
anything, has set himself a goal, and 
@ny accomplishment, no matter how 
small, that brings him nearer to his 
goal is a source of satisfaction and de- 
Nght. Listen to him: ‘‘Each day I am 
pushing a little further into the sun- 
shine, and if a million would lessen my 
fun of hill-climbing and satisfied back- 
ward glances over work accomplished, 
may that million forever remain just 
ahead. So long as it is ahead I'll have 
something to chase; it is mine in the 








“ nothing new under the sun. 


best sense.”’ 

That “each day I am pushing a little 
further into the sunshine’’ is the: key- 
gtone to any hobby. It is the approach 
toward the goal that we set for our- 
gelves, the knowledge of accomplish- 
ments thereto, that counts. He does not 
materially care whether he does ‘‘what 
he knows others are doing better than 
he himself might do.’’ He will do it 
differently, or somehow find ways and 
means to do it as well as they’and dif- 
ferently besides. No, it certainly is not 
true that a, hobby ‘‘must serve as a 
great memorial to him after he is gone.’’ 
That may be one of the results, but it 
can never enter into the consideration 
of a hobby, in choosing a spiritual goal, 
or an outletefor worth-while accomplish- 
/ment that ‘‘enriches the life of his coun- 
try without creating envy and jealousy’’ 
and that will “pay its way after it is 
created and set on its feet.’’ 

The only other point that I do not 
agree with is that—aside from the selfish 
question, replaced by justifiable self- 
pride, as I pointed out—it is not neces- 
sary that the hobby is ‘‘something 
unique and possibly untried before.”

JUDGE LINDSEY AND THE KLAN. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There was widespread satisfaction 
when the news came that Ben B. Lind- 
sey had been re-elected as Judge of the 
Denver Juvenile Court. : 

That court, under Lindsey, has become 
world famous. In the past twenty-five 
years it is said to have restored 40,000 
boys and girls to good citizenship and 
to have saved the State $7,500,000. Its 
success has 1} to the establishment of 
juvenile cou in many other cities. 

Now the original juvenile court is in 
danger. The Republican landslide in 
Colorado last Fall was a Ku Klux land- 
slide as well. prhe Klan captured the 
Republican machinery and swept. fhe 
State, defeating practically all its op- 
ponents but Lindsey., He ran 30,000 
ahead of the Democratic candidate for 
President, and was elected by a ma- 
jority of 117 in a total vote of 96,500. 

His enemies are contesting his election 
in the courts, claiming that enough bal- 
lots were irreguiarly marked to unseat 
him. If they fail in this, as they prob- 
ably will, they propose to get rid of 
Lindsey By abolishing the Juvenile 
Court. A bill for its abolition has ac- 
tually been introduced the gisla- 
ture. The Klan controls the lower house 
and the Governor, but lacks a few votes 
of a majority. in the Senate. 

In the many previous campaigns that 
Lindsey has had to wage to save the 
children’s court he has exhausted his 
private means.. He is making the pres- 
ent fight aeemet great odds and/almost 
Mente funds. It is a fight made for 
no selfish motives, but. in behalf of the 
béys and girls of Denver. He ought to 
receive su oy help.

In your interesting editorial this morn- 





you make ,the accurate statement that 

“the whole werld has become a single 
financial entity,’’ and go on to prove it 
by .reference to the series of, special 
cable and wireless dispatches in the 
Monday New York TIMEs. But that is 
only one phase of the international situ- 
ation—and a secondary phase at that, 
for something else, necessarily preceded 
it. That somcthing else is she fact/that 
the peoples of the world are rapidly 
becoming a‘single entity so far as their 
needs and wants, and the satisfaction 
of them, are concerned. 

It is incontestible. today that every 
person in the United States, of what- 
ever condition in life, uses in various 
‘ways, every day, repeatedly, the labor, 
the services and the products of the 
peoples of every continent and of al- 
most every country on the globe. All 
the world is contributing to the com- 
fort,.the convenience or the amusement 
of our daily lives; no matter how excit- 
ing or how humdrum they may be. I 
doubt if thére is a person in Europe who 
is differently situated. 

In the remotest corners of China and 
India men, women and children, in all 
walks of life, are similarly dependent 
on the peoples of. other countries for 
some of their articles of daily use. At 
the same _time the peoples of all coun- 
tries are using in their daily life many 
different articles of American produc- 
tion. American shoes, for instance, were 
exported last year to more than 100 dif- 
ferent countries. The head hunting sav- 
ages on the upper reaches of the head- 
waters of the Amazon River have 
learned: that American-made stee] fish 
hooks are vastly more effective in sup- 
plying them with daily food than the 
hooks made out of fish bones, which 
they used before American hooks were 
available. 

The chief aim of human civilization 
is improvement of the ‘condition of 
human beings. Astonishing strides for- 
ward are being made in these days. 
More progress has been achieved in the 
last fifty years than in all preceding 
time. ‘Transportation is the highway of 
this progress—the transportation of 
things, “of persons and of ideas—chiefly 
of ideas—and we are surely on the very 
eve of further developments in the art 
of ¢ommunication, the result of which 
no man, dare attempt to foretell. 

This is just a glance at somé of the 
things that have been going on in the 
world, one effect of which has been to 
make it the “single financial entity’ 
your editorial mentions. They have gone 
on so quietly, in such-a matter-of-fact 
way that most of us have overlooked 
them, or have accepted them automati- 
cally, without thought, as we habitually 
do so many ‘things of interest with 


which we db not happen to be connected 
directly. 

One of the ,most astonishing facts in 
the world today, when you stop to 
think about it, is the rapidity an 
tent of this development of the need 

and desires of individuals everywhere 
for things that individuals fin other coun- 
tries supply—this a nigcenge international 
interdependénce. man stupidity is me 
chief stumbling block in the path 
this forward movement—the stupidity 
which still believes that its advantage 
lies in —— and restricting the sup- 
ply. of these international wants: and 
needs.

MAPPING A NATION 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Every geographer will be most appré- 
ciative of your editorial of March 29, on 
‘*Mapping a Nation.”’ If you will permit 
me to say it, however, you do not give 
enough credit to American map-makers 
in general, and to the United States Geo-: 
logical Survey in particular, when you 
say that ‘‘so far they have mapped but 
a small portion of their country.’* 

I have before me the last annual report 
of the Geological Survey, showing that 
more than 40 per cent. of our domain 
has been mapped on the scale of one 
inch to the mile. North and east of 
Cincinnati is an almost solid block of 
mapped States—Ohio, West Virginia, 
Maryland, New Jersey and Southern 
New England, have been co 
covered. New York State is um BS 
completed, with more than two h 
sheets, 

Immense stretches ‘a territory have 
been. done in the Southern Appalachians, 
in the Mississippi Valley, in thé Rocky 
Mountains, along the Pacific Coast, and 


}even in the deserts of Nevada and Aci- 


zona. Some of these maps are imperfect 
products of early surveys, and in some

desirable. Yet for more than thirty 
years geographers, teachers, road-mak- 
ers, mining engineers, foresters, faymers, 
travelers and every other kind of intelli- 
gent citizen have made large use of 
these maps, more than two thousand in 
number. Far more than half of our peo- 
ple live in areas~that have been thus 
mapped. 

It is true that Great Britain, France; 
Germany and some other European coun- 
tties\ have executed maps showing 
greater detail and exhibiting a more re- 
fined technique. ‘But here we may well 
observe that the British surveys have 
had ‘to cover an area but oné-tenth as 
great aq that which has been alread: 
mapped in thé United States. For France 
and Germany the figures might be some- 
‘thing like one-sixth and one-seventh. 
We might as justly censure ourselves for 
having more mud roads and more grade 
crossings than the lands of Western 
Europe. We have done so much, and

My attention has been drawn +o 4@ 
manifesto issued by a Bulgarian Mace- 
donian Revolutionary Committee, recent- 
ly created in the United States to work 
with the Macedonian Revolutionary 
Committee in Bulgaria, which, for four 
years past, has been. carrying fire, 
sword and massacre into Southern 
Serbia, 

This manifesto of the committee be- 
gins by stating that before his murder 
by the rival section of the Bulgarian 
committee the late Todor , Alexandroff 
sent a memorial to the Assembly of the 
League of Nations, but that neither the 
memeorial- nor the messenger ever 
reached Geneva, He was, the American 
committee suggests, murdered en route 
by the’section of the Bulgarian commit- 
tee hostile to Todor Alexandroff. If so, 
he was promptly avenged, as, by order 
of General Protogueroff (Todor Alex- 
androff’s chief lieutenant), Aleco Pasha 
and three other chiefs of the opposing 
section were murdered in their turn. 
Another leader, a Bulgarian journalist 
named. Chaulieff, who was the actual 
murderer of Todor Alexandroff, fled to 
Italy. This, however, did not save him, 
as General Protogueroff sent one of his 
followers, Demitri Stepanoff, in pursuit 
of him with orders to slay him on sight. 
Stepanoff. ran Chaulieff to earth in 
Milan and shot him dead in a café there. 

As reprisal the anti-Todoroff faction 
shot down. and killed M. Milieff in the 
streets of Sofia. M.; Milieff had, two 
days before, been appointed Minister to 
Washington in succession to.M. Panare- 
toff. Assassinations. of other .members 
of the Macedonian Revolutionary Com- 
mittee by ¢ach of the rival factions 
still continue.- This policy of mutual 
extermination is not even confined to 





the malé part of the organization. The 


wife of Jovan Brio, the comitadji 
leader, whose exploits for four years 
past have drenched the Serbian frontier 
in blood, was recently shot dead by her 
husband’s enemies of the rival faction, 
in an ambush near her home. They shot 
her as she was going to the well to 
draw water. 

This series of murders and assassina- 
tions has hed at least one good. result. 
While they are thus fighting among 
themselves and mutually killing. each 
other off, the comitadjis are no longer 
carrying out their raids into Southern 
Serbia, or, in any case, are not doing 
so with their former energy. In addi- 
tion, the disappearance from the polit- 
ical scene of Todor Alexandroff, who 
terrorized the Sofia Government, has 
given M. Tzankoff, the Premier, 
courage to take steps to try to stop 
the useless raids and massacres in 
Southern Serbia by the armed bands 
of the Macedonian Revolutionary Com- 
mittee. He recently’ went to Belgrade 


to concert with the Pashitch Govern- 


ment regarding the measures to be 
taken on both sides-of the frontier. It 
is probably the repressive measures 
taken by the Bulgarian Government 
against the activities of the Macedonian 
Revolutionary Committee that has led 
to the creation of the branch of the or- 
ganization in the United States which 
issued the manifesto published in THE 
Times of March 8. 

That doeument is a mere bit of special 
pleading. There is no guch thing as 
a Macedonian nation struggling for 
freedom and independence, for the good 
reason that no such nation exists. 
Macedonia may have been a nation in 
the time of Alexander the Great or 
Philip of Macedon, but the modern 
country—actually divided among. Ser-

Considerable interest seems to have 
been aroused by your recent discussion 
of whirls in fluids like air and water, 
and some of your correspondents, relying 
too implicitly upon general* causes or 
trusting too much certain: confident 
Statements, have permitted themselves 
to_make statements whose falsity may 
be proved by simple observatfon of what 
does happeré Small whirls of wind or 
eddies. in water are apparently wholly 
determined by the local conditions which 
produce them, and not by those very 
slight, in fact wholly negligible, influ- 
ences of earth rotation and centripetal 
attraction.

Once 
this is accomplished the Bulgarian revo- 
lutionaries hope, by judicious agitation, 
to make Macedonia stavitate toward 
Bulgaria and achieve union with that 
country. 

To justify these hopes they cite the 
**bloodless revolution’’ which led to the 
union of Eastern Ru with Bul- 
garia. — 

What Macedonia needs and desires is 
peace and order. By the. decision’ of 
the ppwers in 1913; after the Balkan 
war, Turkish Macedonia was divided 
up between Serbia, Greece and Bul- 
garia. The share of the latter State 
was smaller than it might otherwise 
have been, due to its treachery foward 
its allies. On the night of the 28th‘of 
June, 1913, the Bulgarian Army, with- 
out the slightest warning, turned its 
guns on the Greeks and Serbs, because 
the latter had refused to admit Bul- 
garia’s exaggerated claims to the con- 
quered territory and insisted that the 
dispute should, as their \treaty of alli- 
ance provided, be submitted to the ar- 
bitrage of the Czar of Russia. As a 
punishment’ for this ‘treachery the Bul- 
garians lost much of the conquered ter- 
ritory which they might otherwise have 
had. 

In the World War Bulgaria again be- 
trayed Europe by siding with the Cen 
tral Powers. She bas, therefore, no 
claim on the gratitude of the nations 
she attacked. 

All the discussion of Balkan politics 
thus articially created is sterile in the 
extreme. What Macedonia pressingly 
needs is not political panaceas, but 
schools, roads,. railways, canals, hospi- 
tals and other aids to civilization. Once 
the economic life of the country is 
organized on normal lines’ and the 
people aided to develop the immense 
natural wealth of the country the 
political situation will also automatical- 
ly Zind its level. The village school-, 
master is the main factor in the solu- 
tion of the Macedonian problem, 

The’ Belgrade Government has drawn 
up far-reaching plans for the .develop- 
ment of Serbia’s share of Macedunia 
and is carrying them ‘out as fast as the 
financial resources of the State permit. 
Under the Treaty of Lausanne 50,000 
of the Turkish inhabitants of Serbian 
Macedonia have been repatriated to 
Asia Minor. ‘Their places are being 
taken by peasants from the more cun- 
‘gested district of Yugoslavia. Schoois 
are being founded everywhere and edu- 
cation -is being encouraged in every 
way. The means of communication are 
being constantly amelivrated. The 
Yugoslav Army has just constructed a 
line of railway from Istib to Veles, and 
other lines are being planned. Banks 
are being established in every town and’ 
village ahd every effort is being made 
to further the economic well-being of the 
eountry. “Modern agricultural methods 
are replacing the primitive ones prac- 
ticed in Macedonia for centuries. Roads 
and bridges are being constructed and 
intercommunication between ‘the various 
centres opened up. 

It is in such a policy. that the solution 
of the Macedonian problem lies and not 
in sterile discussions regarding the his-' 
tory of the country centuries ago. When 
the Vardar and orava Rivers will 


have been made navigable and connect- 
ed by a-short canal it will be possible 
to barge goods from Havre in France 
to Saloniki, and vice versa. If the 
committee in the United States reatiy 
had the welfare of the Macedonians at 
heart: they would work to bring about 
the reign of peace and order/and not 
preach the revolutionary methods of 
Todor’ Alexandroff; Alecu Pasha, Proto~ 
gueroff and the other comitadji chiefs 
who, for years past, have drenched the 
unfortunate country in blood.

FUNERAL CUSTOMS. 


' To the Editor of The New York Times: 


I was very much. interested in the 
account of an ancient funeral custom 
which ap din THE Times—“‘the cus- 
tom of having a funeral announcement 
on a silver _salver carried by an aged 
negro of Chesterfieldian deportment,” 
which the Historical Committee of the 
Florida Centennial Celebration, held last 
‘November, calls a Spanish custom. and 
which it asserts-exists now nowhere else 
in the United States. 4 
_ The Historical Committee may be cor- 
rect in statement that this custom 
exists noWhere else in the United States, 
but I doubt very much that it is of 
Spanish origin. 

Certainly the custom of so announcing 
a funeral was common in North Carolina 
during my childhood and persisted there 
and in other parts of the South until 
the middle ’90s at least. I feel very 
sure that our North Carolina customs 
were subject to no Spanish influence. 

I have known of many a “carefully 


engrossed announcement” being borne 
by some old family retainer. through the 
streets of the town and presented at 
the doors of friends of the deceased, 
some of these being funeral announce- 
ments of members of my own family. 

These were not.always attached to 
silver salvers, however, as silver trays 
din those post-bellum days were scarce

and uncertainty that still rsists. 
While in Moscow I beca intimately 
acquainted with an American gentleman 


in our consular service but who was 
then connected with a large’ New York 
bank in its Russian department. 

When the Bolshevists took possession 
this New York bank was compelled, like

ITALY UNDER MUSSOLINI | 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I should like to state my opinion upon 
Mussolini. and the Fascist Government, 
and also upon the eonomic condition of 
Italy./ I have spent many Winters in 
Italy, and prior to the war made the 
acquaintance of many Italfans in all 
‘walks of Nfe, and have become a great 
admirer of them and of their cduntry. 

I was absent for five years during the 
war, and upon my return in the Spring 
of 1919 I found conditions in Italy had 
undergone “a complete’change. The aris- 
tocratic and formerly wealthy class were 
reduced to the most economical way of 
living, and had been and were still /de- 
prived of many of'the necessities of life, 
but there was no complaint on their 
part. They accepted the situation with- 
out a murmur, There was a new class 
of ‘‘nouveaux richés,’”” however, that 
made money during the war through 
profiteering and were spending money in 
a reckless way. They were referred to 
by the Italians ‘as ‘‘pesce cane.” 

During the Spring of 1919, while I was 
in Florence, there were murmurs of dis- 
content-and rumors’ of Communist or- 
ganizations, but the Italians generally 
were todo intent upon securing the neces- 
sities. of life topay much attention to 
it. The following year, in 1920, there 
were constant outbreaks. of violent dis- 
turbances; Strikes and disorders ‘were 
frequently occurring. We then began to 
hear of a new organization—the Fascisti 
—and to hear of its leader, Mussolini, 
who was preaching nationalism and 
loyalty to counteract the communistic 
teachings of violence and disloyalty. In 
1921 the strikes and disorders were more 
pronounced, and following the throwing 
of a bomb in the midst of a procession 
of schoolboys marching in the streets of | 
Florence, avhen several people weir] 
killed and injured, a body of young men 
dressed in citizens’ clothes marched past 
my house singing a patriotic hymn. They 
were a group “of combatant Fascisti. 


This band of young men, carrying’ 
heavy canes, marched into a communis- 
tic district to make an attempt to clean 
out the disorderly element there, and 
the result was street fighting between 
the Communists and Fascisti. For three 
days we were advised not to venture 
out, but I watched from my terrace the 
progress of the struggle between the 
Fascisti and the Communists, when 
finally the Government, which had been 
temporizing with the Communists, inter- 
fered and arrested some 300 or 400,Com- 
munists, but not until many had been 
killed and wounded. 

This was the commencement of a vig- 
orous Fascisti movement. Prior to this 
it was not discreet to display either an 
Italian flag or the national flag of any

out. It saw pictures of Mrs. Beecher 
self-possessed in thé courtroom. It 
heard Mrs. Tilton referred to as ‘“‘she 
whose lips are sealed and whose hands 
are tied while the battle is waging.” It 
read of Tilton’s 1870 demand that 
Beecher ‘should quit the pulpit, and of 
the resignation Beecher wrote in 1873— 
two years of sorrow. and struggle to 
save a certain household, he said—and 
of how he tore it up and decided to 
It heard much dbout Victoria 
Woodhull and much of Moulton, go-be- 
tween for the two men during four 
years, 

There were moments enough in those 
six trial months. One came when 
Beecher, urbane and _ even _ jovial, 
stopped in court to chat with Tilton’s 
lawyers. Tilton, two feet away, could 
not see him. Beecher introduced him- 
self to one of the plaintiff's attorneys, 
ex-Judge Samuel D. Morris.. The law- 
yer was cold. Beecher, however, chatted 
on. ‘I notice,’’ he said to Morris, ‘‘that 
you lawyers, like preachers, know how 
to deliver long sermons.’’ Morris. bowed 
slightly and said: ‘‘Yes, sir; I had a 
long story to tell.’’ 


Charges Not Proved. 


Six months of this ‘and the jury went 
out. For eight days the world waited. 
Once, it is said, the jury agreed in 
Beecher’s favor. The foreman had a 
son-in-law who had bet that the jury 
would not return for the plaintiff. The 
too frank foreman, with the verdict 
safely reached, wanted the others to 
know thig so that his conscience would 
be clear. So hetold them, at which the 
deliberations began once more. In the 
end there was no agreement but only 
9 to 3 for Beecher. 

The affair was the chief newspaper 
story tor months. Books were written 
about it. The bibliography of Beecher’s 
forty years in the ministry embraces 
more than 200 items; few Americans 
have been the subject of so many biog- 
raphies, and he himself wrote extepsive- 
ly. Among the 200 items are at least 
eight histories of the case, some of them 
fat books stoutly bound, published in 
Chicago and Philadelphia as well as 
New York. “The Great Sensation,’’ 
brought out in°1873; ‘‘The True History 
of the Brooklyn Scandal,’ in 1874; 
‘“‘Beecher and His Accusers,’’ and more 
and moré. 

Clergymen wrote pamphlets with titles 
such as ‘‘Wickedness in High Places’’; 
special papers were published to deal 
with the case, carrying such headlines 

s “The Republic Threatened.{’ Books 
were devoted to the great days of the 
trial—the addreSses of counsel “for sale 
at all newsdealers,’’ the cross-examina- 
tions and startling bits of testimony. It 
wis a drama and a pageant in one, not 
without elements of the circus, with its 
protagonist the most successful minister 
in history. 


Leading People Involved, 

In the writings about the trial the 
latter-day in@uirer gropes for the cause 
of all this. interest.. The case came in 
@ period on’ which: the present day has 
recently been looking with something 
of amazement. The principals and the 
supernumerafies loom queerly through 
the dimness of fifty. years. It is not 
merely that they wore clothes which 
now seem quaint; the figures them- 
selves are strange. 

There was Beecher himself, a clergy- 
man ‘occupying a position of power in 
the land such as no clergyman of today 
approaches.

Rise ef a Great Preacher. 


. Beecher, the orator, as a boy had to 
be coerced to speak a piece at school. 
He thought of going to sea; and years 
later, when poring over the maps of 
Sherman’s march to the sea, he said, 
“If I weren’t a preacher I would choose 
to be-a General above anything e 
Books of clerical anecdotes tell how he 
related that.as a lad in his native Con- 
necticut he learned to swear roundly. 

He was the son: of Lyman Beecher, 
once known as ‘“‘the fiddling parson,’ a 
man of distinction, President of Lane 
Seminary in Ohio when it was.a storm 
centre of Presbyterian doctrine. The 
son was graduated there and at 24 took 
his first pastorate in Indiana. He got 
$300 a Year, part in produce; he hauled 
logs for his own house, cared for. an 
invalid wife who was not made for 
frontier life, conducted revivals, often 
lacked the 18 cents for postage due on 
2 waiting letter from the East, and was 
almost made manager of .a new rail- 
road, when, in two years, he moved to 
Indianapolis. re: 

In 1847 he visited New York by in- 
vitation, attendéd the dedication of Plym- 
outh Church, a new Congregational 
Church in Brooklyn, and ina few .weeks 
became its pastor. Competition -was 
strong in the City of Churches, but the 
new minister from the backwoods had 
a personality and drew adherents of 
even other sects. - 

He made campaigns. During moat of 
his life he was engaged in warfare of 
one sort of another, says Lyman Ab- 
bott. ‘“‘He was constantly EP prod 
what he regarded as abuses—social, 
litical, religious; and he was constant:

They read that’he was a great 
actor and also that he could not dis- 
semble, They taiked of his “‘Life of 
“Christ’’ ahd of lidw he covered twenty- 
six miles in twenty-six minutes with a 
special engine, to keep:a lecture engage- 
ment. They discussed his views on tem- 
perance, free trade, agriculture, life in- 
surance, suffrage, stenography. They 
heeded his example when he told how 
he had always used phrenology as a 
system of mental philosophy, 

In 1872, when there was talk, he lec- 
tured at Yale; hé traveled the country 
on what were regarded as triumphal 
tours; his® talks‘,on evolution drew 
crowds; he sat beside Darwinians at 
dinners ;“he introduced Bob Ingersoll at 
a lecture; he’ came out for Cleveland 
against Blaine. ‘He always thought in/ 
figurés of speech and always welcomed 
the reporters. Once he spoke of peace 
bearing a diamond sceptre. ‘“But,”’ said 
@ reporter, ‘‘there’s’no’ such thing as 
a @iamond sceptre.’’ And- Beecher an- 
swered, ‘I guess I know what I saw.”’

TRAFFIC “ADMIRALS” MOVE. .. 
GREAT FLEETS OF TRUCKS 





the most congested sections of New 

York has became a comparatively 
new profession. Traffic directors for 
large corporations make special studies 
of local conditions and route. vehicles 
over charted courses very much as ships 
are navigated over the seas. 

No longer do drivers go ott -with 
loaded vehicles dependent upon their 
own resources for finding the “‘short- 
est way round.’’ They follow courses 
given them when they start off with a 
load of merchandise and in many cases 
they are required to report back by 
phone to the ‘‘admiral’’ of the fleet, who 
often directs hundreds of trucks from 
his desk in a warehouse or business of- 
fice. So important to the larger, busi- 
ness houses of New York has trucking 
become and so costly are the tedious 
waits at ferries, crossings and traffic 
centres that expert guidance has been 
found necessary. 

Some lines of business require greater 
trucking capacity than others. Some de- 
mand trucks of many sizes and kinds 
for .a variety of transport, while others 
maintain fleets of one kind of truck 
built for special needs. But in either 
case the director of traffic for thg large 
corporation is found on the job ten 
hours a day just the same, and he 
hasn’t an easy time of it by any means. 

In: the shipping offices of ‘one big 
Brooklyn corporgtion eniploying fifty- 
seven large ‘trucks, they show you 
charts giving the increase in mileage 
per day since special routing was in- 
troduced. The differences are startling. 
In this case an exhaustive survey was: 
made of every traffic artery in Greater 
New York and even into Connecticut 
and New Jersey, covering the metropoli- 
tan area. <A truck is never sent out 
now without a definite course to fol- 
low which takes into consideration the 
time of day, the weather and the aver- 
age congestion at certain points. 


Use Many Side Streets. 


In this way, a truck might be routed 
over to New Jersey on a ferryboat in 
order to deliver a load of furniture on 
the upper West Side, the router having 
data at his elbow which shows that 
time could actually be saved by such @ 
stemingly roundabout journey. Utili- 
zation is being made of many’ side 
streets in the greater city*which have 
been almost deserted for years), It is 
not an uncommon sight to see a string 
of heavy motor trucks rumbling through 
the lanes ir the lower part of the city 
or in the sequestered districts of the 
Bronx, finding a chance for that neces- 
sary speed which means dollars, impos-. 
sible on the main arteries of traffic.

J ose Patching’ Data on Centeriarians the Most Extensive 
in the World-America First in Number Recorded — 
Oldest Here. Doesn't Know All His Descendants. - 


qVERY one. iilden a hobby horse of 
some kind—even if. it's more fig- 
urative than the one’ uséd by the 
‘President -of ‘the nited States. 
¥ Some collect flowers, 
mushrooms, specimens of handwriting 
and ‘locks ‘ot hair; others collect ¢os- 
tumes, flags, old’. books and “furniture. 
Probably the most unusual collection is 
the mass of dat&a“and photographs relat- 
ing to longevity, which at high cost in 
money and patience has been assembled 
in-New York and Syracuse by Joseph 
Pe s. His longévity documents now 
relate to all parts of the world. 
_ Back in the early ’40s Joseph Perkins 
came from England, located in New 
York: City, and engaged in the buying 
‘and selling of books, magazines and old 
coins. “Years afterward he removed to 
Syracuse, where he continued in the 
same line until his recent retirement at 
the age of 83.’ From his earliest days in 
businéss he began hunting for and col- 
lecting statistics on old people. 

His inténtion was to gét together in 
one great collection the names and dates 
of persons who lived to be a hundred 
years old or more. His reséarches cov- 
ered the ‘world. He corresponded with 
the authorities of the British Museum, 
with the statistician in Algiers and. with 
officers of numerous public libraries, ac- 
quiring a lot of dusty lore that goes 
back. to the early days of the Christian 
era... 

~ America Leads in Longevity. 


In fifty-eight years he expended $10,000 
on his hobby. ‘His collection, grown to 
astonishing proportions, 
present 25,000 names of centenarians and 
himdreds of photographs Its merit Hes 
in the fact that in every instance the 
authority is given for the statements 
with regard to these long-lived people. 
From Attila, King of ‘the Huns, to the 
oldest man in this country, trustworthy 
witnesses are quoted. 

There is but one other similar collec- 
tion of any pretensions in existence. This 
was published in book form in 1799 by 
Joseph Gaston of England and contained 
only 1;712 names. ‘ 

Joseph Perkins’s collection reveals that 
the United States leads in -human lon- 
gevity. It also shows that more women 
than*men reach or overstep the tury 


ors, soldiers and farmers are the longest 
lived.” Among professors and: minis 
instances aré given-of more than a hun- 
dréd who managed to live a hundred 
years or more and less than a quarter 
of & hundred actors who lived that long. 
The cases of ten~persons who lived to 
see their 100th birthday and were burned 
to death are recorded. 

The last six pensionérs of the Revolu- 
tionary War were centenarians and their 
photographs are a part of the collection.

From the early, Middle Ages ‘religion 
played an important réle in the history 
of national insignia. The cross proba-

Waldemar saw in the sky at the criti- 
cal’moment of a battle in 1219. It is 
the oldest flag in the world that is, 
actually still in use. 

Probably the French were the first— 
after the Romans—to use a religious 
symbol to further the strength of their 
arms. The chape, or blue hood of Saint 
Martin, was carried first by Clovis in 
his battle with Alaric in 507. According 
to legend, just before that conflict two 
of the King’s emissaries happened into 


_the Church of Saint Martin gt Tours. 


There, in the verse of Psalms which was 
being chanted at the moment, they 
heard victory promised to Clovis. They 
reported immediately to the King. He 
decided that the hood of the saint, 
which was conserved. in the church, 
should be his banner. From ¢hat date 
the blué hood, although claimed by the 
Counts of Anjou as their battle ensign, 
became the battle flag of French Kings. 


Disappearance et the Oriflamme,: 


After Saint Martin’s hood comes. the 
oriflamme. When this flag first made 
its appearance is not known. Many his- 
torical and archaeological authorities 
believe’ that Charlemagne received: it 
from Pope Leo III. at the time -Leo 
made him Emperor. 

Louis VI. in 1121 caused the oriflamme, 
then the banner in the Abbey of St. 
Denis, to be carried at the head of-his 
army in his war with the German Bm- 
peror, Henry V. Some believe the. ori- 
flamme was lost in a battle in Flanders 
and a copy substituted for it.. At any 
rate, it disappeared at the battle of 
Agincourt. 


Taking an English Embiem, 


Meantime a new flag had been jcre- 
ated. This was the fleur-de-lis .-banner 
of the Capetians. Its first appearance 
was in 1214, when Regord records that 
at Bouvines it was carried before Louis 
Philippe by Gales de Montigny... -This 
flag is found on one of the stained-glass 
windows of the Cathedral of Chartres. 

Htre a curious interchange of emblems 
between nations should be noted. Be- 


-sides the oriflamme the French also had 


used since the days of Peter the Her- 
mit the red cross which that Crusader 
had carried. In the Hundred Years 
War the Burgundians, who were allies 
of: the English, adopted this cross as 
their emblem, and the Armagnacg, or 
French nationalist party, in contradis- 
tinction, took the white cross, which pre- 
viously had been an emblem of the En- 
glish. é 

Charlés VII. caused the white cross to 
be placed on the ‘lilied banner of the 
Dukes of France. In the eighteenth 
century the white cross became the 
mark of the French Army, while t®e 
color of the background of the flag 
‘denoted the home province of the troops. 
Red was the\mark of the soldiers of 
Picardy, green of Champagne and 
feuille-mort of Piedmont and Navarre. ~ 


Red, White and Blue Appears. 


At the beginning of the French Revo- 
lution the Tricolor was adopted by the 
Paris Civic Guards, who took the name 
of the National Guards. Red and blue 
were the colors of the city.. White w 
added for the monarchy. It was of th 
Tricolor that Lafayette said, ‘Take it. 
It ds a cockade which will go around 
the world.”’ 

The flag of the Armies of the Repub- 
li¢é was composed of a white back- 
ground on which the red and blue were 
disposed in different ways to indicate 
the different demi-brigades. 

Napoleon in 1804 issued a flag bear- 
ing in the centre a white lozenge sur- 
rounded by four triangles alternately 
blue and red. The three vertical stripes 
that we know today were adopted in 
1811 for all French flags. Louis Philippe

Patrie.’”” In 1848 the inscription was 
superseded by .the words: ‘‘Liberté,

‘of ‘the regiment. " 

‘The Second Empire went back to the 
flag of the First, but added to it two 
bands of silk, knotted onthe staff. 
Napoleon III. is also responsible for the 
custom of decorating flags. ,_ Following 
the battle of Magenta he issued a decree 
ordering that a flag tould be decorated 
when’ the corps to which it belonged 
had taken an enemy banner. 


The present flag replaced in 1880 the 
temporary one issued after the War of 
1870. The French Republic’s flag to- 
day, as most Americans know, bears 
across the centre the words ‘“‘Honneur 
et Patrie,”” and in the corner surrounded 
by a wreath of palms the number of 
the regiment. But what makes it most 
precious is the reverse, where, under the 
inscription Republique Francaise—Regi- 
ment ——, elght more words are em 
broidered. These words.are the names 
of the eight principal victories in which 
the regiment participated, and at once 
tell=the history and denote the glory 
of the regiment. 


= First Uses of Heraldry. 

Fort centuries the pride of each neble 
in ‘his arms and banners divided France ; 
and-it was not until.this pride became 
concentrated in one emblem that France’s 
armies began again to show the in- 
vincibility of the troops of. Clovis and 
Charlemagne, who fought united under 
the sacred hood of St. Martin. 

Possibly the. occasion which marked 
the height of the flag cult was the 


great féte held at the Champ de Mars 


in 1796. in common recognition of the 
services of the Invalides arid .the gpl- 
diers who. were continuing their victo- 
rious exploits. Before a statue.of Lib- 
erty rose an immense tree, each. branch 
of ‘which was a captured enemy flag. 
Surrounding this unique tree were a 
number 6f: figures of victory with golden 
palms, while about the statue of Liberty 
were dressed fourteen trees represent- 
ing the victorious armies and bearing 
the French symbols and inscriptions eu- 
logizing the bravery of the soldiers, and 
attesting to the gratitude of the nation. 


. Anohér ceremony was held the miorn- 
ing of July 14, 1800, when Napoleon re- 
turning from Marengo was received at 
the Temple of Mars by all the dignita- 
ries of the State and city. The climax 
was the arrival of the famous guard, 
which, having marched since its victory 
of Marengo, appeared at the Champ de 
Mars dirty-and tattered—but. glorious. 

After ‘the victory of Jena Napoleon 
sent from Berlin an ‘ordér to Paris to 
hasten the Temple, of Glory—the Made- 
leine+-which, filled with the ‘trophies of 
his campaign of 1805 and 1806, he wished 
to dedicate to the soldiers of the Grande 
Armée, A month later, with the Allies 
‘at the gates of “the capital, General 
Clarke, Minister of War, ordered the 
Governor of the Invalides to take all 
measures to prevent the trophies from 
falling into the hands of the enemy. 

But Marshal Serurier would not per- 
mit that these wounded men should give 
their lives irf a useless effort, and at the 
same time he realized that the flags 
were too great in number and too large 
in bulk to be successfully hidden. In 
consequence in the night of March 30, 
he ordered the 2,000 trophies brought 
into the Court of Honor, where he, him- 
self, set fire to them. ~ 


Germany Returned the Ashes. 


The loss of the-tropntes was too great 
for the Invalides to bear and a portion 
of the débris—the metal of the em- 
bfoidery and a‘few blackened tatters of 
silk—was fished from the Seine where 
they had been thrown and placed with

Like the French, following the burning 
of the trophies'in the Invalides, the 
Germans carefully ;gathered. up the 
débris of ‘these souvenirs,~and placed 
them in-an immense glass urn. The re- 
mains were returned to France after 
war, and now rest in the Salle roceline 
amid the battle flags of France’s dis- 
banded regiments. 

The flags of' the afitient monarchy 
‘which escaped Blucher are conserved in 
the ‘chapel. A great distinction is ob- 
served in the disposition of the pre and 
post revolut tjonary flags—though “p 
ably in sentiment they are each Sausi- 
ly venerated. But: the Republic cannot 
recognize the pre-Reyolutionary  vhili- 
tary glory of France. And thus; when 
the Germans Wurried before the Statye 
ot Frederick the Great the nine flags 
‘captured from France in the recent war, 
it was not standards of the ancient 
régimes whith France demanded in 
compensation . but thirteen standards 
captured --during the Franco-Prussian 
War and ten flags of ‘the Empire. 


Salutation te Unknown Soldier. 


The French, * despite many defeats 
have lost comparatively few flags. To 
a French soldier it is such a, disgrace 
to lose a*flag that it is far preferable 
to burn the colors. Thus the-conserva- 
tor of flags in the Musée de l’Armée re- 
ceives from the families or dgscendants 
of ex-soldiers burned shreds of silk and 
wisps of blackened gold braid. These 
carefully framed and bear a testi- 
monial from the*senior surviying officer 
that they are the remains ef the once 
revered emblem. of his regiment; burned 
by Blank to prevent it falling into the 
hanes of the enemy. 

The latest’ acquisition by the Musée 
de l’Armée is compriséd of 470 emblems 
of French tegiments . disbanded ‘after 
the war. They*hang for 364 days of the 
year in the Salle Turegiie. On the re- 
maining day, the Eletenth of Novem- 
}ber, with a ceremony} unparalleled for 
reverence, they are carried to the Arc

MERICAN railroads: have heretofore 
A uscea behind those of Europe in 

developing: the Diesel: oil-burning 
locomotive. Many. engineers -at_ home 
and abroad believe‘that it will supérsede 
the familiar forms of engine and ‘work 
a revolution in transportation. The 
Diesel locomotive has’ been used success- 
fully in Switzerland and Germany. A 
locomotive ofthis general type, now be- 
ing built in Philadelphia, is expected to 
meet the exacting demands of Ameri- 
can railroads. 

The cost of building the new type is 
considerably greater. It is said the 
motor locomotive makes possible a sav- 
ing of: from 25° to 50. per cent. ‘in’ fuel. 
The cost of hauling freight per ton mile 
ecan only bé determined by experiment. 

The new motor locomotive may differ 
radically ‘in’ appearance from the 
familiar types in use today. The 
motors are much less bulky. . Boilers are 
done away with. There is no neeg of a 
tender for carrying. fuel. A motor 
locomotive of 1,000 or more horsepower 
is so small and light that it will be 
necessary to add to its weight to én- 
able it to develop high speed and keep 
on the. track. 

It is understood that the new Diesel 
locomotive .will be equipped with twelve 
cylinders. They will-occupy a.space but 
fifteen feet in length and less then five 
feet in height. The group willbe tri- 
angular with the apex pointing upward. 
The triangular form also keeps the 
centre of gravity very low, a great ad- 
vantage.

BELMONT IMPROVED 
FOR SPRING MEETING 


Plans. Which Have Taken Two 
Years. to Complete .Make 
- Course More Beautiful. 











New Administration Building 
Houses Jockeys as-Well as 
Officials—Boxes Added. 


Improvements which have been in 
progress at Belmont Park since tast Fall 
will be completed in time for thé Spring 
meeting which will open on Friday, May 
22, it was announced ‘yesterday by the 
Westchester Racing Association. These 
improvements were begun two years 
ago, when the plant in Queens already 
had cost $4,000,000. They have been in 
the hands of Joseph E. Widener, the 
vew President of the association, who 
believes that Belmont Park eventually 
will be the most beautiful race course 
in the world. 

Most important of the improvements 
is the administration building which has 
been erected on the site of the former 
offices at the edge of the paddock. It 
is of steel and Gement construction, hav- 
ing a frontage of 90 feet and being one 
story in height, Jt has an attractive 
facade, the design including rampant 
horses above the main doorway, which 
s flanked by a paif of stdhe urns rest- 
ing on orhamental pedestals. 

The main door, leads,to the “weighing 
room, which has @ fireplace apd doors 
at either end leading t@, the -jockeys' 
quarters and the office of the Secretary 
of the association. The scales will be 
behind a railing “ard : | 
be done’ in public ag formerly. After 
weighing the jockeys retire to their 


own room, which is spacious and. has 
eleven windows extending to the ceiling.

When an owner or trainer wants to 
talk to a joekey, the rider will be sum- 
moned to the weighing room.

hirty-fourth Street Uneargoing | 
Great Transformation—Realty As- 
sessments Show Big Advance. 


In the field of building operations and 
general real estate activity, the Fifth 
Avenue section during the year 1924 
set several new records and broke sev-. 
eral old precedents. Plans filed during 
that year for building construction 
reached a total of $95,000,000, including 
nearly $5,000,000 spent on alterations. 
This was a greater investment in new 
building construction than in many of 
the largest cities in the United States, 
and it also took place against a general 
decline in building activity throughout 
the United States. ‘ 

In the vicinity of Thirty-fourth Street 
substantial improvements are under 
Way and exerting an influence that is 
reaching south to meet the upward 
movement following the activity at 
Madison Square. The intersection of 
Madison Avenue and _  Thirty-fourth 
Street is being developed as the com- 
mercial centre of the silk industry. On 
the southeast cornér of the Thirty- 
fourth Street intersection Robert M. 
Catts and associates are erecting a 
$2,000,000 building, in which Cheney 
Brothers have leaséd three stories. On 
the southwest corner will be, the six- 
teen-story building of Belding Brothers. 

This activity, and the altered appear- 
ance of Madison Avenue south of 
Thirty-fourth Street, have been in- 
fluenced greatly by the recent widening 
of that thoroughfare. ‘ 

Thirty-fourth Street from Madison to 
Fifth Avenue will be completely trans- 
formed before the end of 1925, according 
to the Fifth Avenue Association. At 18 
to 22 East Thirty-fourth Street, run- 
ning through to 15 to 19 East Thirty- 
third Street, A. E. Lefcourt will erect a 
twenty-story commercial building for the 
silk trade. The five-story extension of 
the McCutcheon Building, at 8 East 
Thirty-fourth Street, will be demolished 
and improved with a tall building to 

- €qual the height of the Fifth Avenue 
building, as soon as vacated by the 
present tenants. 


Revival of Activity. 


Movirig east, the site of thé-6lM car 
barn block, running from Fourth to Lex- 
ington Avenué, Thirty-second to Thirty- 
third Street, will be improved with two 
buildings on which construction has 
started. : , 

On Fifth Avenue between Twenty- 
third and Thirty-fourth Streets the last 
year witnessed a revival of interest. At 
312 Fifth Avenue the Harris Menken 
Construction Company erected a seven- 
story building. Immediately south a 
brownstone residence at 319 has been 
replaced by an eight-story building to be 
the home of the International Business 
Machines Corporation. 

As if to fix beyond question the mag- 
nitude of this activity, it is announced 
that at the southwest corner of Thirty- 
third Strect and Fifth. Avenue Vincent 
Astor will demolish the antiquated 
building which formerly housed the 
Cambridge Hotel and erect in its place a 
fifteen-story structure. A similar ad- 
vance in this section will be the altera- 
tion of the Thirty-fourth Street and 
Fifth Avenue fronts of the Waldorf-As- 
toria for retail establishments. 

On the west side of Madison Avenue, 
between Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth 
Streets, adds the association, the litiga- 
tion over the Astor property taking in 
the block front and running 245 feet 
west has been terminated and a twenty- 
five-story business and apartment build- 
ing will be erected by Robert M. Catts 
and associates. Other improvements in- 
include a sixteen-story office building 
at the nprthwest corner of Thirty- 
seventh eet and a twenty-five-story 
structure at Fortieth Street. At 240 
Madison Avenue the Syndicate Trading 
Corporation is building a fourteen-story 
building with an_ extension to ’Thirty- 
seventh Street. Plans are before the 
Board of Appeals for consideration cov- 
ering the erection of a twenty-two-story 
building at the southeast corner of 
Thirty-ninth Street and a _ fourteen- 
story building at 237-39 Madison Ave- 
aoe. adjoining the National Democratic 
Slub. 


New Buildings Completed. é 


The past year has witnessed a trans- 
formation in the district from Forty- 
second Street north and from Fifth 
to Park Avenues, The new Hotel Roose- 
velt is an established part of the sec- 
tion, although opened only a few months 
ago. The store fronts on the Hotel Bilt- 
more are, with the stores,on the ground 
floor of the Roosevelt, an accepted part 
of the business history of the neigh- 
borhood. In rentals, running to $1,800 


per front foot, Madison Avenue is one 
*. the finest retail thoroughfares in the 
Cc 


y. 

Clear into Fifty-seventh Street run the 
ever widened channels of Fifth Avenue 
retail trade. The growth of that cross- 
town boulevard is so recent that one 
does not. always realize the unusual 
strides made in that section, the be- 
ginning of which may be traced to the 
widening of the roadway in 1922-3. With 
the widening of the oroughfare and 
the installation of new street lights it 
has broadened in greater usefulness un- 
til today it takes in a music centre, a 
centre for art and fine specialty shops. 
The recent m tion of the piano in- 
dustry into Fifty-seventh Street is one 
of the interesting chapters in, real es- 
tate and industrial history. It is yet too 
early to assess its full significance. ' 

In the section above Fifty-ninth Street, 
since the court decision permitting the 
erection of apartment buildings to a 
height of 150 feet, activity has been 
marked and many fine residential build- 
ings are under construction. It seems 
apparent that all the vacant plots in 
that area will soon be utilized for apart- 
ments and institutional buildings. 4

By the Bricklayer 


The United States Bureay of Labor 
Statistics, in one of .its monthly re- 
views, shows that an extremely high 
labor efficiency in bricklaying exists 
today. 

Information obtained from a thor- 
ough nation-wide survey conducted 
by such an impartial source can be 
accepted as fact, and its importance 
to the man about to build cannot be 
overestimated. 

Brick construction has long been 
the best and most economical in the 
long run, and now, with a high level 
of labor productivity in the trade, it 
becomes a true initial economy. 

The bureau’s survey covered fifteen 
widely scattered cities and shows the 
average to be 1,364 bricks per eight- 
hour day per man. Birmingham, 
Ala., topped the list with 1,928, 
which figure is the average of sched- 
niles covering eight different jobs in 
that city. 











NEW AROLIAN HOME 
IN FRENCH STYLE 


Building at Fifth Avenue and 
54th Street Will Be of 
Francis |. Period. 


Music circles have been interested in 
the latest announcement that the Aeo- 
lian Company will erect a twelve-story 
building for its new home at the north- 
east corner of Fifth Avenue and Fifty- 
fourth Street, making another long es- 
tablished music firm to move into the 
upper Fifth Avenue section. 

Within the past nine months, since the 
sale of Aeolian Hall in West Forty-sec- 
ond Street, a succession of transfers and 
leases has kept the Aeolian properties 
in the real estate news, and this latest 
move settles the Aeolian Company's lo- 
cation, as it has acquired the plot from 
Commodore Charles A. Gould on a 63- 
year lease. 

The Aeolian Company has played a 

prominent part in the development of 
Fifth Avenue for business. Albert 
Weber, whose piano building business 
was taken over by the Aeolian Company 
about twenty-five years ago, was the 
Pioneer who first established a business 
on Fifth Avenue, then a street of fine 
homes. Albert Weber located his ware- 
rooms at the corner of Sixteenth Street, 
across the street from the residence of 
William H. Webb, the shipbuilder. 
The Aeolian Company was first locat- 
ed at 81 Broadway, and then moved to 
ths. fashionable Twenty-third Street 
shopping district. Twenty-three years 
ago it invaded the upper avenue, build- 
ing just north of Thirty-fourth Street; 
adjoining the A. T. Stewart mansion 
and in the neighborhood of the homes 
of the Astors, Vanderbilts and other so- 
cial leaders. 

In answer to the need for a concert 
hall of about 1,100 seating capacity, the 
present Acolian Building in Forty-sec- 
ond Street, opposite Bryant Park, was 
erected twelve years ago. In Aeolian 
Hall the. world’s leading musicians have 
been heard, and the concert hall has 
had an important place in the musical 
development of the city. \ 

he new Aeolian Hall has not been 
planned in detail, but it will be a struc- 
ture of fine proportions in the Francis I. 
period, rising twelve stories above the 
street. It will have a corner entrance 
and show windows of proscenium pro- 
portions. A grand salon will be a fea- 
ture, with two three organ installa- 
tions, and an intimate recital hall seat- 
ing 299 persons will be included, as well 
as the executive offices, departments, 
music recording library and artists’ 
green room. 

The Aeolian Company reserved the 
right to occupy its present premises in 
Forty-second Street to 1929 when it sold 
the building, and, while the building 
may be delivered sooner to its new own- 
ers, the company plans to occupy both

An infernational conference on city 

and regional planning will be held under 
the joint auspices of the International 
Federation for Town and Country Plan- 
ning, the American Institute of City 
Planning, and the National Conference 
on City Planning, in the Hotel Penn- 
sylvania, New York, from April 20 to 
25 inclusive.

The recent deal involving the north- 
east corner of Sixth Avenue and Thirty- 
ninth Street, 100 feet on each thorough- 
fare, has apparently started the big 
commercial building movement there. 
The buyers, Louis Adler and Abe N. 
Adelson, have had plans prepared by the 
architects, Buchman & Kahn, for a 
twenty-four story structure destined for 
the wholesale millinery trade. With the 
land the opération will represent prac- 
tically $3,500,000 and it will be the larg- 
est project of its kind in that locality. 
The only other modern commercial edi- 
fice near by is the twelve-story Buckley- 
Newhall building on the southwest cor- 
ner of Forty-first Street, erected about 
eight years ago. The adjacent street 
blocks from Broadway to Fifth Avenue 
have witnessed many tall structures for 
various trades and general offices in 
recent years, of which the south side of 
Fortieth Street opposite Bryant Park 
has been notably conspicuous. 

The property about to be improved is 
now covered with six structures fifty or 





more years old, five being four-story 
houses altered for trade fronting on the 
avenue. They take in_ 680 to 688 Sixth 
Avenue inclusive. The property was sold 
by the William S. Ridabock estate, 
which had owned it for a long time, and 
it is one of the few large parcels in 
single ownership in the area mentioned. 
The firm of J. Arthur Fischer with J. S. 
Gluck’acted as broker. 


Preperty Values Advancing. 


The old buildings will be torn down ' 
this month and efforts will be made to 
complete the new structure before the 
end of the year. It will be occupied en- 
tirely by wholesale millinery firms. The 
Adelson firm, which now occupies two 
floors in the Garment Centre~ Capitol, 
will move to the building of which Mr. 
Adelson is part owner. Ogus, Rabino- 
vich & Ogus have also leased two floors. 
Mr. Adler, one of the city’s largest dress 
manufacturers, has his quarters in the 
building at 550 Seventh Avenue, which 
he and Mr. Adelson erected last year. . 
It is‘at the northwest corner of Seventh | 
Avcnue and Thirty-ninth Street, and re- 
placéd the old St. Chrysostom’s Chapel 
of Trinity Church. 

Buchman & Kahn have designed the 
new Thirty-ninth Street structuré along 
lines similar to the new Seventh Avenue 
building. The exterior wil be of tap- 
estry brick, trimmed with caenstone and 
terra cotta. There will. be seven high 
spéed eleyators.

Striking evidence of this fact 
has..lately been shown in the splendid 
improvement in the general appearance 
of the thoroughfare north of Fifty-third 
Street, where the elevated road was re- 
moved a few months ago, and it imme- 
diately led to a marked rise in values 
and plans for notable improvements. 
The J._Arthur Fischer firm states that 
within the past four years Sixth Avenue 
values in the area mentioned have ad- 
vanced from 30 to 50 per.cent. Mention 
was made of a small parcel fronting 
twenty feet close by the new Thirty- 
ninth Street operation, which was pur- 
chased four years ago for $60,000 and 
for which $90,000 was recently refused. 


With the: exception of the Buckley- 
Newhall and the new Hart building on 
the Forty-second Street corner and the 
two banks, being the Union Dime Sav- 
ings at Fortieth Street aind the Green- 
wich Savings in its fine new building on 
the Thirty-sixth Street block front from 
Sixth Avenue to Broadway, the business 
character of the avenue from Thirty- 
fifth to Forty-second Street presents 
anything but a dignified appearance. 
Most of the buildings in these blocks are 
old three and four story houses, the up- 
per floors originally used for living pur- 
poses but in the majority of cases now 
altered for trade. The great majority

though the number of Greek tradesmen 
is not as large as was the case a few 
years ago. 

Practically all. of these small stores 
ere held on short-term leases with can- 
cellation clauses, indicating that the 
owners are preparing for the change 
when it comes and wish to be able to 
meet it. Under these conditions it is not 
surprising that the general character of 
the avenue has deteriorated within the 
last decade, 

As a matter of fact, these old places 

are simply being retained by their own- 
| ers in a watchful waiting condition, and 
when the change does come it will mean 
their annihilation -with high-class im- 
provements in keeping with the actual 
value of the property and the business 
interests of the neighborhood. . These 
business interests, combined with the 
superb transit facilities, accessibility to 
the retail centre and close by the‘ hotel 
and theatre sections, naturally single out 
Sixth Avenue from Thirty-fourth Street 
north as a thoroughfare just as satisfac- 
tory for big business as Broadway and 
Seventh Avenue, and even better than 
Fifth Avenue for the concentration of 
certain wholesale interests. 
’ In this connection it is interesting to 
note that negotiations are pending for 
another large property in the Thirty- 
ninth: Street section, the successful re- 
sult of which will mean another building 
operation aggregating more than a mil- 
lion dollars. 

The majority of owners and realty men 
in the vicinity are members of the Sixth 
Avenue Property Owners’ Association, 
of which Charles M. Dutcher, President 
of the Greenwich Savings Bank, is Pres- 
ident, and J. Arthur Fischer Treasurer.

Due to economic and social necessity, 
Manhattan is about to experience a 
great recolonization which has already 
started. This recolonization will wipe 
out miles of brick and mortar now 
masquerading as homes and provide 
pleasant, healthful habitations for mil- 
lions of people. 

The area which is in process of being 
recolonized surrounds the well developed 
area through the middle of Manhattan, 
veering off to the left at Central Park. 
Surrounding this highly developed area 
are miles and miles of sl which are 
a disgrace to New York. 

Not all of the area referred to is taken 
up with slums, but a goodly portion of 
it is. The rest of it is far trom being 
the agreeable and pleasant place it 
should be. In this section live many 
of the great moderate earning class of 
our metropolis. 

The sections in which they live should 
not, of course, be compared with the 
slums, but in many instances the phys- 
ical layout of the buildings and neigh- 
borhoods are practically the same as 
those of: our poorer sections. Lack of 
sunshine, poor ventilation, insanitary 
conditions in general, overcrowded build- 
ings and neighborhoods, no gardens, no 
open spaces, children compelled to play 
in the streets. 

The problem which must be solved is 
to house this great middle class under 
pleasant, healthful and sanitary condi- 
tions. 

Renowned architects -and — builders 
who have given many years of study 
to this‘ matter of living conditions 
on Manhattan have demonstrated con- 
clusively that 25 per dent. more people 
can be housed in 75 per cent. of the 
space under pleasant, healthful and san- 
itary conditions. Modern buildings with 
up-to-date equipment actually have been 
planned and built, with sunshine in prac- 
tically every room, and which house 25 
per cent. more people than a greater 
amount of floor space did in the did- 
fashioned, dismal, insanitary tenements,

Along with the question of 
better buildings, another question has 





appeared coincident with the dcute 
housing shortage of the past few years. 
The wealthier classes were in a position 
to meet that situation. They were quick 
to sense the logical thing to do, and 
they organized themselves into groups 
and purchased the apartments in which 
they lived or in other buildings into 
which they moved. Some organized cor- 
porations and built. buildings them- 
selves, in which each might plan. and 
have his own apartment . constructed 
according to his liking. 

At first these groups occupied only a 
portion of these Manhattan apartments 
in the buildings they owned, and leased 
the remainder. This so-called group own- 
ership plan was the forerunner of the 
100 per cent. cooperative plan under 
which so many apartment houses re- 
cently have been constructed. 

Under the 100 per cent. cooperative 


plan each tenant is an owner, .and 
all together own the whole. building. 
They, as stockholders, or through their 
board of directors, operate the building 
for their_ own benefit. 

The first few 100 per cent. cooperative 
apartments on Manhattan were so highly 
successful from an economical stand- 
point and so desirable from a social point 
of view that during the past few years 
prominent business and professional men 
and social leaders of New York have in- 
vested over $200,000,000 of their money 
in 100 per cent. cooperative apartment 
buildings in which they make their 
homes. What more conclusive evidence 
of the soundness of the cooperative idea 
could be asked for? 

One hundred per cent. cooperative 
apartments as a solution of the levy

BUILDING CONSTRUCTION DECLINES 


, Compared to the first three months of 
1924 the corresponding period for 1925 
shows a decided falling off in construc- 
tion activities in Greater New York, but 
with the trend more pronounced for com- 
mercial, industrial and public’ utility 
work despite the maintenance of a com- 
manding lead in volume and value of 
residential operations.

Where these groups or individuals can- 
not find apartments which meet their 
requirements in existing buildings they 
register their requirements with the new 
company. The company then finds the 
apartments if they can be found. 

In some cases the requirements of the 
groups or individuals may be found in 
existing buildings which are now being 
leased by landlords.‘ 

If feasible, plans may be worked out 
so that these buildings may be pur- 
chased on a cooperative basis and, of 
course, provide a monthly budget plan 
for the individuals. — 

The 100 per cent. cooperative apartment 
idea has been proved to be sound éco- 
nomically and desirable socially, and is 
now practical for all classes.

Small Building Volume 
Reported in New York City 


March building contracts in New 
York City amourited to $48,556,500, 
according to Dodge reports. 

While this was a 26 per cent. in- 
crease over February, it was a 63 
per cent. drop from March of last 
year, which had the largest monthly 
building total on record. 

During the first: quarter of this 
year construction -started in New 
York has amounted to $165,283,000, a 
decrease of 41 per cent. from the 
first quarter of 1924, 

While these decreases are very con- 
siderable, it should be borne in 
mind that the comparisons are with 
the peak months of the largest build- 
ing year on record. ; 

Included in last month’s record 
were the following important items: 
$27,312,700, or 56 per cent. of all con- 
struction, for residential buildings; 
$11,426,900, or 24 per cent., for com- 
mercial buildings; $4,505,000, or 9 
per cent., for educational buildings; 
and $1,569,100, or 3 per cent., for 
public works and utilities.

Present Growth Would Give It 
a Larger Population Than Man- 
hattan, Says Realtor. 


DOWNTOWN FUTURE GOOD 


Operators and Investors Are Bene- 
fiting From Erection of New 
Municipal Bullding. 


Bdward J. Gaynor, who, as the agent 
for the estate of the late David G. Leg- 
get and of other large estates in Brook- 
lyn, represents a number of properties 
in the downtown district, including the 
Temple Bar Building at 44 Court Street, 
the Temple Bar Annex Building at 186 
Remsen Street, the Borough Hall Build- 
ing at 301 Fulton Street, and the United 
States Apartment Building at 194 Clin- 
ton Street, made some most interesting 
comparisons and predictions yesterday 
having a direct bearing on the future of 
the downtown business and shopping 
centres of Brooklyn. Mr. Gaynor said: 

‘“‘In the twenty-five years since I have 
been doing business in Brooklyn-t-nhave 
been in close touch with the growth of 
Brooklyn in all its many sections, and 
especially the development of various 
downtown apartment, setail and munic- 
ipal districts. 

“Brooklyn is now Beet forging 
ahead into the position of being thre 
largest borough of the largest city in the 
world. There Is every reason to believe 
that within the next few years Brook- 
lyn will nave a population greater than 
that of Manhattan. In 1870, when the 
construction of the Brooklyn Bridge was 
commenced, Brooktyn had a population 
of only 419,921, as against Manhattan’s 
population of 942,292. In 1880 the popu- 
lation of Brooklyn was 599,495 and that 
of Manhattan 1,164,673. This was three 
years before the opening of the Brook- 
lyn Bridge in 1883. 


How Population Increased. F 


**'When the census of 1890 was taken 
the population of Brooklyn had jumped 
to 838,547 and that of Manhattan to 
1,441,216. Manhattan passed the two 
million mark in 1906, when the popula- 
.tion of the largest borough was 2,112,- 
697, and of Brooklyn 1,358,991. It was 
mot until 1920 that the popuiation of 
Bréoklyn passed the same goal, although 
in 1919 Brooklyn's population was 1,998,- 
568. In 1920 it was 2,038,121, as against 
2,281,664 for Manhattan. Last year 
(1924) Manhattan’s population was 
placed at 2,262,120 and that of Brooklyn 

2,196,333, or nearly that of Manhattan. 

"“Of even greater significance. than the 
foregoing figures, which show that Man- 
hattan’s population was greatest in the 
year 1910, when the total was 2,330,524, 
and that of Brooklyn 1,642,591, is the 
fact that ever since the year 1910 the 
population of Manhattan has been de- 
creasing, while that of Brooklyn has 
been increasing. 

“Comparing the downtown section of 
Manhattan with that of Brooklyn, we 
ind that the eee which obtained 
nm Manhattan a number of years ago 
are similar to the conditions in down- 
town Brooklyn today. 

“Coincident with this movement of the 
retail stores there has been a similar 
movement of the wholesale and manu- 
facturing interests. 

“Downtown Brooklyn, comprising the 
qrcignte residential section, the Borough 
and municipal centres, the Liv- 
ton and Fulton Street shopping dis- 
tricts, is being transformed gradually 
but surely, in the same way that dewn- 
town Manhattan has been transformed 
since the Civil War.’

HOUSING REPORT DECLARED PROPAGANDA 


Declaring that the recent report of the 
State Housing Commission was in a 
large measure ‘‘propaganda for the 
loaning of public funds for building 
construction, Isidor Berger, manager of 
the Greater New York Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciation, makes a vigorous. protest 
against the entire report. 


“In the first place,” said Mr. Berger, 
“the report attempts to convey the im- 
pression that the housing situation is 
‘worse’ than ever before; that land- 
lords are still raising rents, while re- 
fusing to make repairs and that the 
situation is beyond relief through pri- 
vate enterprise, operating as it does 
on a profit basis. 


“Apartment house ownerg m general 
who are beginning to feel the effect of 
the downward trend of rentals and 
whose houses bear visible though mute 
evidence of innumerable vacancies, are 
of the firm conviction that the entire 
report, in so far as it attempts to gen- 
eralize or unduly magnify housing 
evils,:is a perversion of the real truth 
of the housing situation. , 

“To those who are aware of present 
conditions, it is entirely inconceivable, 
how the commission arrived at its con- 
clusions, especially so, when an~actual 
survey of the situation would show the 
results to be clearly contrary to the 
commission’s report. 

“It does not appear from the report 
by what method or manner of progedure 
the supposed facts were ascertained. 
Surely not from? an actual canvass. 

“In a single sentence ‘Landlords make 
no repairs,’ the Housing Cémmission 
draws an indictment against all owners 
of so-called old-type tenements and by 
this unsupported generalization en- 
deavors to prove the seriousness of the 
situation and the culpability of property 
owners. 

“Owners of tenement property are 
making more repairs in their buildings 
than ever before—witness the activity of 
painters, plumbers, electricians and 
other mechanics. 

“fn order to compete with new, mod- 
ern apartments, where rentals are stead- 
ily dropping and concessions of from one 
to two months’ free rental are given, 
owners of old-type apartments are im- 
proving their buildings by the installa- 
tion of hot water supply, electricity, 
baths, &c., and are redecorating and 
renovating apartments to the satisfac- 
tion of the tenants. 

“‘There are, however, thousands of ten- 
ants, ‘occupying old law tenements, 
whose average earnings ate about $1,000 
per year, who cannot even afford to 
pay rentals of $15 to $24 per month for 
a three or four room apartment. 

“It is manifest that owners of .this 
grade of houses cannot afford to expend 
large sums for new improvements be- 
cause of the low rental per room and 
the limited income which they derive 
from their buildings. 

“It is these isolated apartments and 
conditions that the Housing Commis- 


sion and self-appointed propagandists 
are holding up as ilustrative of general 
congiee ns. 
‘The statement that new tenants, mov- 
ing into old apartments, have been 
bliged to pay from $s to 310 more than 
th @ pre-war rental the former 
nena t may, in parece nstances, be 
oer est, Oi ut is this not a justifiable in- 
crease from an unduly low rent? 
“Every conceivable item rot building 
maintenance cost has doubled or trebled 
p price.

“The commission decries the shortage 
of apartments renting from $7 to $9 per 
room, as if it were entirely oblivious of 
the fact that there is- just as great a 
shortage of eggs at 10 cents a dozen, 
butter at 25 cents a pound or good suits 
at $15 as there is need for cheap hous- 
ing. Se pg of the Bureau of Labor 
pit age Washington show that, 
while r Saate have increased 67 per cent. 
since 1914, clothing has increased 98 per 
cent., food 50 i cent., fuel and light-

“Property owners would welcome an 
impartial and unbiased investigation to 
prove the true status of the housing sit- 
uation today. Such an investigation 
would undou tedly disclose the fact that 
there are countless vacancies throughout > 
the city at rentals within the means of 
the majority of people. 

‘Tenants are more discriminating to- 


day than. ever before; their wants and 
desires exceed their financial ability to 
pay for the luxuries they demand. 
Apartments on the upper floors, al- 
though usually light and airy and 
cheaper in rental, are classed as unde- 
sirable because of their height. Some 
people expect elevator-apartment conve- 
fences at walk-up rates..

One Thousand Similar Structures 
Have Been Erected and Occu- 
pled at Low Rentals. 


An operation which will provide com- 
fortable living facilities within easy dis- 
tance of Manhattan’s business centres is 
under way at Woodside by the Mathews 
Model Flat Company, which recently 
erected about one thousand multi-fam- 
ily houses-renting at $9 a room, adjoin- 
ing the Metropolitan Life Insurande 
Company’s home operations in Queens. 
The first group of this Woodside colony 
is expected to be ready for tenants this 
month, 

The operation consists of 300 apart- 
ments and will be rented for $45 for an 
apartment of five rooms and bath, be- 
ing $9 per room. They adjoin the $0-a- 
room-a-month apartments of the Metro- 
politan .Life Insurance Company on the 
Corona line. When completed this opera~ 
tion will represent an outlay of approx- 
imately $5,000,000. Nearly 1,000 of the 
Mathews houses have been built, each on 
a plot 28 by 100 feet. 

‘We began building these houses in 
1904,"" said A. F. Mathews, ‘‘and have 
been continuing the same type of build- 
ing ever since. As the standards in- 
creased,’ we added improvements from 
year to year until now each apartment 
contains all the 1925 requirements. Last 
year we charged $8 per room for five 
rooms and bath, but the demands of the 
tenants for the additional improvements 
called for an increase to $9. 

‘“‘Bach apartment contains, in addition 
to the usual necessities, tiled kitchen, 
tiled bathroom, good fixtures, electric 
light, gas, sanitary devices, hot and ‘cold 
water outfits—and the rooms are larger 
than the tenement house law calls for.

fees for obtaining and renewing mort- 
gage loans, according to resolutions pre- 
sented to the National Conference on 
Home Building that closed here last 
week at the fifth annual “Own Your 
Home” Exposition in the Coliseum. 

Houses built in the future will be 
“‘pedigreed’’ and rated according. to 
their merit, say national representatives 
of many of the participating trades. It 
may come to grading your social po- 
sition by the certificate you hold for 
your house. The owner of the 100 per 
cent. house, which must be correct in 
every detail,.will look down on his 
neighbor who holds a certificate of only 
80 per cent. because he has a poor heat- 
ing plant. And the fellow with the 
wrong kind of backing for his plaster 
and perhaps last year’s model in light- 
ing fixtures will draw a 60 per cent. rat- 
ing and be entirely out of the social 
swim, @s 

The ele¢trical industry, the plumbing 
trade, thé heating and piping con- 
tractors and many of the other trades 
now issue individual certificates that 
give the home. buyer or builder only the 
assurance that his house is good in one 
particular and the conference proposes 
to combine their efforts and achieve 100 
per cent. houses. 

Good construction should be encour- 
aged by granting higher loans to houses 
that, after inspection, during the process | 
of construction, are found to be sound,” 
advised the conference experts. : 

It is the unseen parts of the house that 
should have the careful attention of the 
home buyer and builder, and the public 
should not be misled by an attractive 
exterior, warned the representatives of 
the second largest industry in America, 
for a house that is a dream of loveliness 
may be badly planned, and it is only 
by careful study that the defects can 
be ascertained. On the other hand, 
home builders should know that it is 
ridiculous to suppose that.a good set 
of specifications make a good house. 

However, the public is not alone in its 
ignorance of what is good and what is 
worthless in the home building game, 
and the conference thinks that realtors 
would do well to be informed on good 
construction practices. 

In the discussion on ways and means 
to eliminate some of the annual loss in 
rebidence construction, resolutions were 
presented designed to cut down on the 
great fire loss from defective. con- 
struction.

UNION WAGE SCALES 
SHOW LITTLE GAIN 


Labor Survey Reports Slight: 
Upward Tendency Over 
_1924 Labor Rates. 


TENDENCY TO COOPERATE 


Contractors and Bullding Trades 
Unions Disposed to Settle Disputes 
by Peaceful Means. 


Only slight fluctuations in wage scales 
and in other labor conditions in tie 
building crafts are expected to result 
from the Spring readjustments for 1925 
now taking place, according to the na- 
tional survey of the labor situation in 
the building industry completed yester- 
day by 8.-W. Straus & Co. Conditions - 
are summarized as follows: 

1. Majority of buflding crafts appear 
willing to renew 1924 wage scales, al- 
though there is slight upward .tendency 
in rates in some of the larger. cities. 

2. No general downward revision of 
wage rates in sight, but unions in some 
amaller localities have decided to reduce 
rates slightly to stimulate building. 

3. Contractors and labor unions gen- 
erally disposed to adjust differences 
peaceably and avold strikes or lockouts. 

4. Jurisdictional disputes between car- 
penters’ unions and sheet metal workers © 
and the plasterers and bricklayers’ 
unions are tying up woik on a number 
of operations in larger cities. This situ- 


ace to the industry. : 
5. Five-day week movement started by 
some building crafts apparently post-~ 
poned for another year. 
6. Supply of building labor, both skilled 
and unskilled, belfeved ample to meet 
needs of building industry. 


Ne Reduction Expected. 


.The survey says: ‘‘Conditions of em- 
ployment and labor rates generally show 
little change. In some of the larger 
cities there has been a slight upward 
tendency where the so-called ‘key’ trades 
have asked and received small wage ad~ 
vances. The majority of crafts show @ 
willingness to go along for another year 
under the 1924 schedules. There is no- 
where any indication of. a radical down 
ward revision. 

“Contractors in practically all cities 
have declared against higher wage rates, 
but show a disposition to cooperate with 
the building trades unions in an effort to 
adjust peaceably wage disputes and to 
negotiate new Satisfactory agreements to 
replace those expiring June 1, 1925. “As

Good Supply of Labor. 

“There is practically no existing buflé 
ing labor scarcity, skilled or unskilled, 
and bonus payments have entirely dis- 
appeared, except in a few isolated cases, 
The demand for apprentices is also re« 
ported to have subsided to some extent, 
although high schools, universities and 
ttade schools throughout’ the country 
continue to turn out considerable num 
bers of building craftsmen.

" Removal of the ungightly “L’’ ig up- 
per Sixth Avenue from Fifty-third to 
Fifty-ninth Street has worked a won- 
érous change. , There is no more con- 
vincing. proof of the value of coopera- 
tion of public spirited citizens than was 
shown by this improvement. _ 

“The .demolition of old structures,’’ 
says Alfred C. Bossom, ‘‘marks the be- 
ginning of a new leasé of life for a fine 
business thoroughfare long obscured by 
a structure which had outlived its use- 
fulness. One who walks through the 
now restored region is impressed by 
the rapid. development. which has fol- 
lowed the clearing of the street. 

“The original home_.of the New York 
Athletic Club, at Fifty-fifth Street, later 
used for the Health Department, has 
been demolished, and. in: its. place will 
Tise a substantial modern building. In 
Fifty-fourth Street two new theatres are 
to be erected; in. Fifty-sixth many im- 

rtant improvements have been begun. 
Rear the entrance to’Central Park a'fif- 
teen-story structure will soon be reared. 

“One of the most marked effects of the 
restoration may be seen in West Fifty- 

venth Street, already lined by new and 
Gorcasive “structures. Two prominent 
piano manufacturing companies have 
erected homes in the wide cross street. 

‘““The expense incident to the removal 
of the “L’’ -for the six blocks was well 
justified and. Julius Miller, Presi- 
dent of the Borough of Manhattan, and 
the Sixth Avenue “Association which 
acted in concert with him, have done @ 

at service not only to the city, but to 

e cause of good architecture as well. 
“The construction of. the subways at 

the east and the .west, the development 
of stage Hnes and of the taxicabs made 
it no longer necessary to maintain the 
spur of elevated track, used principally. 
or the operation of shuttle trains. Just 

i far the city would be benefited by 

the removal of all elevated railroads is 

another ‘question. Undoubtedly other 

sections would be benefited by such a 

change. 

How may structures above the street 
level be used for transit is a ques- 
tion “which has-: been’ asked - recently. 
A well-known British periodical (The 
Graphic) in illustrating these sugges- 
tions amplified them: somewhat. and 

laced both pedestrians and automo- 

jleg on, balcony or second story streets. 

“Doubtless some business streets, 
where there is an extraordinary pressure 
of traffic, would prove responsive to 
auch treatment. No more street dark- 
ening and ponderous structures of the 
“T)' type are likely to be built on much- 
used city streets, Where a street or 
avenue is very wide, however, and there 
is plenty of light, sidewalks resting on 
brackets attached at the level of the 
gecond story could be used. They would 
have floors of vault glass and would not 
@betruct the passage of light and air. 

“Second-story balcony sidewalks of 
this description would make available 
an upper line of show windows and en- 
hance the productive value of property. 

“Tt would‘ also enable the city engi- 
meers to cut .down the width of e 
sidewalks on the street level, and thus 
afford more room for vehicular traffic. 
Narrow bridges spanning the streets and 
built on the cantilever principle would 
enable pedestrians to. pass readily from 
one side of an avenue to the other.

Number of Bricks Lald Per Day by 
Bricklayers. , 

The United States Bureau of Labor 

Statistics, in one of its recent.monthly 

reviews, shows ‘that an extremely high 

labor efficiency in bricklaying exists 


Information obtained from a‘ thorough 
nation-wide survey conducted by such an 
impartial source can be accepted as fact 
and its importance to the man about to 
build cannot be overestimated. 

Brick construction has long been the 


run and now, with a high level of labor 
productivity in the trade, it becomes a 
true initial economy. - 

The bureau’s survey covered fifteen 
widely scattered cities and shows the 
average to be 1,364 bricks per eight-hour 
day per man. Birmingham, Ala., topped 
the list with 1,928, which figure is the 
average of schedules covering eight dif- 
fervent jobs in that city. 

Back of every. effect exists a cause and 
the bureau’s Commissiofier, Ethelbert 
Stewart, in the introduction to his re- 
|, port, points. emphatically to the cause of 
the labor .efficiency existing in brick- 
laying. . 

He states that at the outset it was the 
intention to cover a large number of 
specific occupations and types of work, 
but ‘‘as the investigation progressed 
from city to city it ‘was found that In 
almost every line local styles and types 


of materials used inade it necessary to 
abandon certain points of inquiry’ and 
“that it finally became nappa 4 to con- 
fine the study practically to bricklay- 


ing.
